Under such circumstances, had the Court 
fuund the specification proven, but attached no criminality thereto, 
its finding would have been approved. The finding on the first 
charge is not approved, for the reason that the officer receiving the 
order was not in the exercise of sound discretion. The findings on 
the second charge, and its specifications, are not approved, for the 
reason that, in the opinion of the reviewing ofticer, the evidence 
sustains the charge and its specifications. In this case an oppor- 
tunity is afforded the Department Commander to draw the distinc- 
tion between the commission of an offence by an enlisted man, or 
oflicer, of his own volition, when under the influence of liquor, and 
his failure to obey an order, which could not have been anticipated, 
= to him when too drunk to perform that or any other duty. 


n the first instance, the drunken person cannot plead his condition 
as an excuse; in the second, the party giving the order commits 
the greater offence by placing acertain amount of responsibilit 
upon a person who, he ought to know, is unfit to be trusted with 
it, and the failure to obey results from the unnecessary act of the 
giver of the order. The Department Commander desires, by his 
remarks, to call attention to the practice, too frequent in this De- 
partment, of preferring charges against a man for a failure to obey 
an order, when, in the same connection, the sume man is charged 
with being drunk, or, by implication, unable to appreciate the 
necessity of obedience. ist Lieut.

REORGANIZING THE ARMY, 


Wasunincton, Dec 18th, 1878. 


The bill for the reorganization of the Army, as 
framed by the joint commission, has ben, very natural- 
ly, the cause of a great deal of comment and discussion 
here, and the opinions expressed by intelligent officers 
who might be favorably or unfavorably affected should 
the bill as proposed become a law, cannot fail to be of 
interest to the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 

It is to be expected that there will be strenuous op- 
positicn to the bill from those who would be injured, 
and this class will exert all the influence they can to 
prevent the passage ot the bill, while those who would 
be advanced in their positions will, in many instances, 
very generously decline toexert themselves to procure 
the passege of a bill which will unfavorably affect 
some of tneir friends. There is where the opponents 
to tiie bill will have an advantage. All the Army of 
ficers recognize that it is impossible to frame a bill 
which will satisfy all parties ; and, could a bill which 
might be the perfection of wisdom be introduced, 
theru would be plenty of opposition to it. 

In this bill the finger marks of General Sherman are 
plainly visible, although there are some features—most 
notably the cutting down of his stafi—that we fancy 
he did not recommend. He wrote out his views on 
reorvanization, and sent them to the joint commission 
while they were in session, and doubtless his views 
met with the most respectful consideration, His 
recommendation of the bill, taken in connection with 
the fact that the report of the commission was unani- 
mous, will operate strongly in favor of the passage of 
the bill. On the other hand, it is said that during 
this short session the members of both houses will not 
have time to examine all the features of the bill, and 
that they would be voting in the dark, and if the bill 
was forced to a vote they would vote against it, prefer- 
ring to see it fail to pass at this time to casting an af- 
firmative vote which they might afterwards regret.

It will be perceived that in the second section 
under the head of Organization, it is prescribed that 
the regular Army shall consist of a Corps of General 
Officers, to consist of the general, lieutenant-general, 
three m*jor-generals, and six brigadier-generals. It 
must be borne in mind in looking at the following 
sections of the bill, that this corps of general officers 
does not include any of the officers who, as chiefs of 
bureaus, are brigadier-generals, and that these latter 
general officers are not on the same footing as to re- 
tirement thatthe former are. While those of the corps 
of general officers cannot be retired urtil their attain- 
ing the age of sixty-five—and not then if the President 
chooses to retain them on the active list—the other 
general officers follow the general rule for retirement 
at sixty-two. 
As to the General Staff, which is to be composed of 
the Adjatant-General’s and [aspector-General’s depart- 
ments consolidated, it is thought that there would be 
no great opposition, if the officers of these depart- 
ments could expect to retain their present rank. But 
apropos to this it must be remembered that section 96 
of the bill directs that the chiefs of the general staft of 
the staff departments, except the chief of engineers 
ana the surgeon-general, shall be selected from the 
Army, while the chief of ordnance must be selected 
either from among the field officers of ordnance or 
artillery. Now, while this is eminently proper, and 
while many of the staff officers will agree that there is 
no good reason why all the chiefs of the general staff, 
except the chief of engineers and the surgeon-generel, 
should not be taken from the Army at large, the of- 
ficers of these departments, and particularly those of 
the adjutant-general’s department, will oppose this sec- 
tion of the bill with all their might.

gentlemen in Congress find that to be the case, section 
96 will be in great danger of failing. Many of the 
members sre now personal friends of some of the 
sevior officers of the adjutant-general’s department, 
and I know that the matter of introducing an outsider 
into that department to the prejudice of their friends 
was the matter of serious discussion at a senatoriul 
party on Sunday lust, and should the section 96 be re- 
jected it will be for reasons of personal friendship to 
officers who might be set aside in the matter of pro- 
motion. 
Section 8 limits the total number of officers in the 
general stuff to 18, In the two departments of adjutant- 
gereral and inspector-general, there are now 23 officers 
—leaving 5 to ba retired or otherwise disposed of. 
The colonels of the inspector general’s depariment are 
all senior to those in the adjutant-general’s dep srtment, 
aod the lieutenant colonels are senior to all in the 
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a1d ordnance stores by the Government, and 5S7 pre- 
scribes what these ordnance stores are. Now the 
arms and equipments manufactured at our arsenals are 
of the very best description and of the most beautifal 
workmanship. There been a fizht going on for a 
Jong time to get all the manufacturing into the hands 
of private companies, but it wasso manifestly for the 
best interests of the Guvernment that our ordnance 
stores should be manufactured at the arsenals, that a 
change could not be effected. This bill may do the 
business. Section 589 prescribes that ordnance stores 
shall hereafter be purchased in open market. , 

In the Quartermaster’s Department no very con- 
siderable reduction is proposed among the field of- 
ficers, leaving Col. Iogalis as the Senior in the De- 
partment and the only colonel left. Should Qol. 
Iogalls succeed Gen. Meigs, two of the present lieu- 
tenant-colonels would become colonels, and there 
would be still a surplus of one lieutenant-colonel, 
6 majors and all of the captains. The 80 captains 
must be replaced by captains and 1st lieatenants, de- 
tailed from the line. 


In the Commissary Department, besides the sub- 
stituting of detailed officers to do the duty now per- 
formed by the twelve captain commissaries, there ia 
to be a reduction of 1 colonel, 1 lieutenant-colonel 
aud 8 majors. It is not probable that any of the 
discontinued officers would leave the artive list. 
Were they transferred to the line they would take a 
fair position in their grade. It would not be very 
agreeable to be obliged to commence the study of 
tactics again, but—the bill is not passed yet. It is 
presumed that they will make a hard fight to hold 
their positions. 

The Medical Department would be very little af- 
fected by the law. 

The sections of the bill concerning the Pay Depart- 
ment will be largely discussed.

Sec, 88 appears to 
settle the question as to whether a cadet is a soldier, 
in saying: “that the word soldier shall inclade all 
cadets, non-commissioned officers, musicians, artifi- 
cers, ond privates and other enlisted men.” This wi 
be of great advantege to the graduates of the Mili- 
tary Academy as it will give them the benefit of their 
service as soldiers in reckoning their longevity poy, 
etc. Sec. 721 also provides that the word soldier, 
as used in the Articles of War, shall iocluds 
cadets. 

In the matter of promotions in the Army sec. 107 
directs that they shall be by seniority throughout the

As there seems‘to be some misapprebension, or misund 
standing, 98 to the true force and construction of the regulations 
regarding purchases by the Purchasing Pay Officers upon open 
purchase requisitione, the Department deems it necessary to re- 
new and reiveue its instructions on that subject. 

All ench purchases must be made either by the Secretary of 
the are the Chiefs of Bureaus, or the Purchasing Paymaster at 
the station. Tbis authority does not extend to the otticers rep- 
resenting the Bureaus at any yard or station. , 
Articles to be purchased or open purchase requisition are 
subjected to inspection by the proper inapecting officer or 
officers, but the latter are not to purcht.se them. The pur- 
chasing agent or officer will procure them on requisition on 
him and be responsible that they are ebtained at the lowest 
market price. 

The approval of a requisition by a Chief of Bureau, and the 
transmission of it to the officer representing that Bureau at any 
sad oy or «tation, will not give validity to the purchase un- 
lees it be made by the Purchasing Paymaster. 

Where there is an immediate necessity for medicines, or sur 
gical inetruments, for the proper selection of which the services 
of an expert are absolutely essential, these regulations can be 
waived, and the officer representing the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery may make the purchase, and will certify the facts on 
the triplicate bills before payment.

Paragraph 10, section 2, chapter 11, of Navy Regulation, is 
hereby anaulled, and the following ja substituted therefor: 

If a petty officer or person of inferior ane, entitled to wear a

By subsequent very good conduct during one year, on 
recommendation o his commanding officer, the offender may be 
granted one good-reonduct badge; and the other badges and 
privileges of which he may have been deprived, may be recon- 
ferred vy subsequent service of one year between the bestowal 
of each badge: provided that his conduct has been very good 
during the iatervals.

OUR NAVY—PAST AND PRESENT. 
SOME FACTS CONCERNING IT. 


AT 8 meeting of the Society of the ‘“‘ Army of the 
Potomac,” to celebrate their 9th Annual Reunion, held 
nO city of Springfield, June 5, 1878, Gen. Hooker 
said: 


The "Navy in all governments is considered the left arm of the 
nation in distinction from the army, which is the rightarm. This 
is perfectly proper. Navies seldom decide battles or wars. A gov- 
ernment can build ships, and lose them, and build them again, but 
when the whole nation turns out and goes to war, if the Army is 
zone it is all over. . 


Admitting that the Navy is the left arm of the Ser- 
vice, 1 am not willixg to admit that ‘‘if the Army is 
gone itisall over.” I respectfuily yet modestly disagree. 
Our Navy can compete with any army in the United 
States, and to-day we owe it to the Navy for the first 
brilliant victory achieved against Tr'poli. There is no 
retreat in the Navy; you must face the enemy. In that 
respect the-Army has the advantage. They can re- 
treat, and some may desert their ranks, but there is no 
such thing as desertion aboard ship; all must be at the 
guns, end must face the foe. With such men as Jobn 
Paul Joner, Nicholas Biddle, Edward Preble, Isasc 
Hall, James Lawrence, Stephen Decatur, Oliver H. 
Perry, Chas. Stewart, and David Porter, names that 
are forever engraven on tablets of memory, as being 
the bravest of the brave, our Navy has reason to feel 
proud. The brave Lawrence’s dying words, ‘* Don’t 
give up the ship,” have been handed down to posterity; 
and nota child to-day, however humble his station, 
but repeats the words, although ignorant he may be of 
the author of them. 

These are the men of revolutionary fame. To-day we 
boast of as brave a set of men as ever trod any deck 
afloat or on shore. Tbe world has heard of Farragut. 
General Houker says of him: ‘‘ He was a grand map. 
He was as delicate and unassuming as any lady that I 
ever saw in my life, and yet he had the heart of a lion. 
I think he was the grandest man, on shore or afloat.” 
A handsome and just tribute to a noble man! Admiral 
Winslow, «nother brave officer, no less famous than 
Farragut in bis engagement in the Kearsarge with the 
Alabama, Admirals Worden, Davis, Rogers, Sands, 
Case, Pennock, Scott, Almy, Strong, Parrott, Rey- 
nolds, Le Roy, Howell, Mullany, Trenchard, Patter- 
son, Nichols, Wyman, and Bache—men the world to- 
day feel proud of claiming as their own. 

Commodore Shufeldt 1s another who bas no superior 
as an Officer and a sailor. He has a fine large physique 
and in stature is fully six feet. His blue eyes fairly 
sparkle with merriment. There is no officer in the Navy 
better fitted for the service upon which he has sailed 
in the Ziconderoga. Of him, it can be truthfully 
said, he is a Christian gentleman, He was never known 
to speak a cross word to those under him, and there 
are very few officers in either Army or Navy that can 
have that said of them. 

Those who sre in the Navy mcy be interested to 
know that the first vessel that was ever built was the 
Hornet, a sloop carrying 10 guns, built in Baltimore, To 
prevent her from falling into the enemy’s hands she was 
blown up in Delaware Bay in 1777. Her original name 
was the Fu/con; she was one of Commodore Salton- 
stall’s squadrons, and was “ one of the first cruisers to 
put tosea.” The first ship that was ever built was the 
Hancock, 4 ship of 32 guns, built in the city of Boston 
in 1776, Capt. J. Manly commanding her. The next 
man-of-war was the Randolph, Capt. N. Biddle in com- 
mand, built in Philadelphia; followed by the Raleigh, 
Capt J Barry, at Portsmouth, N.H.; the Washington 
at Poiladeiphia, the Warren, Commo. Saltonstall com- 
manding, st Rhode Island—ships carrying each #2 
guns. ‘The Hancock was captured at sea in '77, the 
Randolph blew up at sea March 7, 1778, and the Raleigh 
was captured off Boston in the same year. The Wash 
ington was burnt in Delaware Bay, and the Warren in 
Penobscot Bay, both in 1778. In the year 1776 13 
ships-of-war were built. 

From ’75 up to 1785 cur Navy had but just sprung 
into existence, and from 1785 up to 1797 our country 
was without a Navy. That is, the Ocean and Lake 
Navy were no longer in service. Its second organiza. 
tion was formed in 1797,and remains up to the present 
date of writing. The first ship-of-war we ever owned 
was the Alfred; a ship carrying 24 guns, purchased in 
1775, but was captured at seain "78. This is the ship 
that Commo. Paul Jones is said to have raised the first 
colonial flag on board, when 1st lieutenant under 
Commo. Hupkins, while lying oft Philadelphia in 1775 
The Columbus, Lexington, Catot, Andrew Doria, 
Wasp, Providence, Fly, Reprisal, Hampden, Indepen. 
dence, Sachem, and Mosquito were all purchased in the 
same year of 1775. 

Our Navy then from '75 up to 1782, consisted of 29

ships, 8 bries, 2 schooners, 4 sloops, and 4 cutters. To- 
day our Navy consists of 143 vessels. Of course, in 
this number, ships, wooden sailiag vessels, ironclads 
and torpedo-buats end tugs are included. ‘The first 
steam ship was the Fulton, built in 1829. She wage in 
tended to throw hot wate: as well as shot. Up to this 
time brigs, schooners, and sloops were used in the Ser- 
vice, and the first ‘‘ ketch” was the Intrepid, captured 
in 1799. Her armament consisted of only 4 guns, 
manned by 70 men, and was blown up off Tripoli 
in 1804. The ships United States, built in Pniladel- 
pbia in 1797; Constitution, built in Boston, and Con- 
stellation in Biltimore of the same year, the two forme 
carrying 44 and the latter 36 guns, were the first ves- 
sels built under the new organization. The United 
States was launched July 10th, Constitution on the 
2ist of October, and the Constellation 7th Septemter, 
1797. These three ships united cost the Government 
$914,267. 

Poitsmouth, N. H., Philadelphia, New York, Balti- 
more, and Norfolk were naval stations in 1796 Since 
then Mare Island, Wa:hington, Pensacola, New Lon- 
don, and Port Royal, 8. C., have been added, showing 
the sure and steady growth of the Navy. 

The appropriation for the Navy in 17%5 amounted to 
$688,888 82 In 1798 there was drawn frem the Trea- 
sury $570,314 24, and disbursed on account of the 
Navy. In 1799 $2 848.187.26 was drawn from the 
Treasury, and in 1803 it was reduced to $1,107,925.323, 
and in 1805 it was $1,409,949 67. To-day the appro- 
priations foot up $14,562,881.45, being another con- 
clusive proof of the growth of our Navy. 

The first bomb brigs built were the Vesuvius and 
Etna in the year 1806. The first steam galliot was the 
Sea Gull, built in New York in 1822, and was one of a 
number of vessels composing the Mosquito fleet of 
Commo. David Porter, in the West India service in 
1823 and ’24, to suppress pirates. The first transport 
built was the Raven, of but one gun, and purchased 
for $2,500 in the year 1818. Among the first gun-boats 
in the Navy were the six that were loaned to our 
squadron under Commo. Edward Preble, to operate

The Navy, albeit it is the ‘‘lefi arm” of the Ser- 
vice, is nearest the hearts of the people at all events, 
and it has been proven, that no where could we get 
along without it.

Congress appropriating money for the benefit of such 
experiments. In Oct. 15, 1805, the first exhibition of 
torpedo skill was made in England, taking the brig 
Dorothea, a staunch vessel as the one to be experi- 
mented upon. A second trial occurred in New York 
in 1807, which proved to those witnessing it its eminent 
fitness for the Navy. 

It is worthy of note, that the first station that any 
officer was ordered to, was Philadelphia, and Alexi 
Murray, captain on the ist of Jaly, 1798, took command 
of the yard. The first line of battle ships, tne Pennsyl- 
vania and Franklio, the former built io 1837, and the 
latter in 1815, and the first frigate, United States, io 
1797, were all built at the Pofladelphia yard. Well 
may the city of Philadelphia be called the ‘‘ Cradle of 
Liberty,” for it was there on the 4th of July, 1776, at 
Independerce Hall, George Washington proclaimed 
. —e !” throughout the length and breadth of the 
and! 

The first Secretary of the Navy was Hon. George 
Cabot, of Massachusetts; sppointed May 3, 1798. He, 
however, declined the yrange = Why he so 
declined is not generally known. His successor was 
Benj. Stoddert, from Maryland, and he became the 
secretary May 21, 1798. Following in succession was 
Robt. Smitb, Paul Hamilton, Wm. Jones, R. W. 
Crowninshield, Smith Thompson, Samuel L. Southard, 
John Branch, Levi Woodbury, Mablon Dickerson, 
Jas. K. Paulding, Geo. E, Badger, Abel P. Upshur, 
David Henshaw, Thos. W. Gilmer, John Y. Mason, 
Geo. Bancroft, John Y. Mason (bis second appointment 
10th September, 1846, and served as Secretary up to 

March 7,’49), W. B. Preston, V. A. Grabam, J. P. 
Kennedy, J. C. Dobbin, Isaac Toucey, Gideon Welles, 
A. E. Borie, George M. Robeson, and our present 
Secretary, Hon. Richard W. Thompson, one of the 
best of Secretaries, Prudent and thoughtful, wise and 
discreet, he ably,manages the difficul: and onerous 
post entrusted to him with zeal and fidelity to his 
country. One of tbe kindest and tenderest of hearts, 
coupled with firmness and justice, oure uotry and our 
Navy has reason to be proud of Secret rv Thompson. 

George Bancroft, then Secretary of the Navy, and at 
present the historian, founded the Naval Academy at 
Annapolis, Md., Aug. 15, 1845. There were constant 
changes t.king place as now, in the naval laws, rela- 
tive to uniforms, ships, outfits of the same and rates of 
pay of officers and men. 

In 1797 the captain’s pay was $75 per month, lieu- 
tenants $40 per month, and lieutenants of marines $26 
per month. In 1422 a captain commanding a veseel 
of 32 guns and upwards, drew $100 per month and 
8 rations per day. A captain of a vessel of 20 guns 











and under 82 guns drew $75 per month, and was 
entitled to 6 rations a day. They ranked d'fferently 
from the present raik of to-day. Thed the highest 
rank was captain, next master commandant, lieuten- 
ant commanding, lieutenant chaplain, surgeon, sur- 
geon’s mate, sailing master, purser, and 80 on. 

Our Navy of the olden time can hardly be compared 
with the present day. There were no ironclads mon- 
itors then, but they were obliged to defend them- 
selves with pistols, sabres, pikes, and tomahawke, 
implements that the sturdy old tars used, that fought 
under Preble end Decatur before Tripoli August 3, 
1805. There were no naval ob-ervatories, no Naval 
Academy, no training sbips as now to fit young men 
to be good officers and seamen. The Navy then was 
but as a squadron compared with the Navy of to-day. 
Our late Civil War proved the material our Navy is 
composed of. It can do, and will do, whenever ne- 
cessity requires it. She is never afraid of showing 
her colors, and never falters in standing by them. 
Toe following, copied fr. m a time worn b-ok, may be 
of interest. ft is headed ‘* Letter from the Secretary 
of the Navy, transmitting a list of all the commissioned 
officers in the Navy of the United States, showin their 
respective ranks aud dates of commissions;) also & 
list of all the midsbipmen with the dates of their war- 
rants, Feb. 21, 1814. Printed by order of the Senate 
of the United States.” This, then, was tbe first Naval 
Register printed with the name of Capt Alexi Murray 
heading the list. His date of commission was dated 
July 1, 1798.; Capt. John Rodgers, July 1, 1799; Jas. 
Barron, May 22, 1799; Stephen Decatur, Feb. 16, 1804; 
Isaac Hull, April 23, 1806. a 

Not wishing to tire my readers, I will simply state 
that there were but 22 captains, 18 master comman- 
dants, 105 lieutenants, 43 surgeons, 44 surgeon’s mates, 
89 pursers, and 4 chaplains. Io 1815 there was an 
increase of ten in the rank of captaincy, 18 master 
commandants, and 50 lieutenarts. Among them the 
names of Wm. B and Edward ibubrick, and E A.F. 
Vallette, whose name was chxnged to the original La- 
vallette. He was (ue first officer appointed admiral. 
Of surgeon’s mates, they then numered 72; pursers, 
53; chaplains, 7; midsbipmen, 495, sailing masters, 
174; guoners, 24; carpenters, 18, and 12 sailmakers. 
In 1818 there were 311 captains, 22 master comman- 
dants, 203 lieutenants, and so on, showing the daily 
growth of the Navy. To-day there are registered 1 
admiral, 1 vice admiral, 1 rear-admiral, 25 commo- 
dores, 50 captains, 89 commanders, 81 lieutenant-com- 
manders, 280 lieutenants, 190 masters, 83 en-igns, 44 
midsbipmen, 79 cadet midskipmen, and 188 surgeons. 

A truer, braver set of men never lived than our men 
in the Navy, past and present. All honor to them, 
crowned as they are with laurels from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, from$the Indian to the Antarctic Ocean. 

By the tears, the blood, the battle,

Army AND Navy Jourwaw with a double number of 
the paper, in order to mske room for the then long 
looked for, and anxiously expected, report of G-neral 
McCLELLAN, on the operations of the Army of the 
Potomac. We are again compelled to resort to this 
expedient to mske room for the bill reported by the 
Committee on Army Reorganizition. It is so com- 
plete in all of its provisions, and so revolutionary in 
the changes it proposes, that it should be at once 
presented for the criticism of the Army in all of its 
departments. We give up so much space tw the bill 
itselt, and to the comments of our Washingtcn 
correspondent upon it, that we have no opportunity 
to discuss it ourselves this week. No action will be 
taken upon it until it comes up as the special order 
in the Senate on the 8th of January and in the House 
on the 9th of January. Meanwhile, there will be an 
opportunity for the correction of obvious errors and 
omissions. Some such corrections appear in the copy 
we publish, such as the substitution of eighteen for 
8 venteen in section 40, and the substitution of Com- 
manding General of the Army for General in. Chief in 
several sections. The bill, as we publish it, is divided 
by headings, which makes it eaty to fiod any parti- 
cular subject. Its publication is no light undertak- 
ing for us, but we saw no possibility of giving aoy 
satisfactory synopsis of the bill, and wished to put 
those in the Army whocould not obtain a copy cf 
the bill through the favor of friends at Washington 
on an cqual footing with those who could. 

As Christmas supplements are in order, we account 
ourselves happy in making this double number of 
the JourNAL one of unusual and lasting value. The 
official copy of the proposed new Army code, witb 
all the official corrections, is a document of the 
highest importance, and is printed in ne other paper. 
It is a document only less valuable to the Navy and 
to the Militia and to foreign services, than to the 
Army itself, because it covers the whole range of 
American military legislation, and not merely the 
proposed Army reorganiz:tion.

splendidly. Then he paused, as if the story were 
finished. ‘ Well?” asked the traveller—‘‘and what 
became of the patriots after that?” ‘‘ Well, after that,” 
answered the Yankee evasively, “ they didn’t seem to 
kin’ o’ take no interest.” 

This has also seemed to be the trouble, hitherto, 
with our popular study of one leading battle of the 
Revolut:on—the battle which lost New York. It was 
such a downright defeat, under mortifying circum- 
stances, that patriots for a long time didn’t take much 
interest in recalling it,and preferred to think about 
Bennington and Molly Stark, or Trenton with Wash- 
ing'on crossing the river amongst the ice, and stand- 
ing up in the boat, to the great disgust, no doubt, of 
the oarsmen, and the imminent risk of capsiziag. But 
the battle of Long Island is unsurpassed among the 
Revolutionary engagements as a technical study; and 
on the whole we perhaps bave now grown old enough 
and strong enoug’ as a nation, to admit, without the 
sensitiveness of our worthy forefathers, that we (that 
is, of course, to say, that they) were sometimes whipped 
in battle. To eay the truth, since that time we have 
ourselves been so often whipped and again so often 
victorious (and here the ‘‘we” means by turps 
Northerners and Southerners) that the encounters of 
the Revolution no longer appear grandiose. 

No book ever published, as far as we are aware, £0 
fully and circumstantially records why and how the 
battle of Brooklyn was fought and lost, as the sump- 
tuous third volume of the Memoirs of the Long Island 
Historical Society, lately issued. The industry and 
inteliigence of Mr. H. P. Johnston have produced in 
‘“*The Campaign of 1776 Around New York and 
Brooklyn,” substantially a new account, based on 
fresh material, of the military operations of that year, 
and it is a work well deserving military study. The 
wealth of original documents and the excellent map 
make the volume specially valuable. 

While we have been forced to resist the temptation, 
in the pressure of the tffairs of 1878, to make the re- 
view we had proposed of the affairs of 1776, we 
must at least point out that Mr. Jobnston’s account 
clearly demonstrates that the Hessians were not enti'led 
to as prominent a part in this viciory as Von Elking 
and others claim. It was substantially won by Howe’s 
British troops, and the flower of them at that, though 
the Hessians, who had been held in readiness, joined in 
the final attack that settled the day. 


Tue Senate has wisely increased the appropriation 
for the armament of sea coast defences to $250, 000,and 
we hope that this amendment to the House bill will 
be adopted by that body. Our imperative need of 
guns for our fortifications has been repeatedly set 
torth in the JOURNAL, as well as in the reports of the 
Chiefs of Ordnance and Engineers, ‘here are but 
two establishments in the country thatcan make 
these heavy guns; they have kept in preparation the 
expensive plant, and retained, at considerable loss, 
the skilled labor for fabricating the guns. These 
establishments were promised the steady patronags 
of the Government; but for several years past the 
appropriations for the manufacture of ordnance have 
been so small that even these two establishments will 
ve obliged to give up the business unless a fair 
amount of work is giventhem. The country needsa 
large number of heavy guas, labor and materials are 
very low, and the present time and opportunity 
should be availed vt to place the country ia the 
proper condition for defence. The appropriation of 
$250,000 for this purpose is ridiculously low. A 
sum not less than $2,000,000 should be appropriated 
by the present Congress for the purpose. Such an 
expenditure is merely a change of money into prop- 
erty of more value to the country than money ; for | 
in event of war, money alone cannot prevent the loss 
of national honor and reputation.

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BILL REORGANIZING THE ARMY. 
REPORTED TO CONGRESS FROM THE JOINT COMMITTEE 
ON REORGANIZATION, DECEMBER 12, 1878, « 


A Bu to reduce and reorganize the Army of the 
United States, and to make rules for its government 
and regulation. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America,in Congress assem- 
bled, That the Army of the United States shall consist 
of the Regular Army and the Volunteer forces that may 
be authorized by law. , 

ORGANIZATION. 

Sec. 2, That the Regular Army shall consist of—tst. 
acorps of general officers, namely: One General; One 
Lieutenant-General; Three Major-Generals; Six Briga- 
dier-Generals. 

Sec. 2. The general staff. 3rd. The line of the army, 
namely: A Corps of Engineers; A Corps of Artillery: 
A Corps of Cavalry; A Corps of Infantry; A Force of 
Indian Scouts, 4th. The staff departments, namely: A 
Quartermaster’s Department, A Subsistence Depart- 
ment, An Ordnance Department, A Medical Department, 
A Pay Department, A Signal Bureau, A Bureau of Mili- 
tary Justice, A Military Academy. 5th. The retired 
officers: Provided, That ‘‘The Staff” shall in general 
terms include all officers and soldiers employed for 
the time being on staff duties. 

Sec. 3. That the offices of General and Lieutenant- 
General, and the offices of one Major-General and two 
Brigadier-Generals, shall expire as vacancies occur there- 
in; and thereafter the corps of General officers shall con- 
—- but two Major-Generals and four Brigadier-Gen- 
erals. 

Sec. 4. That the General shall have the title of Gen- 
eral of the Army of the United States, and may select 
rom the Army one military secretary and two aids-de- 

camp, who while so serving shall have the rank: the Sec- 
retary of Colonel; one aid, that of Lieutenent-Colonel; 
and the other that of Major. 
Sec. 5. That the Lieutenant-General may select from 
the Army two aids-de-camp, who shall have while so 
coving the rank, respectively, of Lieutenant-Colonel and 
Major. 

Src. 6. That each Major-General may have two aids- 
de-camp, to be selected from the captains or first lieu- 
tenants of the line; and each Brigadier-General may have 
one aid-de-camp, to be selected from the first lieutenants 
of the line. 

Sec. 7. That an officer assigned to duty or command, 
according to his brevet as a general officer, may, under 
special sanction of the President, have the aids-de-camp 
allotted to the grade in which he is assigned to duty. 

Sec. 8. That the General Staff of the Army shall con- 
sist of 1 Adjutant-General, with the rank of brigadier- 
general; 3 colonels; 6 lieutenant-colonels; 8 majors ; 
the authorized aids-de-camp to the general officers ; and 
such captains and first lieutenants of the line as may be 
deemed necessary by the President, not exceeding 16, to 
be detailed as hereinafter provided; and officers of the 
Genera] Staff other than aids-de-camp shall, according to 
the nature of their duties, be known as the Adjutant, or 
the Assistant Adjutant, or as the Inspector or Assistant 
Inspector, General, to the commands to which they are 
serving. 

Sec. 9. That the Corps of Engineers shall consist of 1 
Chief of Engineers with the rank ot brigadier-general; 6 
colonels; 12 lieutenant-colonels; 24 majors; 30 cap- 
tains; 26 first lieutenants; 10 second-lieutenants; and a 
battalion of engineer soldiers. 

Sec. 10. That the battalion of Engineers shall consist 
of five companies, one sergeant-major, and one quarter- 
master-sergeant, whoshall also be commissary-sergeunt; 
and that a battalion-adjutant, a battalion-quartermaster, 
and appropriate officers to command the companies and 
the battalion, shall be detailed from the Corps of Engi- 
neers 

Sec. 11. That each company of Engineer soldiers 
shall consist of 10 sergeants, 10 corporals, 2 musicians, 
and as many privates of the first and second classes, not 
exceeding 45 of each class, as_ the President may direct. 

Sec. 12. That the troops of the Eugineer Bat- 
talion shall be recruited in the same manner, and with 
the same limitations, and shall be entitled to the same pro- 
visions, allowances, and benefits, in every respect, as are 
allowed to other troops of the Army. 

Sec. 13. That the Corps of Artillery shall consist of 
five regiments. Each rgimen shall consist of four bat- 
talions, of four batteries each, and shall have 1 colonel, 
1 lieutenant-colonel, 3 majors, 12 captains, 24 first-lieu- 
tenants, 12 second-lieutenants, one sergeant-major, 1 
quartermaster-sergeant, and 2 principal musicians. 

Sec. 14. That each battery of Artillery shall, in addi- 
tion toits proper officers, consist of 1 orderly sergeant, 4 
sergeants, 4 corporals, 2 artificers, two musicians, and, 
except as hereinafter provided, of not exceeding 47 pri- 
vates, 

Sec. 15. That one battery of each Artillery regiment 
shall be habitually equipped as light artillery, and as a 
school of instruction for the regiment, and may have two 
additional sergeants and four corporals, and enough pri- 
vates to complete the battery organization; and when- 
ever the President deems it necessary, he may direct that’ 
additional batteries be equipped as light artillery. The 
instruction light battery of each regiment shall be under 
the command of one of the majors of the regiment, and 
the captains and lieutenants shall be detailed for duty 
with it, according to the roster, and under the direction 
of the Commanding General of the Army. 

Sec. 16. That the Corps of Cavalry shall consist of 
eight regiments. Each regiment shall consist of four 
battalions, of four troops each, and shall have 1 colonel, 
1 lieutenant-colonel, 3 majors, 1 chaplain, 12 captains, 
24 first-lieutenants, 12 second-lieutenants, 1 sergeant- 
major, 1 quartermaster-sergeant, and 2 principal musi- 
cians,

geants, 4 corporals, 2 artificers, 2 musicians, and, except 
as hereinafter directed, of not exceeding 70 privates. 

Sec. 18. That the Corps of Infantry. shall consist of 
eighteen regiments. Each regiment shall consist of four 
battalions, of four companies each, and shall have 1 col- 
onel, 1 lieutenant-colonel, 3 majors, 1 chaplain, 12 cap- 
tains, 12 first-lieutenants, 12 seeond-lieutenants, 1 ser- 
geant-major, 1 quartermaster-sergeant, and 2 principal 
musicians. ; 

Sec. 19. That each company of Infantry shall, in ad- 
dition to its proper officers, consist of 1 orderly-sergeant, 
4 sergeants, 4 corporals, 2 artifivers, 2 musicians, and, 
except as hereinafter directed, of not less than 75 pri- 
vates, 

Sec. 20. That every regiment of the line of the Army 
shall have one adjutant and one quartermaster, both to 
be detailed from the first lieutenants of the regiment; 
and details for regimental, post, or other.bands are pro- 
hibited. 

Sec. 21. That the word “company,” as used in this act 
and in the Regulations that may be made pursuant thereto, 
shallupply to the batteries of Artillery, both light and 
foot, and to the Cavalry troop, as well as to the compa- 
nies of Engineers and Infantry. 

Sec. 22. That, except as hereinafter provided, the third 
battalion companies of Artillery and Infantry shall not 
be manned; and the third battalion companies of Cavalry 
shall be unmanned as rapidly as the interests of the pub- 
lic service, in the judgment of the President, will permit. 
Nor shall any of the fourth battalion companies be either of- 
ficered or manned until Congress shall so direct; and when 
Congress shall direct the filling up of any of the fourth 
battalion companies the officers therefor (namely, one 
captain, two first-lieutenants, and one second-lieutenant 
toeach company of Artillery and Cavalry, and one cap- 
tain, one first and one second lieutenant to each company 
of Infantry), shall be supplied by regular promotion in 
the several corps, and by appointment to vacancies in the 
lower grade, of graduates of the Military Academy and 
meritorious soldiers, as provided in sections 100 and 107 of 
this act. 

Sec. 23. That the President, when the exigencies of the 
service so require, may direct that any of the unmanned 
companies or battalions be filled up; orhe may, in addi- 
tion to, or in lieu of manning those organizations, direct 
that those or anyother companies may be increased by 
transfers or otherwise, toa total enlisted strength of 100 
in the Cavalry, and 125 in the Artillery and Infantry: 
Provided, That nothing in thisact shall authorize any in- 
crease of the total enlisted strength of the Army, exclu- 
sive of the signal soidiers, to more than 25,000 men; nor 
shall any of the fourth battalion companies be either offi- 
cered or manned until Congress shall so direct, as provi- 
ded in the preceding section. 

Sec. 24, That at the discretion of the President, any 
portion of the Artillery or Cavalry may be equipped and 
employed as Infantry, and any portion of the Infantry may 
be mounted, 

Sec. 25. That the force of Indian scouts shall consist 
of such number of enlisted Indians, not exceeding 600, 
and including a proper proportion of non-commissioned 
officers, as may be authorized by the President. They 
shall be employed as scouts in the Territories and in the 
Indian country, and shall be discharged when their ser- 
vices are no longer required, er at the discretion of the de- 
partment commander. 

Sec. 26, That the Quartermaster’s Department of the 
Army shall consist of 1 Quartermaster-General with the 
rank of brigadier-general, 2 colonels, 5 lieutenant-col- 
onels, and 8 majors, all quartermasters, and such cap- 
tains and first lieutenants of the line as may be deem- 
ed necessary by the President, not to exceed 30, to 
be detailed as hereinafter provided, and to be styled assist- 
ant quartermasters. 

Src. 27. That the Subsistence Department of the Army 
sha!l consist of 1 Commissary-General of Subsistence 
with the rank of brigadier-general, 1 colonel, 2 lieutenant- 
colonels, and 5 majors, all commissaries of subsistence, 
and such captains and first lieutenants of the lineas may 
be deemed necessary by the President, not to exceed 
12, to be detailedas hereinafter provided, and be styled 
assistant commissaries of subsistence; and not exceeding 
150 commissary-sergeants. 

Sec. 28, That the commanding officer of each mili- 
tary post, or of a detachment in the field of two or more 
companies, when no officer of the Quartermaster’s or 
Subsistence Department is present for duty, may ap- 
point from among the subalterns one to act both as as- 
sistant quartermaster and commissary, who shall be 
subject to all the rules and regulations for officers of 
these departments, and shall perform the duties thereof. 
Sec. 29. That the Ordnance Department of the Army 
shall consist of 1 Chief of Ordnance with the rank of 
brigadier-general, 2 cclonels, 4 lieutenant-colonels, 8 








majors, such captains and first lieutenants of the artil- 
lery as may be deemed necessary by the President, not 
exceeding 30, to be detailed as hereinafter provided ; and 
not exceeding 150 ordnance-sergeants. 

Src. 30. That the Commanding General of the Army 
shall station companies of Artillery as guards at the 
arsenals and ordnance depots whenever in his opinion 
such guards are necessary. 

Sec. 31, That the Medical Department of the Army 
shall consist of 1 Surgeon-General with the rank of 
brigadier-general; 1 Assistant Surgeon-General and 1 
Chief Medical Purveyor, each with the rank of colonel; 2 
assistant medical purveyors with the rank of lieutenant- 
colonel; 60 surgeons, 4 with the rank of colonel, 8 with 
the rank of lieutenant-colonel, and 48 with the rank of 
major; and 120 assistant surgeons with the rank of 
first lieutenant for the first eight years’ service, and the 
rank of captain thereafter. ;

Sec. 34, That the Pay Department of the Army shall 
consist of 1 Pa tates Soy arabe with the rank of 
brigadier-general, 1 colonel, 1 lieuténant-colonel, and 25 
majors, all masters; and such captains and first 
lieutenants of the line as may be deemed necessary 
the President, not exceeding 10, to be detailed as herein-

Src. 35. That each paymaster and assistant paymaster 
may employ, while on duty, one civilian clerk, whose 
compensation shall] not exceed $100 per month. 

Sec. 86. That when volunteers or militia are called 
into the service of the United States, in such numbers 
that the officers of the Quartermaster’s, Subsistence, and 
Pay Departments, authorized by law, are not sufficient 
for their proper maintenance, the President may, with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, add such number 
of captains, not exceeding one to each department for 
each brigade, as the service may require : Provided, That 
the additional qurtermasters, commissaries, and pay- 
masters shall be retained in service, as such, only so 
long as their services shall be necessary to the militia and 
volunteers. 

Sxc. 37. That the Signal Bureau of the Army shall 
consist of 1 Chief Signal Officer with the rank of colonel, 
such captains and first lieutenants as may be deemed 
necessary by the President, not exceeding six, to be de- 
tailed from the line as hereinafter provided, and to be.

when necessary, be mounted, 

Szc. 88. That the Bureau of Military Justice shall 
consist of one Judge-Advocate-General with the rank of 
colonel; two judge-advocates with the rank of major ; 
and such captainsand first lieutenants of the lineas may 
be deemed necessary by the President, not exceeding 
three, to be detailed as hereinafter provided, and to be 
styled assistant judge-advocates. 

Sxc. 89. That the office of post-trader is hereby abol- 
ished, and hereafter no person shall have an exclusive 
privilege of trading on any military reservation or within 
any military camp or garrison. 

Sec. 40. That in order to bring about the reduction 
and reorganization provided for by this act, it is author- 
ized me directed, 1st. That a ‘*‘ Reserved. List” be 
established, to which officers shall be transferred from 
the line and staff, when not otherwise disposed of, as © 
hereinafter directed. 2d. That so much of existing 
laws as limits the number of officers that may at roe | 
one time be on the ** Retired List” is hereby suspended. 
3d. That every officer who has been 30 years in the 
service may, upon his own application, be placed upon 
the Retired List; that every officer, other than the Corps 
of General Officers, who shall be 62 years of age at the 
passage of this act, and shall then have served for 20 
years as an officer, shall be at once retired; that all such 
officers who, at the passage of. this act, shall be between 
the ages of 60 and 62, shall be at once transferred to the 
Reserved List, and as they attain the age of 62 they shall 
be placed on the Retired List; and that every officer who 
shall be over 60 years of age at the passage of this act, 
and shall not then have rendered at least 20 years’ 
service as an officer, shall be discharged with the gratuit 
provided in clause 4 of this section : Provided, That a 
year’s service in time of war shall count as two -years’ 


ordinary service. 4th. That every officer, other 
than those referred to in clause third of this 
section, who is unfit, from any cause whatever, 


for the proper and efficient discharge of his mili- 
tary duties, shall, as soon as may be afterthe passage 
of this act, be either discharged from the service or 
placed upon the Retired List. If the disabilities be the 
result of intemperance or other vicious habits, the officer 
shall be discharged with a gratuity of one year’s pay, if 
he shall have served at least three years; if it be neither 
the result of vicious habits nor of any incident to the 
service, he shall be discharged with a gratuity at the 
rate of one year’s pay for each period of five years’ ser- 
vice rendered, either as an officer or soldier in the Regular 
or Volunteer forces of the United States; but if the dis- 
ability be the result of injuries received or disease con- 
tracted in the line of his duty, the officer shall be placed 
upon the Retired List. 5th. That the chiefs of 
the several departments and bureaux of 

staff, the commanders of the several geogra- 
phical divisions and departments, of the Corps of 
Engineers, of the several regiments and military posts, 
and of detachments in the field, shall as soon as_practi- 
cable, and before the first day of June, 1879, forward 
through, and for the remarks of, the Commanding 
General of the Army to the —— of War, 
a list of the officers belonging to their respec- 
tive departments, bureaux, or commands, deemed 
by them unfit, from any cause, for the proper 
and efficient discharge of their duty. The cause of such 
unfitness shall be fully and specifically set forth in each 
case, with a list of witnesses and reference te any docu- 
mental evidence. 6th. That a board, to consist of not 
less than three of the highest general officers available

Articles of War, and when employed upon any duty 
that may be recognised by law, they shall receive the 
full pay and allowances of their rank. 

THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 

Sec. 44. That the United States Military Acade- 
my and the post of West Point, in the State of New 
York, shall constitute a separate military department, 
subject to regulations prescribed by the President. 

Sec. 45. That the Military Academy shall be con- 
stituted as follows: There shall be a Superintendent 
of the Academy, who shall be commanding general 
of the department; a commandant of cadets, who 
shall be instructor in the tactics of the three arms; 
one assistant instructor in the tactics of artillery; 
one assistant instructor in the tactics of cavalry; one 
assistant instructor in the tactics of infantry: one 


professor and one assistant professor of civil 
and military engineering; one professor and 
one assistant professor of natural and _ experi- 


mental philosophy; one professor and one as- 
sistant professor of mathematics; one professor and 
one assistant professor of chemistry, mineralogy, and 
geology; one professor and one assistant professor of 
modern languages; one chaplain, who shall be pro- 
fessor of ethics; one instructor and one assistant in- 
structor of drawing; one instructor and one assistant 
instructor of international, constitutional, and mili- 
tary law; one instructor of practical military en- 
gineering; one instructor of ordnance and the sci- 
ence of gunnery; one adjutant; one quartermaster, 
one quartermaster and commissary of cadets; one 
disbursing officer, who shall be treasurer of the 
Academy, and shall give bonds; one master of the 
sword; and such additional officers of the Army as 
may be necessary for the instruction of the cadets. 

Sec, 46. That the protessors shall be appointed 
by the President, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. The superintendent, the com- 
mandant of cadets, and the instructors shall be offi- 
cers of the Army assigned to duty at the Academy 
by order of the President. Atl other officers of the 
Academy shall be officers of the Army assigned to 
duty there by the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 47. That the superintendent, when not a 
general officer of the Army, shall have the local rank 
of brigadier-general; the professors shall have the 
local rank of lieutenant-colonel during the first ten 
years of their service as such, and thereafter the local 
rank of colonel; the commandant of cadets and the 
instructors of drawing and of law shall have the 
local rank of lieutenant-colonel; the instructors of 
practical military engineering and of ordnance and 
gunnery shall have the local rank of major, but shall 
receive the pay only of their corps rank. 

Sree. 48. That the superintendent, and in his ab- 
sence the next in rank in the line of the Army, shall 
have the immediate command of the department and 
the government of the Academy. 

Sec. 49. That the commandant of cadets shall 
have the immediate command of the Corps of Cadets, 
and shall be instructor in the tactics of artillery, 
cavalry, and infantry, and in the rules of military 
police and discipline. 

Src. 50. That the Corps of Cadets shall be ap- 
pointed by the President, and consist of not exceed- 
ing one from each Congressional district and Terri-

ception of the ten cadets appointed at large, be 
actual residents of the Congressional or Territorial 
districts respectively from which they are appointed. 
No new appointment at large shall be made until the 
number of such cadets shall fall below ten, and 
thereafter they shall not exceed ten. 

Sec. 51. That cadets shall be appointed one year 
in advance of the time of their admission to the 
Academy, except in cases where, by reason of death 
or other cause, a vacancy occurs which cannot be 
provided for by such appointment in advance, but 
no pay or other allowances shall be given to any ap- 
pointee until he shall have been regularly admitted 
as herein poe and all appointments shall be 
conditional until such provisions shall have been 
complied with, 

Sec. 52. That appointees shall be admitted to 
the Academy only between the ages of 17 and 22 
years. 

Sec. 53. That no appointee shall be admitted to the 
Academy till he shall have passed a satisfactory ex- 
amination in accordance with a standard of qualifi- 
cations determined by a board of officers appointed 
every three years by the Secretary of War, and con- 
sisting of seven field officers (namely: One of en- 
gineers, one of ordnance, one of artillery, one of 
cavalry, and one of infantry, and two surgeons): 
Provided, That a candidate shall not be required to 
have a thorough knowledge of the subjects embraced 
in the standard of qualifications; and if his exam- 
ination indicates a general knowledge of the sub- 
jects and application to study, he shall be admitted. 

Sec. 54. That each cadet shall, previous to his 
admission to the Academy, take and subscribe an 
oath or affirmation in the following form: 


“T, A. B., do solemnly swear that I will support the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, and bear true apaeee to the National 
Government; that I will maintain and defend the sovereignty of the 
United States paramount to any and all allegiance, sovereignty, or 
fealty I may owe to any State, county, or country whatsoever; and 
that [ will at all times obey the legal orders of my superior —— 


the rules and articles governing the es of the Unite 


States.” 

And any cadet or candidate for admission who 
shall refuse to take this oath shall be dismissed from 
the service. 

Sec. 55. That each cadet shall sign enlistment 
aiticles with the consent of his parent or guardian, 
if he be a minor, and if any he have, by which he 
shall engage to serve eight years, unless sooner dis- 
charged. 

Sec. 56. That the Corps of Cadets shall be ar- 
ranged into companies, according to the directions of 
the superintendent, each of which shall be com- 





manded by an officer of the Army, for the purpose of 
military instruction. To each company shall be 
added four musicians. The Corps shall be taught 
and trained in all the duties of private soldiers, non- 
commissioned officers, and officers; shall be en- 
camped at least two months in each year, and shall 
be taught and trained in all the duties incident toa 
regular camp. 

Sec. 57. That cadets shall be subject at all times 
to do duty in such places and on such service as the 
President may direct. 

Sec. 58. That the course of studies at the 
Academy shall be se arranged that the cadets shall 
not be required to pursue their studies on Sunday. 

Sec. 59. That when any cadet of the United 
States Military Academy has gone through all its 
classes and received a regular degree from the acad- 
emical staff, he shall be considered a candidate for a 
commission in any corps for whose duties he may be 
deemed competent; and if there be no vacancy in 
such corps, he may be attached to it by the President 
as a supernumerary officer, with the rank of second 
lieutenant, until a vacancy shall happen; but not 
more than one supernumerary officer shall be attached 
to any company at the same time. 

Sec. 60. That no cadet who is reported deficient 
in either conduct or studies, and recommended to be 
discharged from the Academy, shall, unless upon 
recommendation of the academic board, be returned 
or reappointed, or appointed to any place in the 
Army before his class shall have left the Academy 
and received their commissions. 

Sec. 61. That the Superintendent of the Military 
Academy shall have power to execute the sentences 
of general courts-martial appointed by him for the 
trial of cadets, except the sentences of suspension 
and dismission, subject to the same limitations and 
conditions now existing as to other general courts- 
martial. 

Sec. 62. That there shall be a permanent Board 
of Visitors of the Military Academy, which shall be 
constituted as follows: Two Senators, to be ap- 
pointed by the President of the Senate; three Repre- 
sentatives, to be appointed by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives; a general officer of the 
Army; the Superintendent of the Military Academy ; 
an officer of the Navy of the rank of Rear-Admiral or 
Commodore; and five other persons, to be appointed 
by the President. 

Sec. 63. That it shall be the duty of the Board 
of Visitors to attend the annual examination of the 
Academy, and to inquire into the actual state of the 
discipline, instruction, police, administration, fiscal 
affairs, and other concerns of the Academy. The 
Visitors appointed hv the President shall report 
thereon to the Secretexy of War, for the information 





of Congress, at the commencement of the session 
next succeeding such examination; and the Senators 





and Representatives designated as Visitors shall re- 

ort to Congress within twenty days after the meet- 
ing of the session next succeeding their action as 
such Visitors, with their views and recommendations 
|concerning the Academy. It shall be the duty of 
|the members of the Board of Visitors appointed by 
| the President to visit the Academy at such times as 
| the President may direct, to inquire into the course 
of studies and state of instruction, administration, 
and discipline, and to recommend to the Secretary 
of War such changes in the course of studies, admin- 
istration, and discipline, and in the officers compos 
ing the Academic Board, as the good of the Academy 
may require. 

Sec. 64. That no compensation shall be made to 
the members of said Board for their services, but for 
their expenses payment will be made of a per ciem, 
not exceeding $5, while at the Academy, and mileage 
not exceeding 8 cents a mile for traveling by the 
shortest mail-route from their respective homes to 
the Academy, and thence to their homes. 

Sec. 65. That leave of absence may be granted 
by the Superintendent, under regulations prescribed 
by the Secretary of War, to the professors, assistant 
professors, instructors, and other officers of the 
Academy, for the entire period of the suspension of 
the ordinary academic studies, without deduction 
from pay or allowances. 

Sec. 66. That the Secretary of the Senate and 
the Clerk of the House of Representives shall each 
furnish annually to the library of the Academy one 
copy of each document published during the preced- 
ing year by the Senate and House of Representatives 
respectively. 

Sec. 67. That the professors of the Military 
Academy at West Point shall be placed on the same 
footing, as to retirement from active service, as other 
officers of the Army. 

Sec. 68. That the Superintendent, Commandant 
of Cadets, professors, and instructors of the Academy, 
shall have the pay and allowances of their corps rank. 
The assistant professors, assistant instructors, adju- 
tant, quartermaster, quartermaster and commissary 
of cadets, the disbursing officer, and the four officers 
commanding cadet companies, shall have the pay 
and allowances of captain mounted. 

Sec. 69. That the master of the sword of the 
Military Academy shall receive pay at the rate of 
$1,500 a year, with fuel and quarters. 

Sec. 70. That cadets at the Military Academy 
shall receive $450 a year and one ration a day. 

Sec. 71. That the librarian and assistant libra- 
rian at the Military Academy shall each receive $120 
a year additional pay. 

Sec. 72. That the non-commissioned officer in 
charge of mechanics and other labor at the Military 
Academy, the soldier acting as clerk in the adjutant’s 
office, the two enlisted men in the philosophical 
and chemical departments, and one pressman in the 
printing-office, shall each receive $50 a year addi- 
tional pay. 

Sec. 73. That the Military Academy band shall con- 
sist of one teacher of music, who shall be leader of the 
band, and may be a civilian, and of 24 enlisted musicians 
of the band. 

Sec. 74. That the teacher of music shall receive $90 
per month, one ration, and the allowance of fuelofa sec- 
ond lieutenant of the Army; and of the enlisted musicians 
of the band, ten shall each be paid $34 per month, and 
the remaining 14 shall each be paid $30 per month; and

the enlisted musicians of the band shall have the benefits 
as to pay arising from re-enlistments and length of service 
applicable to other enlisted men of the Army. 


THE WAR DEPARTMENT, HEADQUARTERS OF 
THE ARMY, AND GEOGRAPHICAL AND 
OTHER SUBDIVSIONS OF THE ARMY. 

Sec. 75. That the Secretary of War, under the di- 

rection of the President, shall exercise supervision and 
control ever all branches of the militery service not 
only in those cases where his supervision and control 
are specially required by law, but in all cases em- 
elle ge rs d the functions of the President as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the land forces; and such supervision 
and control may be exercised by the Secretary of War as 
circumstances may require, either directly or through 
the Commanding General of the Army, and other officers 
of the Army, or through such agents us the Secretary 
may appoint in accordance with law, 
SEC. 76. That the General of the Army, or other gen- 
eral officer assigned by the President as Commanding 
General, shall, under the direction and during the pleas- 
ure of the President, have command of the entire Army, 
line and staff. ¥ 
Sec. 77. ‘That the Adjutant-General, the Chief of En- 
gineers, the Quartermaster-General, the Commissary- 
General of Subsistence, the Chief of Ordnance, the Sur 
geon-General, the Paymaster-General, the Chief Signals 
Officer, and the Judge-Adyocute-General, shall, for the 
administrative service of their several departments and 
bureaux, be chiefs of bureau in the War Department, and 
with their assistants shall be stationed at the seat of gov- 
ernment. 
Sec. 78. That during the temporary absence, or ina- 
bility to act, of the chief of any bureau of the War De- 
partment, there being no principal assistant in such bu- 
reau present for duty, the President may authorize any 
officer of the department or bureau whose chief is absent, 
or disabled, to perform the duties of such chief. 

Sec. 79. That the chiefs of bureaux shall act under 

the immediate direction and control of the Secretary of 

War, in all matters of accountability and administration 

not connected with military operations; and they shal| 





act also as Chiefs of Staff to the Commanding General of 
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the Army, and as such they shall report directly to him, 
and act under his immediate orders in all matters apper- 
taining to the command of the Army. ‘ 

Sec. 80. That civil works in charge of the Corps of 
Engineers shall be under the exclusive control of the 
Chief of Engineers and the head of the Executive Depart- 

ent to which they appertain. 
ew 81. That the ondananten of the Army shall be 
at the seat of Government ; and when in time of war, the 
presence of the Commanding General of the Army is re- 
quired with the Army in the field, his duties at the seat 
of Government shall be performed bya general officer 
specially assigned by the President, upon the recommen- 
dation of the Commanding General of the Army, as Chief 
of Staff of the Army. j es 

Sec. 82. That all orders relating to military operations, 
stations, or movements of troops, or to the discipline of 
the Army, and all orders or regulations for its general in- 
formation or government, whether originating with the 
Commanding General of the Army or directed by the 
President, or Secretary of War, shall be issued from the 
Headquarters of the Army. : 

Sec. 83. ‘That the chiefs of bureau may issue orders to, 
and correspond directly with, the subordinate officers of 
their respective corps, departments, or bureaux, in re- 
spect to the manner of transacting business, to accounts, 
returns, and other details; but all official correspondence 
upon subjects of which commanding officers should have 
knowledge, and of this the Commanding General of the 
Army shall be the judge,sball be transmitted through 
the Headquarters of the Army and through the subordin- 
ate commanders, 

GEOGRAPHICAL DIVISLONS AND DEPARTMENTS, 
SEPARATE ARMIES, ARMY CORPS, DIVIS- 
NS, ETC. 

See 84 ‘That the territory of the United States shall 
be divided into Geographieal Divisions and Departments, 
and that those commands shall embrace all officers and 
troops in the service of the U nited States, regular, volun- 
teer, or militia, within their respective limits, and 
whether of the line or staff, when special exception is not 
made by the President. An 

Sec. 85. ‘That military districts and temporary posts 
may be established from time to time at the discretion of 
the commanders of geographical divisions, of separate de- 
or of armies in the field; but permanent mili-

; : only under special authority 


tary posts shall be established 
from the Secretary of War. : 

Sec. 86. ‘Ihat in the organization of troops for service 
in the field, the usual formation of an army shall be by 
brigades, consisttng of two or more regiments each, and 
commanded by brigadier-generals; and divisions, consist- 
ing of two or more brigades, and commanded by major- 
generals. ‘This disposition may be varied at the discre- 
tion of the Commanding General of the Army; and that 
army corps, consisting of two or more divisions, may be 
organized at the discretion of the President. 

bs RANK AND PRECEDENCE. 

Sec. 87. ‘That under the President as the Commander- 
in-Chief the several grades of military rank shall have 
precedence in the following order, viz: 

COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 

Ist. General; 2d. Lieutenant-General; 3d. Major-Gen- 
eral; 4th. Brigadier-General ; 5th. Colonel ; 6th. Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel ; 7th. Major; 8th. Captain; 9th. Chap- 
lain; 10th. First Lieutenant; llth. Second Lieutenant. 

CADETS AND NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. — : 
12th. Cadet; 13th. Sergeant-Major; Mth. Regimental 
Quartermaster-Sergeant; 15th, Ordnance-Sergeant, Com- 
missary-Sergeant, and Fis st-Class Hospital-Steward; 16th. 
Orderly-Sergeant ; 17th. Sergeant, Hospital-Steward of 
the Second Class, Principal Musician, and Schoolmaster;

and the latter shall be superior to any class and deserip- 
tion of enlisted men not hereinbefore mentioned. 

Sec. 88. ‘That the word officer shall designate all com-

Colonel with Captain; Lieutenant-Colonel with Com- 
mander; Major with Lieutenant-Commander; Captain 
with Lieutenant; First Lieutenant with Master; Second 
Lieutenant with Eusign: Provided, That officers of the 
Navy shall never assume command of land forces on shore, 
nor shall any officer of the Army assume command of any 
vessel of the Navy, or of any officers or men belonging to 
them, unless by special authority for a particular service. 
But when officers of the Navy are serving on shore with 
the Army, their relative rank shall carry with it all pre- 
cedence according to the Army rank with which it cor- 
responds, except command, and shall regulate their quar- 
ters, fuel, and forage. 

APPOINTMENTS. 

Szc. 94. That the oath of office prescribed by existing 
law for officers of the civil, military, and naval depart- 
ments of the public service shall, when taken by officers 
in military service of the United States, embrace the fol- 
lowing clause, namely: ‘And I do further swear, or 
affirm, that I will observe and obey the orders of the Pres- 
ident of the United States, and the orders of the officers 
appointed over me, according to the Rules and Articles, 
and other laws, for the government of the armies of the 
United States’’; and that all officers now in the service 
shall take and subscribe to the prescribed oath or aflirma- 
tion, as thus amended, within six months from the passage 
of this act. 

Sec. 95. That the general officers shall be selected from 
the Army; the Major-Generals from the Brigadier-Gen- 
erals, and the Brigadier-Generals from the field-officers of 
the line. 

Sec. 96. That the chiefs of the General Staff of the 
Staff Departments, and of the Corps of Engineers, shall 
be selected from the Army; the Chief of Engineers from 
the field-officers of that corps; the Surgeon-General from 
the surgeons or higher officers of the Medical Department; 
the Chief of Ordnance from the field-officers of ordnance 
and artillery; and the chiefs of the other branches of the 
staff from the field-officers, either of the bureau or depart- 
ment in which the vacancy occurs, or of the line. 

Sec. 97. That appointments into the lowest permanent 
grades in the several departments and bureaux of the staff 
shall, except in the Medical Department, be made by 
selection, on competitive examination, from such officers 
as have served not less than two years in that branch of 
the staff in which the appointment is to be made. 

Sec. 98. That no person shall receive the appointment 
of assistant surgeon unless he shall have been examined 
and approved by an Army Medical Board, consisting of 
not less than three surgeons or assistant surgeons, desig- 
nated by the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 99. ‘hat no person shall be appointed chaplain 
until he shall furnish proof that he is a regularly ordained 
minister of some religious denomination in good standing 
at the time of his appointment, together with a recom- 
mendation for such appointment from some authorized 
ecclesiastical body, or from not less than five accredited 
ministers of said denomination. 

Sec. 100. That hereafter all vacancies in the grade of 
second lieutenants shall be filled by appointment from the 
graduates of the Military Academy and by the promotion 
of meritorious soldiers of the Army. 

Sec. 101. That to insure the selection of proper candi- 
dates for promotion from the ranks, company and battery 
commanders will report to their regimental commanders 
such soldiers as, in their opinion, by education, conduct, 
and service, seem to merit advancement, and who have 
srved not less than two years with troops in garrison or in 
the field; the reports to set forth a description of the candi- 
date. his length of service as a soldier, his character as to 
fidelity and sobriety, his physical qualifications and men- 
tal abilities, the extent to which his talents have been 
cultivated, and his fitness generally to discharge the du- 
ties of a commissicned officer. 1f recommended on account 
of meritorious services, the particular services referred to 
must be stated in detail. On receiving the reports of 
company or battery commanders, the regimental com- 
mander will forward the same to the department com- 
manders, with such recommendation of non-commissioned 
regimental staff as he may deem worthy of promotion ; 
and the department commander shall annually assemblea 
board, to consist of five officers of as high rank as the con- 
venience of the service will admit, to make a preliminary 
examination into the claims and qualifications of such 
soldiers.

That the commander of a regiment and of the 
Engineer battalion shall appoint its non-commissioned 
staff, and, upon the recommendation of the company com- 
manders, the sergeants, and corporals of companies; but 
in cases of vacancy, and till decisions can be had from 
regimental headquarters, the company commander ma 
‘make temporary appointments of non-commissioned offi- 
cers. 

Sec. 104. That when a company is not at regimental 
headquarters the captain’s nomination for appointment of 
non-commissioned officers shall pass through the senior 
field officer of the regiment who may be present on duty. 

Sec. 105. ‘That every non-commissioned officer shall be 
furnished with a certificate or warrant of his rank, signed 
by the colonel and countersigned by the adjutant. The 
orderly sergeant will be selected by the captain from the 
sergeants. 

Szc. 106. That non-commissioned officers of the line 
may be reduced to the ranks by the sentence of a court- 
martial or by order of the commander of the regiment or 
Engineer battalion on the application of the company 
commander. If reduced to the ranks by garrison courts 
at posts not the headquarters of the regiment or battalion, 
the company commander will immediately forward a 
transcript of the order to regimental or battalion head- 


quarters. 
PROMOTIONS. 


Sec. 107. That the promotion in the Regular Army 
from the lowest commissioned grade into that of colonel 
shall, except as hereinafter provided, be made by seniorit 
throughout the several lines of engineers, artillery, caval- 
ry, and infantry, and in each of the departments of.the 
staff, and not regimentally, as heretofore. Graduated 
cadets of the same date shall take precedence in the order 
of rank established at the Military Academy. 

Sec. 108. That in every Official Army Register here- 
after issued, the lineal rank of all officers of the Army 
shall be given separately for the different arms of the 
service; and if the officer be promoted from the ranks, 
his service as an enlisted man shall be given. 

Sec. 109. ‘hat no assistant surgeon shall be promoted 
into the grade of surgeon until he shall have served at 
least five years as an assistant surgeon in the Regular 
Army, and shall have passed a satisfactory examination 
as to his moral, physical, and professional qualifications 
vefore an Examining Board, consisting of not less than 
three surgeons appointed under direction of the Presi- 
dent by the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 110. No officer of the Regular Army below the 
rank of field officer shall be promoted into a higher grade 
until he shall have passed a like examinativun before a 
Board of not less than three officers senior to him in rank, 
appointed as afuresaid, and so constituted, whenever prac- 
ticable, that majority of the members shall be officers of 
the corps or other branch of the service to which the 
officer belongs: Provided, 'That should any officer fail 
to pass the examination prescribed in this or the 
next preceding section, he shall be suspended from 
promotion for one year, and shall then be re-examined, 
and upon a second failure, he shall, by the President, be 
placed upon the Retired List or be discharged from the 
Army; but in no instance shall final eftect be given to 
the findings of said Boards in relation to the promotion of 
an officer until the same has been examined and approved 
by the President. ; 

Src. 111, That while an officer is suspeaded from pro- 
motion, under the provisions of next preceding section, the 
right to promotion shall pass to the next junior eligible 
under the conditions hereinbefore established; and that 
an officer under suspension from rank by sentence of a 
court-martial shall not be promoted into a higher grade, 
but suspension shall not prevent his relative advancement 
by seniority in the grade occupied for the time being. 

BREVETS, CERTIFICATES OF MERIT, ETO. 

Sec. 112. That the President, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, may, in time of war or within 
one year after the cessation of hostilities, conter military 
rank, by brevet, upon officers of the Army distinguished 
by gallant conduct and public service in the presence of 
the enemy: Provided, That brevets shall be conferred 
for conduct in action only in the cases indicated by the 
special reports and Army orders hereinafter mentioned, 
nor shall they be conferred for other meritorious service 
unless its special merit is similarly authenticated. 

Src. 113. That brevet commissions may bo conferred to 
any established commissioned grade; that they shall bear 
date from the particular action or service for which they 
are given, and shall confer on the recipients rank in the 
Army at large, as distinguished from the ordinary official 
rank held by them in their several regiments, corps, or 
departments, and which shall be known as ‘Corps: 
Rank ”’ in cqntradistinction to ** Army Rank.” 

Sec. 114. That an officer shall bear the title of his rank 
by brevet, and his uniform shall indicate both his army 
and his corps rank. : 

Sec. 115. That when any soldier shall have distin- 
cuishe i himself in the service, the President may, on the . 
recommendation of the commanding officer of the regi- 
ment, or of the chiet of the corps, department or bureau 
to which such soldier belongs, grant him a certificate o 
merit; and an appropriate device on the soldier's unitorm 
shall indicate that he has been thus distinguished. 

Sec. 116. ‘That a certificate of merit shall entitle the 
holder to two dollars @ month extra pay so long as he 
may be in the military service of the nited States as an 
enlisted man: Provided, That such certificate may be

—. 117. That when an officer or soldier deserves 
mention for conduct in action, a special report shall be 
made in his case, and the commander of the forers 
shall decide whether or not to mention him in his report 
to the forces;

‘That all officers of the Army who served in 
the War of the Rebellion as officers in the Volunteer forces 
of the United States, and all others who served as officers 
in those furces during that war, and were honorably 
mustered out of service, shall be entitled to bear the ofh- 
cial title, and may up n occasions of ceremony wear the 
uniform, of the highest corps or army rank held by them 
in the said volunteer furces; and so long as the officer 
may remain in the regular service this rank shall also 
appear against his name in the Army Register; but these 
privileges shall not entitle the officer to any precedence, 
command, pay, or allowances. 

Sec. 119. “hat all persons who have served as officers, 
non-commissioned officers, privates, or other enlisted men, 
in the Regnlar Army, Volunteer, or militia forces of the 
United States, during the War of the Rebellion, and have 
been honorably discharged from the service, or still re- 
main in the same, shall be entitled to wear, on occasions 
of ceremony, the distinctive Army badge ordered for, or 
adopted by, the Army corps and divisions, respectively, in 
which they served. 

STAFF DETAILS AND ASSIGNMENTS. 

Sec. 121. That details for duty in the General Staff, 
other than aids-de-camp, and in the several staff depart- 
ments and bureaux, except as provided in sections 28 and 
46 of this act, shall be made by the President by selec- 
tions from nominations submitted by the Commanding 
General of the Army: Provided, That except in cases of 
emergency, no officer shall be thus detailed against his 
will, nor in any case till he has served at least six years 
with his regiment, and that no such details shall be for a 
longer period than three yeurs, or, except at the Military 
Academy, for two successive terms, in the same depart- 
ment of the staff; and that as faras may be these details, 
except for ordnance duty, shall be equalized between the 
corps of artillery, cavalry, and infantry. 

Sec. 121. That the Commanding General of the Army 
shall by transfers within each regiment maintain a due 
proportion of officers with each of the manned battalions ; 
and shall recommend to the President from time to time 
such temporary transfers to and from the calvary as may 
be necessary to give that corps its proportion of the ofh- 
cers for staif duty, without impairing the efficiency of the 
cavalry service. 

Sec. 122 That an officer detailed for duty in the staff 
shall not thereby forfeit either his lineal position, or right 
to promotion in the line; but when an officer is appoint- 
ed into a permanent grade of the staff he shall thereupon 
vacate his commission in the line.

Sec. 125. That officers of the several staff departments 
and bureaux, of the Engineers and of the Artillery, serv- 
ing with troops in the field, shall, as they may be requir- 

, be assigned to the headquarters of armies, army 
corps, divisions, and brigades, by orders of the General 
Commanding the forces; but in the absence of such as- 
signments, the several commanders concerned may make 
temporary provision for the staff and other duty at their 
headquarters. 

Sec. 126. That copies of all orders appointing, 
detailing, or removing staff officers, or officers selected 
for duty in staff departments, shall be immediately for- 
warded by the officer taking such action direct to the 
chiefs of the staff departments concerned,to the Adju- 
tant-General of the Army, and, when such order affects 
the pay of an officer, to the Chief Paymastef of the com- 
mand. 

Sec. 127. That the staff of the commander of a geo-

alone; and, except under the conditions aforesaid, an 
officer's right to command by virtue of his being on duty 
shall be limited to the particular body of officers or 
troops in which he is commissioned or to which he has 
been assigned. 

Sec. 129. That commanders for geographical divis- 
ions and a for separate armies, and for army 
corps will designated by the President; but in the 
absence or during the disability of the officers thus desig- 
nated, commanders may be assigned temporarily to such 
organization by the Commanding General of the Army, 
or other superior more immediately commanding the 
forces. The general officers required for other com- 
mands than those above designated, or for other special 
service, may be assigned thereto by the commanders 
under whom they are on duty, who may also assign regi- 
mental officers to duty wherever required: Provided, 
That when the assignment of a regimentul officer will 
entitle him to command over other officers commanding 
troops, such command shall embrace troops of his own 
regiment, unless the President otherwise directs. 

Sec. 130. That an officer invested with a separate com- 
mand shall not surrender it to another unless regularly 
relieved, except in case of sickness or other inability to 
perform his duty; and in such cases the command shall 
devolve for the time being upon the officer next in rank 
and eligible thereto. 

Sec. 131. That whenever different regiments or corps 
shall join and do duty together, and there is no general 
officer present and eligible to command, the officer high- 
est in rank by commission, in the line, of the Army, 
Marine Corps, or militia there on duty with troops, and 
in the service of the United States, shall command the 
—_ unless otherwise specially directed by the Presi- 

ent. 

Sec. 182. That officers of the militia of the several 
States, when called into the service of the United States, 
shall, on all duty wherein they may be employed in con- 
junction with the Regular or Volunteer forces of the 

Jnited States, take rank next after all officers of the 
like grade in said regular or Volunteer forces, notwith- 
standing the commissions of such militia officers may be 
older than the commissions of the said officers of the 
Regular or Volunteer forces of the United States; and 
whenever the militia are so serving, or when the militia 
of different States are serving in conjunction with each 
other in the service of the United States, the President 
may assign a general officer of the Army to command 
the whole, without regard to the relative rank of the 
militia commanders. 

Sec. 133. That by special direction of the President, 
officers may be assigned to command, or other duty, in 
commands composed of troops of different corps, accord- 
ing to their army rank by brevet; but an officer shal] 
tuke rank and do duty in his own regiment and corps, 
department or bureau, only according to his corps 
rank; and no officer shall be assigned to duty or com- 
mand according to his rank by brevet, except when with 
troops in the field or at frontier — and when so 
assigned he shall not be entitled thereby to additional 
pay or allowances. 

Sec. 134. That additional rank conferred upon an 
officer by an appointment as military secretary, or as an 
aid-de-camp to a general officer, shall not entitle such 








staff officer, to command, or to precedence on military 
courts and boards according to that additional rank. 
Sec. 1385. That the Engineers shall not assume, nor 
shall they be ordered on any duty beyond the line of 
their immediate profession, except by special order of 
the President. When on duty as contemplated in sec- 
tion 571 of this act, they shall be on the same footing as 
to command within the line of their immediate profession 
as other officers and troops of the line ; but when on spe- 
cial service under the immediate orders of the Chief of En- 
gineers, they shall be diverted from such special service 
only in the cases contemplated in section 143 of this 
act, and in these cases the officer receiving the order will 
report the fact directly to the Chief of Engineers, and 
the officer giving the order shall transmit a copy directly 
to the Adjutant-General of the Army for the information 
of the Commanding General and Secretary of War. 
Sec. 136. That chaplains shal! not be eligible to com- 
mand, and that officers of the several departments and 
bureaux of the staff shall be eligible to command, other 
than in their several departments, only by special assign- 
ment of the President, or as hereinafter provided. 
Sec. 137. That an ordnance officer in charge of any 
armory, arsenal, or ordnance depot shall be entitled ac 
cording to his rank, to coomnieal all troops stationed as 
guards at the establishment under his charge. 
Sec. 138. That in any body of troops, or at any mili- 
tary station, while there is no general or line officer pre- 
sent on duty, the senior staff officer present on duty shall 
exercise command; and if there be no officer on duty by 
assignment in such command, the senior general or line 
officer present, or, there being no such officer, the senior

Sec. 141. That officers of the several staff departments

DUTIES OF COMMANDING OFFICERS. 

Sec. 144. That the commander of a geographical div- 
ision shall, without unnecessarily interfering with the ad- 
ministration of his department commanders, exercise a 
supervision and control over the affairs of the depart- 
ments under his control similar to that which a general 
commanding an army in the field exercises over his sub- 
ordinates. For this purpose he may at discretion cul] 
for reports and returns, and may cause inspections to 
be made; and he shall decide all matters coming proper- 
ly within nis jurisdiction, by appeal or otherwise, and 
shall make appropriate remarks upon all matters that he 
deems proper to submit to higher authority. 

Sec.,145. That the division commander aforesaid shall 
originate, direct, or approve military operations within 
his departments, and in cases of emergency he may trans- 
fer troops from one of his departments to another. 

Src. 146. That upon the reports of department 
commanders and his own inspectors, the division com- 
mander shall periodically transmit to the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral of the Army such information as to affairs in his 
command as may be useful to the Secretary of War or 
the Commanding General of the Army; and he shall im- 
mediately report all changes made in the officers and 
troops of his command. 

Sec. 147. That the powers and duties of a department 

commander shall embrace all matters of command and 
administration not especially reserved to higher author- 
ity, or otherwise especially provided for in the laws and 
regulations, 
_ Sec. 148, That a division or department commander 
intending to leave his headquarters shall report in ad- 
vance his intention, proposed length of absence, and his 
address, to the Adjutant-General of the Army; the de- 
partment commander shall also report such facts to the 
division headquarters. 

Sec. 149, ‘Yhat an officer invested with a separate 
command shall be responsible that laws, regulations and 
orders are enforced, and that, under them, timely ar- 
rangements are made for the proper supply and equip- 
ment of his troops; that suitable arrangements are wads 
for the sick and wounded; that the quarters and defen- 
ses are in proper condition; that the command jis pro- 
perly instructed and thoroughly discipiined: that, while 
useful occupations, athletic games, and manly exercises 
are encouraged, all dissolute and immoral practices are 
suppressed in hiscommand. He shall moreover see that 
as far as he can prevent it, nothing is permitted to re- 
main in or about his post or camp which may endanger 
the health or morals of the troops. ; ~ 

Sec. 150, That the functions assigned by law or reg- 
ulations to any officer by title of office shall devolve on 
the officer serving in his place, unless special exceptions 
are made; that an officer who succeeds to any command 
or duty shall stand, in relation to his duties, in the same 
situation as his predecessor; and that the officer reliev- 
ed shall! deliver to his successor all orders in force, and 
all the public property and funds for which he is respon- 
sible, and shall receive proper receipts therefor. : 

Sec. 151. Thatan officer in temporary command shal! 
not, except in urgent cases, alter or annul the standin 
orders of the regular or permanent commander, ithout 
authority from the next higher commander. 

Sec. 152. That a commander marching troops through 
the limits of another permanent command, as at a mili- 
tary post or station, shall not supersede its commander 
or interfere in any way with his duties; and such marck- 
ing commander desiring to camp on a reservation near a 
post or station must apply to the local commander for a 
camping ground; and while in such camp the troops 
shall be governed by the police and sanitary regulation:

THE GENERAL STAFF, 
Sec. 153. That the Department of the General Stat 
shall be charged, under the direction of the Secretary of 
War, and the orders of the Commanding General of the 
Army and subordinate commanders, with all the busi- 
ness connected with the organization of the Army and 
the Militia; and with the preparation and preservation 
of such records as will perpetuate the military history of 
all organizations or individual officers and soldiers while 
in the the service of the United States, and will insure 
justice to such officers and soldiers in all matters of 
rank, pay and allowances, pensions and bounties 
This department shall also be the medium of com- 
munication in reference to all matters of organization 
discipline, stations for officers and soldiers, and militar - 
operations, between the Commanding Generai and the 
Army, and between the several subordinate commanders 
and the troops under their control.

THE INSPECTION SERVICE. 

Sec. 195. That except when military operations render 
it impracticable there shall be periodical inspections of 
the troops, as follows: 1st. Divisions and brigades will 

| be inspected between the fifteenth and twentieth uf each 
month, by an officer designated by the commander, or 
higher authority, for that purpose. 2d. Commanders of 
regiments, battalions, posts, and detachments will inspect 
their respective commands on the last day of every 
month. 38d. Captains will inspect their companies and 
medical officers their hospitals every Sunday morning. 
4th. Troops when mustered for pene shall be inspec- 
ted by the mustering officer; and besides these patiotheal 
inspections, frequent visits shall be made by post and 
company commanders, and medical officers, during the 
month, to the men’s quarters, the kitchens, guard houses, 
hospitals, and other buildings. 

Ssc. 196. That the Commanding-General of the Army 
shall, from time to time, make such inspections of the 
military establishment in all its branches as he may deem 
necessary; and he shall make full reports to Congress at 
the next session through the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 197. That division and department commanders 
shall, when they deem it neceesary, make tours of inspec- 
tion within their respective commands, and may be ac- 
companied on such occasions by one staff officer, and 
they shall make full reports to Congress at the next ses- 
sion through the Secretary of War, ’ 

Sec. 198. That the general duties of inspectors shall 
comprise the inspection of troops, supplies, posts, camps, 
garrisons, fortifications, depots, arsenals, transports, and 
all property employed in military service; investigation 
into military discipline and administration; the inspec- 
tion of public property for condemnation, and inquiry 
into Indian affairs, so far as they have military signifi- 
cance. Inspectors will also, from time to time, submit 
suggestions for remedying defects that may come under 
their observation. They are enjoined not to relax their 
attention to the subject of the economical management 
of public funds and property, and will be careful to 
check, by instant representations, any wasteful, unauthor- 
ized, or injudicious use of the same; and must take ad- 
vantage of their opportunities to collect such information 
regarding the principal features and resources, to 
graphical, geographical, and industrial, of their sections 
of country, or any other matter of interest in a military 
point of view which may be useful for reference at the 
Adjutant-General’s Office in Washington.

‘That on the expiration of a leave of absence 
on account of sickness, if the officer be able to travel 
(without endangering his ultimate cure), he shall forth- 
with proceed to his post, although his distbility may not 
have been removed. Exceptions to this general rule 
must be made in each case by the War Department on 
full and explicit medical certificates, setting forth the 
reasons for delay and the length of time delay is consid- 
ered necessary.

RESIGNATION OF OFFICERS. 

Sec. 286. ‘I'hat the President alone shall have power 

to accept the resignation of an officer of the Army; and 
that resignations shall be forwarded by the commandin 
officer to the Adjutant-General of the Army, and with 
them, where leave is given, the officer’s address. Before 
approving the tenders of resignation of disbursing officers, 
commanding officers shall cause all public money and 
property in their hands to be turned over to some proper 
officer designated to receive the same; and the fact that 
such acticn has been had shall be indorsed on the resigna- 
tion, and also reported to the head of the proper Staff 
Department at Washington. 
» Sec. 287. That hetore presenting the resignation of 
any officer, the Adjutant-General shall ascertain and re- 
port to the Secretary of War the state of such officer’s ac- 
counts of money, as well as +f public property, for 
which he may have been responsible. 

Sec. 288 That resignations tendered under charges, 
when forwarded by any commander, shall always be ac- 
companied by a copy of the charges, or, in the absence of 
written charges, by a report of the case, for the informa- 
tion of the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 289. That any officer of the Army on the active 
list who shall accept or exercise the functions of any 
civil office, and any officer of the Army on the Retired or 
Reserved List who shall accept or hold any appointment 
in the diplomatic or consular service of the government, 
shall thereupon cease to be an officer of the Army ; and 
no officer of the Army on the active list shall be employed 
on any works of individual or State internal improve- 
ments, or by incorporated companies. 

DISCHARGES AND DISMISSALS. 

= Sec. 290. ‘hat no officer of the Army shall be dis- 
charged or dismissed from the service except by order of 
the President, or by, or in mitigation of, the sentence of 
general court-martial; and in time of peace no officer 
sbull be discharged or dismissed except by, or in mitiga- 
tion of, the sentence of a general court-martial approved 
by the President, or as may be otherwise specially pro- 
vided by law. 

' Sec. 291. That when any officer, dismissed without

two, or even three months before their term is out, that 
they may avail themselves of such opportunities when- 
ever there is a reasonable certainty that they would other-

Sec. 295. That whenever a soldier shall be unfit for 
the military service in consequence of wounds, disease, or 
infirmity, his captain shall forward to the commander of 
the department or of the army in the field, through the 
commander of the regiment or post, a statement of his 
case, with a certificate of his disability signed by the 
senior surgeon of the hospital, regiment, or post, accord- 
ing to the form prescribed in the Regulations; and that 
if the discharge of the invalid be approved, the authority 
therefor shall be indorsed on the ‘‘certificate of disability,” 
which will be sent back to be completed and signed by 
| the commanding officer, who will then send the same di- 
| rect to the Adjutant-General’s Office at Washington. 
Sec. 296. That the cause of a soldier’s disenarge, and 
his age at the date of discharge, shall be stated in the 
| body of the discharge certificate. The certificate of char- 
acter must carefully accord with the facts, or the space 
left for that purpose shall, when the man is unfit for re- 
enlistment by reason of bad conduct, be cut off. Re-en- 
listments shall be noted by the recruiting officer, giving 
date and place, upon the discharge certificate of prior en- 
listments, and former company commanders shall so be no- 
tified, that the facts may be recorded on their descriptive 
books ; and cases of deception shall be reported to the 
Adjutant-General of the Army. 

Sec. 297. That in all cases where it is necessary for 
any ofticer or soldier to file his evidence of honorable dis- 
charge, from the military service of the United States, to 
secure the settlement of his accounts, the accounting offi- 
cer with whom it has been filed shall, upon application 
by said officer or soldier, deliver to him such evidence of 
honorable discharge : Provided, That his accounts shall 
have been duly settled: And Provided, That the fact, 
date, and amount of such settlement shall first be clearly 
written across the face of such evidence of honorable dis- 
charge, and attested by the signature of the accounting 
officer. 

Src. 298. That whenever satisfactory proof shall be 
furnished to the War Department that any officer or sol- 
dier has lost his certificate of discharge, or the same has 
been destroyed without his privity or procurement, the 
Secretary of War shall furnish, on request, to such offi- 
cer or soldier a duplicate of such certificate of discharge, 
to be indelibly marked, so that it may be known as a du- 
plicate; but such certificate shall not be accepted as a 
voucher for the payment of any claim against the United 
States for pay, bounty, or other allowance, or as evidence 
in any other case, 

Sec. 299. That all deserters from the Army who deserted 
therefrom prior to July Ist, 1878, shall be, and the same 
are hereby, dishonorably discharged from the service of 
the United States; but nothing in this section shall ex- 
empt them from arrest and punishment by military 
authority lor any criminal offense other than desertion 
that they may have committed in the service; or to entitle 
them to any pay or allowances whatever.

mnissal befure arraignment of the accused, he may also be 
tried upon such additivnal charges as may be properly 
preferred, and may be punished according to the nature 
of his offense. 

Sec, 203. That after a soldier shall have been duly 
enlisted andZsworn, he shall not be dismissed the service

nication with the settlements is by the occasional govern-

Sec. 308. That the proceedings and findings of a Retir- 
ing Board shall be transmitted to the Seeretary of War, 
and shall by him be laid before the President for his ac- 
tion; and no decision of the Board shall be carried into 
effect until the proceedings shall have been personally ex- 
amined by the President, and such decision personally ap- 
proved by him. 

Sec. 309. That when a Retiring Board finds that an 
officer is incapacitated for active service, and that the in- 
Oapacity is the result of an incident of service, the officer 
Shall be transferred to the Retired List. If it be found 
that the incapacity results neither from an incident of the 
service nor from any vicious habit of the officer, he shall be 
transferred to the Retired List or be discharged, as the 
President, upon the recommendation of the Board may 
direct. But if it be found that the officer’s incapacity is 
the result of intemperance, idleness, or other vicivus habit, 
he shall be discharged. 

Sxc. 310. That all officers now on, or hereafter to be 
transferred to, the Retired List, shall be borne on that list 
with the corps rank actually held by them at the date of 
their retirement; or, if retired by reason of wounds re- 
ceived in action, upon the highest corps rank actually 
held by them, in the Regular or Volunteer service, at the 
time the disability was incurred. 

Src. 311. That officers transferred to the Retired 
List on account of age or length of service shall there- 
after be entitled to receive two per centum of the 
current yearly pay of the rank upon which they are 
retired, for each and every year’s service rendered, 
either as an officer or as a soldier in the Regular 
or Volunteer service: Provided. That the retired 
pay of an officer under this section shall in no case 
exceed eighty per centum of the pay of the rank upon 
which he is retired. 

Sec. 312. That an officer transferred to the Re- 
tired List on account of incapacity resulting from an 
incident of the service shall thereafter be entitled to 
receive the full pay of the rank upon which he is re- 
tired if the disability be total, seventy per centum of 
that pay if the disability be three-fourths, and fifty 
per centum if the disability be one-half or less. If 
the incapacity for which the officer is thus retired be 
not the result of an incident of the service, he shall 
be entitled to receive seventy per centum of the pay 
of the rank upon which he is retired if the disability 
be total, fifty per centum if the disability is three- 
fourths, and twenty-five per centum if it be only one- 
half or less, But in no case shall the pay of an officer 
retired for incapacity be less than that which he 
would have received if retired on account of age or 
for length of service. 

Sec. 313. That the officers now on the Retired 
List shall, as soon as practicable, be rated for pay in 
accordance with the provisions of this act; and for 
the purpose of determining the pay of those trans- 
ferred to that list on account of incapacity, the Pre- 
sident is authorized and requested to appoint a spe- 
cial Retiring Board, consisting of one general officer, 
five colonels (namely, one of artillery, one of cavalry, 
one of infantry, and two from the staff departments), 
and three surgeons. Upon an examination of the re- 
cords in each case, and after taking such additional 
testimony a8 may appear necessary, this Board shall

for other reasons be deemed incapable for the performance 
of their proper duties. 

Sec. 305. That a Retiring Board shail consist of not 
more than nine nor less than five officers, two-fifths of 
whom shall be selected from the surgeons of the Army, and 
as faras may be, the members, other than the medical offi- 
cers, shall be senior in rank to the olficer to be examined. 

Sec. 306. That a Retiring Board shall inquire into and 
determine the fucts touching the nature and occasion of 
the disability of any officer who appears to be incapable 
of performing the duties of his office; it shall have such 
of the powers of a general court-martial as may be neces- 
sary for that purpose; and the members shall be sworn in 
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recommend whether, in view of the present circum- 
stances of each case, the officer’s disability should be 
rated as total, three-fourths, or one-half; but the pay 
of an officer shall not be reduced under the operation

Sec. 831. That the following rules in regard to 
the roster shall apply to service both in garrison and 
in the field.

Having served, they 
may, if deeitiiiiz themselves aggrieved, appeal to su-

Src. 882. That the dutiés performed by detail 
shall be of three classes: The first ¢lase shall com- 
prise: 1st. grand guards and outposts; 2d. interior 
guards; 8d, orderlies; 4th, police guards. The sec- 
ond class shall comprise: 1st, detachments to protect 
laborers on military works; 2d, working parties on 
such wWoiks! 34, detachments to protect fatigues. 
‘The third class shall be all fatigues, without arms, 
in or out of camp. In mixed commands, duty upon 
stable and park guards will be credited to the bat- 
tery or troop upon the roster with ‘‘ Police Guard,” 
and stable, fatigue, and police duty on the roster for 
‘* Fatigue.”

Sec. 838. That every officer or soldier on duty of 
the first class, or who is of the next detail for such 
duty, shall take, when relieved, the duty of the 
second or third class that has fallen to him during 
that time, unless he has marched for detachment of 
more than twenty-four hours. 

Sec. 339. That in the cavalry, dismounted men, 
and those whose horses are not in order, shall be pre- 
ferred for the detail for dismounted service. Those 
who are mounted shall not be employed on that ser- 
vice if the number of the other class is sufficient. 

Sec. 340. That every soldier in the cavalry de- 
tailed for dismounted service must, before he marches, 
take to the orderly-sergeant of the troop or sergeant 
of his squad his horse equipments and his valise 
ready packed.

EXTRA AND FATIGUE DUTY. 


Src. 348. That military service being the object 
for-which the Army is maintained, the troops, and 
especially those mounted, shall not, except in cases 
of necessity, be employed on labors that interfere 
with their military duties and exerciscs. 

Src. 344. That when soldiers are employed as 
clerks or messengers in the bureaux of the War De- 
partment, at the headquarters of the several geogra- 
phical divisions and departments, and in the prin- 
cipal offices of the Recruiting Service, as ward- 
masters, cooks, and nurses in hospitals, and as com- 
pany cooks, they shall receive extra pay, at the rate 
of thirty-five cents. per day for clerks, and at the 
rate of twenty cents per day for messengers and 
others; that soldiers thus employed shall be mustered 
as extra-duty men, and no man shall be rated for pay 
at a higher rate than twenty cents unless he is actu- 
ally employedas a clerk, and such higher rate has 
been ordered by the commanding officer. 

Src. 845, That the number of enlisted men to be 
employed as clerks and messengers in the several 
bureaux of the War Department, at the headquarters 
of the geographical divisions and departments, and 
in the principal offices of the Recruiting Service, shall, 
when not fixed by law, be determined by the Secre- 
tary of War. 

(Sec. 346. That no extra-duty men, other than 
those required for the ordinary service of the Quarter- 
master’s, Subsistence, and Medical Departments, and 
as company cooks, shall be employed, except in cases 
of emergency, without previous authority from the 
department, or higher, commander, and such excep- 
tional employment shall be at once reported to the 
proper commander.

INDIANS AND THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 


Src. 397. That officers on duty in the Indian coun- 
try shall give protection to both whites and Indians 
against outrages on either side, and will make special 
reports, on each case of outrage that may occur, to the 
Adjutant-General of the Army. 
Src. 398. That when questions arise as to the own- 
ership of animals in the possession of Indians, the 
commanding officer of the nearest military post shall 
act in conjunction with the Indian agent in charge of 
the said Indians in the investigation and determina- 
tion of the question of such ownership. 
Src. 399. Thatiwhen lands are secured to the In- 
dians by treaty, against occupation by the whites, the 
military commanders shall keep intruders off, by mili- 
tary force if necessary, until such time as Indian title 
is extinguished, or lands are opened by Congress for 
settlement. 

PROCEEDINGS IN CIVIL COURTS. 

Src, 400. That no officer or other person connected 
with the military service shall employ an attorney or 
counselor at the expense of the United States. When 
such officer or other persons are made parties to any 
action or proceedings in a civil court that may in- 
volve the interests of the United Stutes, or when, by 
the performance of their public duties, they become 
involved in any action or proceeding in which they 
may claim protection or indemgity from the United 
States, they shall promptly report the facts of the case 
(through the regular military channels, except in cases 
admitting of no delay) to the Adjutant-General of the 
Army, for reference to the Department of Justice. In 
ordinary cases, when an officer is called upon to show 
by what authority he holds a soldier in service, he 
shall himself set forth the facts, and will not apply 
for the services of counsel. 

Sec. 401. That persons held to service as soldiers, 
or in military custody, under process issued from a 
Federal tribunal, under the Constitution or a law of the 
United States or treaty stipulation, shall not be sur- 
rendered to the authorities of any State. When an 
officer is called upon by writ. of habeas corpus, issued 
from a State court or by a State judge, to show by 
what authority such persons are held to service or in 
custody, he shall not produce the bodies before said 
judge or court, but will make a return sufficient in 
its details to show distinctly that the person or per- 
sons are held under the authority, or claim and color 
of the authority, of the United States. The enlist- 
ment contract, muster-roll, process, or order, as the 
case may be, under which the persons are held, shall

ARMY ADMINISTRATION. — : 

Sec. 402. That the Secretary of War shall from time 
to time, and in accordance with existing appropriations, 
determine the kind and amount of all munitions of war 
or military stores and equipage, or other supplies, of 
whatever description, that are,to be purchased or fa’ 
cated by the several departments and bureaus of the 
staff, or by the Corps of Engineers, and shall define the 
powers and duties of the officers charged with procuring 
such supplies. 

Se>. 403. That the Secretary of War shall by general 
regulations provide for the transportation, storage, and 
timely distribution of all articles of supply, and shall 
fix and make reasonable allowances for such office or 


‘store rent and storage as may be necessary. He shall by 


general regulations also prescribe, and, through the 
several chiefs of bureau, enforce a proper system of ac- 
countability for all public property appertaining to the 
military establishment, or to any public works, or special 
service, placed by law under his direction, and_ shall 
establish the forms of all returns and other reports of 
such property; and such instructions in regard to keep- 
ing and stating money accounts as may be advised from 
time to time by the proper officers of the Treasury De- 

rtment shall be promulgated to the Army through the 

Yar Department. 

Sec. 404. That under the regulations and instructions 
aforesaid, the chiefs of bureau shall regulate the trans- 
mission of funds to, and shall supervise the disburse- 
ments of, all the officers or agents of their several 
branches of the service; and the chiefs of bureau shall 
account to the Secretary of War’ at least once in six 
months for all public money and government. property 
that may pass through their hands, or the hands of their 
subordinates. 

Sec. 405. That all officers of the Quartermaster’s, 

Subsistence, and Pay Departments, the medical pur- 
veyor and assistant medical purveyors, shall, before en- 
tering upon the duties of their respective offices, give 
good and sufficient bonds to the United States, in such 
sums as the Secretary of War may direct, faithfully to 
account for all public moneys and property which the 
may receive; and these bonds shall be renewed or ad- 
ditional security be furnished at least once in four years, 
and as much oftener as the President may direct : Pro- 
vided, That the President may at any time increase the 
amounts for which bonds shall be given, and that chiefs 
of bureau shall not be liable for any money or pro- 
perty that may come into the hands of their subordin- 
ates, 
Sec. 406. That the Secretary of War, in accordance 
with the necessities of the service and existing appro- 
priations, shall determine the number and the wages. of 
civilians that may be employed, where the same is not 
fixed by law, in the several departments and bureaux of 
the staff and in the Corps of Seotenae. 

Sec. 407. That all accounts and returns for public 
money and government property shall undergo a rigid 
administrative scrutiny in the bureau of the department in 
which they pertain prior to their being transmitted to the 
Treasury. Department; and the chief of the bureau shall 
cause his decision in each case to be indorsed on the ac- 
count or return, and shall bring to the notice of the 
Secretary of War all matters in relation thereto that, in 
his judgment, merit such attention. 

Sxc. 408. That when any account for money or prop- 
erty is suspended ordisallowed in the bureau, the chief 
shall cause the officer to be promptly notified in order 
that he may have an early opportunity to submit ex- 
planations ‘or take an appeal to the Secretary of War, to 
the proper officer of the Treasury Department, to the 
Court of Claims, or otherwise, as the case may be ; that, 
when an account is suspended or disallowed in the 
Treasury Department, or explanation or evidence is there 
required froin the officer rendering the same, he shail be 
promptly notified through the chief of the bureau con- 
cerned ; and that all correspondence between an officer 
and the accounting officers of the Treasury in reference 
to matters of account shall pass through the chief of the 
bureau to which such accounts relate. 

Sec. 409. That an officer’s accounts shall not be sus- 
pended or disallowed for slight informalties which do 
not affect the validity of a voucher, but his attention 
shall be called to such defects by suitable remarks. 

Sec. 410. That the Commanding General of the Army 
and all subordinate commanders shall, within their several 
spheres of duty, watch over the economy of all bragches of 
the military service, and shall correct all irregularities and 
extravagances that they may discover therein, The seve- 
ral commanders shall see that estimates are made only 
for the objects contemplated by law, and are limited to 
the necessities of the military service; that all disburse- 
ments and expenditures are lawfully and prudently made; 
and that the public property is duly cared for; and they 
shall carefully scrutinize all contracts and disbursement 
accounts that are submitted for their approval. 

Sxc. 411. That the commander of a geographical division 
or department shall require abstracts te be rendered to 
him, at least once in a quarter, by every officer under his 
orders who is charged with the care of public property or 
the disbursement of public money, showing all property 
received, issued, and expended by the officer renderin; 
the account, and the property remaining on hand, an

but in case the two latter only are present, then the 
one not responsible will perform the duties. Where 
the responsible officer is the only officer at a post, he 
shall furnish his own certificate of the facts of the 
case, supported by affidavits of non-commissioned 
officers at the post cognizant thereof; or should this 
not be satisfactory, the Department Commander, 
upon notification, may send an inspector to make the 
necessary report. The proceedings of the board 
shall be signed by each member, and a copy for- 
warded by the approving officer to the headquarters 
of the department or army in tlie field, as the case 
may be, duplicates being furnished to the officer ac- 
countable for the property. 

Sec. 442. That no permanent fortifications, bar- 
racks, quarters, hospitals, storehouses, offices, picrs, 
or wharfs shall be erected, nor shall any alterations 
be made therein, except by direction of the Secretary 
of War and in accordance with plans approved by 
him; nor shall any such structure be erected until 
detailed estimates shall have been approved by a spe- 
cial appropriation for the same, unless they are con- 
structed by the labor of the troops; nor shall any 
structure, the cost of which shall exceed $20,000, be 
eretted unless by special authority of Congress; and 
it shall be the duty of all officers concerned to submit 
the title-papers of all lands purchased or about to be 
purchased by the United States to the Attorney-Gene- 
yal, in order that his opinion may be given as to the 
validity of the title, as provided by law. 

Sec. 443. That all war and peace quarters, offices, 
work-shops, afd. other structurea required within 
the lines of permanent fortifications, or within one 
mile of their exterior ‘limes, sirfll be constructed 
and kept in repaif bythe Corps of Engineers. Ex- 
cept. as ‘aforesaid, | al’ @rihories, gssenals, and ord-

constructed and kept in repair by the Ordnance 
Department; and all other . military buildings not 
hereinbefore provided for shall be constructed and 
kept in repair by the Quartermaster’s Department. 

Sec. 444. That complete title papers, with full 
and exact maps, plans, and drawings, of the public 
lands purchased, appropriated, or designed for per- 
manent military fortifications, shall be. collected, re- 
corded, and filed in the bureau of the Corps of Engin- 
eers; of the public lands appropriated or designated 
for armories, arsenals, and ordnance depots, they shall 
be collected, recorded, and f.led in the Ordnance 
Bureau; of all other lands belonging to the United 
States and under the charge of the War Department 
for barracks, posts, cantonments, or other military 
uses, they shall be collected, recorded, and filed in 
the office of the Quartermaster-General of the Army; 
and a copy of the survey of the land at each post, 
fort, arsenal, and depot, furnished from the proper 
bureau, shall be carefully preserved in the office of 
the commanding officer. 

Src. 445. That when military posts and lands 
held for military purposes are evacuated by troops, 
they will be put in charge of the Quartermaster’s 
Department, unless otherwise specially directed. 

Src. 446. That the Secretary of War, and the three 
general officers of highest rank in the Army shall 
constitute a commission to sell and dispose of all 
military posts, arsenals, armories, and barracks, that 
are now or may become unnecessary for the military 
service; that the proceeds of such sales shall be ac- 
counted for by the Secretary of War to the proper 
accounting ofticer of the ‘Treasury; and that the 
commission shall from time to time report its action 
to Congress. 

Sec. 447. That the President may cause to be sold 
any military stores which, upon proper inspection or 
survey, appear to be damaged or unsuitable for the 
public service. Such inspection or survey shall be 
made by officers designated by the Secretary of War, 
and the sales shall be made under regulations pre- 
scribed by him. 

Sec. 448. That the clothes, arms, military outfits, 
and accouterments furnished by the United States 
to any soldier shall not be sold, bartered, exchanged, 
pledged, loaned, or given away; and no person not 
a soldier, or duly authorized officer of the United 
States, who has possession of any such clothes, arms, 
military outfits, or accouterments so furnished, and 
which have been the subjects of any such sale, bar- 
ter, exchange, pledge, loan, or gift, shall have any 
right, titie, or interest therein; but the same may 
be seized uid taken whereever found by any officer 
of the United States, civil or military, and shall 
thereupon be delivered to any quartermaster or other 
officer authorized to received the same. The pos: 
session of uny such clothes, arms, military outfits, or 
accoutermeiis by any person not a soldier or officer 
of the Lniicd Siates shall be presumptive evidence 
of such a sale, burter, exchange, pledge, loan, or 
rift. 

THE QUARTERMASTER’S DEPARTMENT. 

Sic. 42. ‘That the Quartermaster’s Department, 
under the direction of the Secretary of War, shall 
provide the Army with quarters and transportation ; 
with storage, and transportation for its supplies; 
with clothing and camp and garrison equipage; with 
horses tor the artillery, cavalry, mounted infantry, and 
Indian scouts; and with stationery, fuel, forage, 
straw, and material for bedding. 

Src. 450. That the incidental expenses of the 
Army, to be paid by the Quartermaster’s Department, 
shall include per diem to extra-duty men; postage 
on public service; the expenses of courts-martial, of 
the pursuit and apprehension of deserters, of the 
burial of officers and soldiers, of hired escorts, of 
expresses, interpreters, spies, and guides, of veterin- 
ary surgeons, and medicine for horses, and of sup- 
plying posts with water; and generally the proper 
and authorized expenses for the supply, movements, 
and operations of an army not expressly assigned to 
any other department. 

Sec. 451. That quartermasters and assistant quarter- 
masters, in addition to their own duties as such, 


shall do duty in the Subsistence Department when- | 


ver the convenience of the service requires. 

Sec. 452. That the officers of the Quartermaster's 
Department shall, upon the requisition of the naval 
or.marine oflicer commanding any detachment of 
seamen or marines, under orders to act on shore, in 
co-operation with the land troops, and during the 
time such detachment is so acting, or proceeding to 
act, furnish the officers and men with camp equip- 
age, according to the Army allowances for relative 
grades, and with the necessary transportation for 
themselves, their baggage, provisions, and artillery, 
and shall furnish the officer commanding such de- 
tachment, and his necessary aids, with horses, ac- 
couterments, and forage. 

Sec. 453. That the Quartermaster-General may 
employ as many veterinary surgeons, not exceeding 
15 in all, as he may deem necessary for the public 
service, and who shall each receive $100 per month, 
the same allowance of fuel and quarters that is 
granted a sergeant-major, and forage for one horse. 

Sec. 454. ‘hat the Quartermaster- General may, 
from time to time, employ as many forage-masters 
and wagon-masters as he may deem necessary for 
the service, not exceeding 20 in the whole, who 
shall be entitled to receive each $50 per month and 

ne ration per day, and forage for one horse; 








and who shall not be interested or concerned, di- 
rectly or indirectly, in any wagon or other means of 
transport employed by the United States, nor in the 
purchase or sale of any property procured for or 
belonging to the United States, except as an agent 
for the United States 

BARRACKS AND QUARTERS. 

Src. 455. That the term ‘*‘ barracks and ‘quarters ” 

shall include all buildings used by the Army, as_bar- 
racks, quarters, hospitals, storehouses, offices, stables, 
chapels, school and reading rooms, guard-houses, 
shops, and other buildings. 
Src. 456. That hereafter, in time of peace, all 
military headquarters, except Army Headquarters, 
shall be established and maintained at points where 
the government own bnildings or barracks, within 
the several departments and divisions, and in such 
buildings or barracks, and not otherwise, unless the 
Secretary of Wur shall by an order in writing other- 
wise direct. 

Src. 457. That as far as practicable, officers and sol- 
diers, and the civilian employees hereinafter designa- 
ted, shall, while on duty, and not in the field, be 
quartered in buildings belonging to the United States, 
and that the officers and others aforesaid shall, while 
so on duty, be entitled to quarters, and barrack room, 
attics and basements not being counted as rooms, as 
follows: A major-general, six rooms; a brigadier-gen- 
eral or a colonel, five rooms; a lieutenant-colonel or a 
major, four rooms; a captain or a chaplain, three 
rooms; a lieutenant or a contract surgeon on duty 
with troops, two rooms; each officers’ mess, consist- 
ing of three or more officers, and not exceeding one 
mess for each station, one room; each sergeant-major, 
quartermaster-sergeant, ordnance-sergeant, commis- 
sary-sergeant, hospital-steward, principal musician, 
general-service clerk, or messenger, one room; each 
veterinary, surgeon, wagon-master, forage-master, one 
room; and to every six soldiers other than those be- 
fore mentioned, there shall be allowed in barracks a 
space of 225 square feet, if north of 38deg. north lati- 
tude, and aspace of 256 square feet if south of that 
latitude. 

Src. 458. That the standard size of rooms for the 
quarters of officers, non-commissioned staff officers, 
and the civilian employees heyinbefore mentioned 
shall be 225 square feet north of 38 deg. north, and 
270 square feet south of that latitude; and in all quar- 
ters hereinafter built, rooms for such purposes shall 
be fifteen feet wide. 

Src. 459. That the allowance for tents for troops in 
the field shall be determined by the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 460. That the buildings, or rooms to be set 
apart, at any military post for offices, or other pur- 
poses than quartering the troops, shall be designated 
by the post commander, under the direction of the 
department commander, 

Sec. 461. That at places where there are not suffi- 
cient public barracks and quarters for the officers and 
troops there on duty, and not in the field, the Quar- 
termaster’s Department may be authorized by the 
Secretary of War to hire such rooms and buildings as 
may be necessary to their proper accommodation: 
Procided, That the monthly rent to be paid for an offi- 
cer’s quarters shall in no case exceed $10 a room, ac- 
coiding to the schedule herein set forth, and no pay- 
ment or allowance shall be made for rooms not actu- 
ally rented for and occupied by said officer. 

Sec. 462. That the General shall be allowed a money 
commutation for his quarters at the rate of $125 a 
month, and the Lieutenant-General a like commuta- 
tion atthe rate of $70 a month, to be paid by the 
Quartermaster’s Department. 

Sec, 463. That the following rules shall govern the 
choice and assignment of quarters of military posts: 
ist. The rooms constituting each set of quarters shall 
be assigned by the quartermaster, under the direetion 
of the commanding officer. 2d. Officers shall have 
choice of quarters, according to rank, the command- 
ing otticers taking precedence of all other officers ; but 
officers shall not choose rooms in different sets of 
quarters, nor shall they be entitled to hold quarters 
that they do not occupy: Provided, That an_ officer's 
right to quarters at his station shall not be forfeited 
by his temporary absence on duty. 8d. An officer ar- 
riving at a post may select the quarters occupied by a 
junior, but having made his choice, he shall abide by 
it, and shall not again, at the same post, displace a 
junior, unless himself displaced by a,senior. 4th. 
An oflicer arriving at a post or other military station 
shall, if he desires quarters, make written requisition 
for them on the quartermaster, accompanied by a 
copy of the order placing him on duty. If he be 
in command of troops, his requisition must embrace 
his whole command and designate the number of 
officers of each class or grade, as well as non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, artificers, private soldiers, 
authorized laundresses, and horses. 5th. The assign- 
ment of quarters to the non-commissioned staff shall 
be governed by the principles hereinbefore establish- 
ed, and the assignment of troops to barracks, and of 
civilians employed to quarters, shall be regulated by 
the post commender. 6th. The allowance of quar- 
ters may be reduced pro rata by the commanding offi- 
cer when the number of officers and troops makes it 
necessary. He may also, when there is sufficient room 
at the post, assign extra rooms to each set of officers’ 


quarters, When the public buildings are not 
sufficient to give the air-space required, the 


surplus of men _ will be placed in _ tents, 
onl the commanding officer shall report to the 








commander of the department for authority to. hire 
quarters, or for other necessary orders in the case. 
7th. When quarters areto be occupied or alloted, 
an inspection of them shall be made by the command- 
ing officer and quartermaster. Statements in dupli- 
cate of their condition and of the fixtures and furni- 
ture in each room shall be made by the quartermaster 
and revised by the commanding officer. One of these 
shall be retained by the person to whom the rooms 
are assigned, and the other by the quartermaster. 
When quarters are relinquished, another inspection 
will be made by the commanding officer and quarter- 
master, and the conditien of quarters and furniture 
compared with the condition as shown by the state- 
ment. Any injury to rooms or furniture, other than 
fair wear and tear, to be determined by a Board of 
Survey, shall be paid for by the person responsible 
therefor. It is the duty of all officers to save from 
damage quarters and all other public property to the 
extent of their ability. 8th. The selection and as- 
signment of quarters at the Military Academy will 
be governed by special regulations. 

Suc. 464. That when private buildings occupied 
as barrack or quarters, or lands occupied for encam 
ments, are vacated, the immediate commanding offi- 
cer andjguartermaster shall make an inspection of them 
and a report to the Quartermaster-General of their 
condition and of any injury to them by the use of the 
United States. If the quartermaster making the in- 
spection is not the officer paying the rent of the 
buildings or grounds thus vacated, he shall imme- 
diately communicate the fact and date of vacation 
to the officer of the Quartermaster's Department pay- 
ing the rent. Early notice of the time at which rented 
property is to be vacated shall, in all cases, be sent 
to the quartermaster responsible. 

Sec. 465. That an annual inspection of the build- 
ings at the several stations shall be made ut the end 
of June by the quartermaster, who shall make the 
following reports: 1st, of the condition and capac- 
ity of the buildings, and of the additions, altera- 
tions, and repairs that have been made during the 
past year; 2d, of the additions, alterafiois and re- 
pairs which are needed, with plans and estimates 
in detail. These reports the commanding officer 
shall examine and forward, with his views, to the 
Quartermaster-General, through the proper military 
channels. This informat.on will be tabulated in the 
office of the Quartermaster-General, for easy refer- 
ence. 

Sec. 466. That plans and drawings containing 
full and accurate intormation in regard to all build- 
ings erected or controlled by the Quartermaster’s 
Department at military posts for the comfort of troops 
shall be filed and preserved in the office of the 
Quartermaster-General. 

Sec. 467. That no gas nor water pipes, nor their 
fixtures, shall be introduced into any barracks, quar- 
ters, prison, guard-house, office, or other builaings 
at a, post without the authority of the Secretary of 
War. When so authorized, the expense shall be 
Lorne by the Quartermaster’s Departmert, except 
when introduced into hospitals; in such case, the’ 
appropriation for hospital construction shall bear 
the expense. 

Sec. 468. That the Quartermaster’s Department 
shall provide suitable furniture for the soldier’s bar. 
racks, the public offices, and for guard-houses, chap- 
els, and school-rooms; and it shall also provide the 
necessary heating and cooking stoves for t he barracks 
and quarters that are not thus supplied by the other 
departments; and the public furniture once assigned 
to any barracks, quarters, office, or other rooms or 
buildings shall be removed therefrom only under the 
orders of the commanding officer. em 

Sec. 469. That under special regulations to be es- 
tablished by the Secretary of War, the Quarter- 
master’s Department shall provide plain and sub- 
stantial furniture, of uniform pattern, for the use 
of officers, non-commissioned staff officers, and others 
stationed at the several military {posts and not oc- 
cupying barracks; the officers and others to pay a 
fair monthly rent for such of this furniture as is used 
by them. ; 

FUEL, 

Sec. 470. That, under such regulationsjas may be 
established by the Secretary of War, all occupied bar- 
racks and quarters shall be sufficiently heated by the 
Quartermaster’s Department; and the Secretary of 
War shall also regulate the issue of fuel to troops;in 
the field and on board transports: Provided, That the 
fuel issued as aforesaid shail continue to be public 
property, and that which is not actually and neces- 
sarily consumed by the officer or others to whom it 
is issued shall be returned to the quartermaster, and 
be accounted for by him, and that commutation: for 
fuel to commissioned officers is prohibited. 

Sec. 471. That the rate of commutation of 
quarters and fuel, when not furnished in kind to 
soldiers detailed as clerks in any of the bureaux of 
the War Department, at general, division, depart- 
ment, and distriet headquarters, and other places, will 
be fixed by the Secretary of War, but shall not ex- 
ceed the cost thereof at the time and place of com- 
mutation. 

TRANSPORTATION, 

Sec. 472. That transportation at public expense 
shall be furnished only to persons travelling on duty 
under orders, or summons, from competent authority, 
or in circumstances otherwise especially provided for 
by law ; that public property and the authorized bag-

ygage of the troops shall be so ge ve only upon 
ea requisitions; and that the Secretary of War 
shall establish general regulations governing the 
transpettation of troops, and others ia the military 
service of the United States, and the allowances of 
regimental, company, and personal baggage that 
may be fixed by him, as well as for the transporta- 
tion of military supplies. 

Sec. 478. That when public property and stores 
are te be moved, transportation shall be provided 
upor the requisition of the officer in charge thereof, 
aceompinied by certified invoices, setting forth the 
mamber of packages, marks, contents, and weight or 
measurement of such package or class of packages; 
and invoices and receipts shall be exchanged betweer 
the issuing and forwarding officer. 

Bro. 474. That transporation fer the authorized 
baggage of officers or others not traveling with 
troops shall be provided upon the requisition of the 
individual concerned, accompanied by a copy of the 
order for his journey, and he will exchange invoices 
for receipts with the shipping officer. 

Sec, 475. That when troops are moved, or offi- 
cers travel with escorts of troops, transportation -in 
kind shall be provided for the whole command, un- 
less the officers, in the special cases of their tra vel- 
ing with small detachments by railroad, stage, or 
other lines of public conveyance, are expressly au- 
thorized by the orders for movement to draw mil? 
age in lieu of taking such transportation in kind. 
Requisitions for the necessary transportation, accom- 
panied by an official copy of the order for move- 
ment, and setting forth number of officers, soldiers, 
other persons, and public animals, and the quantity of 
public property and baggage to be carried, shall be 
made by the commanding officer upon the officer 
charged with furnishing the transportation. 

Sec. 476. That transportation of property for 
troops changing stations (by marches, or by water 
or rail), shall be provided and_ restricted to such 
qjuartermaster’s stores, clothing, camp and garrison 


equipage, subsistence, medical, ordnance, and signal | 


stores, and other material as may be needed for use 
on the journey, or immediately on arrival at the 
new station, until new supplies can be obtained from 
proper sources ; regimental and company libraries, 
desks, records, and papers, band instruments, mess 
furniture, and table ware ; soldiers’ full-dress uniforms 
and extra clothing, including blankets; for staff 
officers, the books, papers, and instruments con- 
nected with their duties; and for medical officers, 
their medicine-chests, also for the authorized allow- 
ance of baggage; and the commanding officer shall 
refuse transportation for such articles as in his judg: 
ment ought not to be transported at government ex- 
pense, or which will impede and delay the movement 
of troops. 

. Sec. 477. That when transportation for troops 
changing station is by government conveyance, or 
on boats chartered by and in the service of the govern- 
ment at a stipulated price per day or month, where 
no additional expense will be incurred, commanding 
officers may determine what articles, in addition to 
those providetl for in the preceding section, shall 
accompany the movement. 

Sec. 478. That public property and stores of all 
kinds and description, not needed in changing sta- 
tion as aforesaid, shall, when practicable, be turned 
over to the officer or officers remaining at the post 
or succeeding those removed; and when this is not 
practicable, they shall be disposed of in such man- 
ner as may be deemed advisable by the officer order- 
ing the movement or the officer in command of the 
troops, in accordance with regulations and orders. 
Boards of survey shali be appointed, when necessary, 
to consider and report upon all questions that may 
arise as to the proper disposition of property. 

Sec. 479. That an officer entitled to mileage may, 
at his option, take transportation in kind for the en- 
tire journey or any part of it; but transportation in 
kind and mileage shall not be allowed for the same 
parts of a journey. 


Src. 480. That the transportation of officers em- 
ployed on duty in connection with public works, other 
than fortifications, arsenals, military surveys, or ex- 
plorations, shall be provided from the specific appro- 
priation for the work; but if there be no such appro- 
priation, such transportation may be provided by the 
Quartermaster’s Department. 

Sec. 481. That citizens employed in any branch of 
the military service, excepting those employed in the 
Ordnance Department and on fortifications and public 
works, shall, for travel under competent orders or 
upon summons to appear as witnesses before military 
courts, be entitled to transportation in kind, to be 
furnished by the Quartermaster’s Department or if not 
furnished transportation in kind, they shall be reim- 
bursed the actual cost of their travel fare as provided 
in sections 691, 692, 693 of this act. 

Sec. 482. That transportation of officers and sol- 
diers on the recruiting service, when proceeding to 
join that service or returning therefrom to their regi- 
ments after being relieved, shall be provided by the 
Quartermaster’s Department. 

Sec. 483. That officers and others traveling to and 
from attendance on civil courts shall not be entitled 
to transportation from the Quartermaster’s, Depart-

Sic. 486. That orders to an officer on leave of absence 
to join a new station shall entitle him to transportation 
for the excess only of distance, from the place of receipt 
of the order, to new station, over distance to former 
station. 

Sec. 487. That transportation to and frorli their Horiés 
shall be provided by the the Quarteriiaster’s Department 
on requisition by thé medical director or other officer 
designated by the Surgeon-General for that duty for offi- 
cers, soldiers, seaman, and others who are to be provided 
with artificial limbs at the expense of the government, 
in accordance With acts of Congress. The requisitions on 
the Quartetmaster’s Department for the transportation 
shall state the places fromwhich transportation is requiredt 
and the cost of such transporsation shell be refunded ffori 
the appropriation for arttiticivl [imbs. 

Sec. 488. That in change of station the Quartermaster’s 
Department will furnish transportation in kind to mounted 
officer’s fur the authorized number of horses they may 
own and have in actual service, provided the expense of 
such transportation paid by the United States shall not 
exceed $50 for each horse transported. If the actual cost 
exceed $50 for each horse, the excess shall be charged

Sec. 489. That the Quartermaster’s Department shall |

Src. 493. That officers purchasing clothing, camp ond 
garrison equipage shall be officially and pecuniarily re- 
sponsible that the articles purchased are fully up to the | 
regulation standard; and they shall be, in the same man- | 
ner, responsible for the acts of their agents or inspectors. 

Sec. 494. That upon the request ot the Quartermaster- 
General, boards of officers shall, when practicable, be ap- 
pointed by the Commanding General of the Army or by 
division and department commanders, for the examination 
of clothing, or camp and garrison equipaye, purchased in 
large qauntities underjcontract or otherwise, before such 
property is accepted or paid for. 

Sec. 495. That clothing and camp and garrison equip- 
age shall be drawn and issued to the Army under such 
regulations as the Secretary of War may prescribe; and 
the money value of each article shall be announced an- 
nually in general orders from the War Department, with a 
statement of the articles of clothing allowed a soldier for 
each year of his enlistment. ‘Lhe soldiers’ clothing allow- 
ance shall be the money value of the articles thus stated. 


Sec. 496. That officers of the Army may purchase at 





the regulation price from the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment such articles of unitorm clothing as they actually 
need, certifying that the articles so drawn are intended 
solely for their personal uses They may also purchase at 
the regulation price a reasonable quantity of undereloti- 
ing and shoes for their servants, wien there are no otuer 
means of procuring them.

Sec, 513. That in barracks, sixteen pounds of straw 
per month for bedding shal! be allowed toeach man, 
laundress, and hospital matron; and the allowance 
and change of straw for the sick will be regulated by 
the surgeon. One hundred pounds of straw per 
month shall be allowed for bedding to each animal 
for which torage is sllowed. 

Sec. 514, That at postsnear prairie land owned by 
the United States, hay will be used instead of straw, 
and provided by the troops. 

Sec. 515, That straw not actually used as bedding 
shall be accounted for as other public property. 

STATIONERY, 

Sec. 516. That the stationery and office furniture 
necessary for the transuction of public business shall 
be furnished according to standard of allowance es- 
tablished by the Secretary of War. 

RECORD BOOKS, 

Sec. 517. That the following described books shall 
be kept in the office of every officer doing duty in 
the Q. M. D -partment: 

First. Cash-book, in which will be entered, according to ap- 
propriations, all amounts of quartermaster’s funds received and 
disbursed ; the date therevf; from whom :eceived or to whom 
paid, and on what account. 

Second. A book of letters received, in which will also be kept 
a record of indorsements on papers sent ou’. 

Third. A book of letters sent, io whi-h will be entered in full 


all lettera and indorsemen's written from and pertaining to the 
duties of the ottice, incinding e-timates for funda and requisi- 


tions for quartermaster’s supplies. Suitable buxks for :hese 
purposes will b- supplied by the Q M.G@ onrequisition. They 
will not be removed from the office: for which furnished, excent 


on ite discontinuance, when they will be forwarded to the «. 

G. Itis made the duty of commanding officers to see that 
these books are kept at posts, and that they are transferred by 
relieved to relieving officers. 

Sec. 518. That all letters received, copies of all orders and au- 
thorizations for the expenditure of money or property, shall re- 
main on file as part of the records of the office, and wiil be re- 
corded in the letters-received book and numbered according to 
the instructions of the War Department. When it is necessary 
to withdraw a letter for file with an officer’s accounts, a copy 
will be made to replace it in the office file; but letters pertain- 
ing exclnsively to the settlement of an officer’s accounts belong 
to him and not to the flies. 


THE SUBSISTENCE DEPARTMENT. 


Sec. 519. That the Subsistence Department, under 
the direction of the Secretary of War, and the orders 
ot the Commanding General of the Army, and the 
commanders of separate armies, geographical divi- 
sions, and departments, shall provide for the pur- 
case, distribution, issue, and sale of subsistence 
supplies for the Army. 

Sec. 520, Toat Commissaries and Assistant Com- 
misearies of Subsistence, in addition to their own 
duties as euch, sha!l do duty in the Q. M. Depart 
ment whenever the convenience of the public service 
so requires, 

Sec. 521. That the term Subsistence Supplies shall 
comprise, first, articles composing the ration and va- 
rieties thereof, tbose suthorz2d to be provided for 
issue in lieu of articles of the ration, those author- 
iz2d to be furnished tor sale to persons in the mili 
tary service, and torage for beef cattle, to be denomi- 
nated “Subsistence Stores ;” second, the necessary 
means for handling, issuing, and preserving these 
stores, and for performing subsistence duty, such as 
paulins, cooper’s and other tools, scales, measures, 
stationery, office furniture, safes, and garden‘seeds, 
to be denominated * Subsistence Property.” 

Sec. 522, That Subsistence Supplies for the Army 
sball- be procured by the authoriz2d officers ot the 
Subsistence Department, first, when time and cir- 
cumstances permit, by formally executed written ar- 
ticles of agreement, with suitable bonds, based upon 
sealed proposals received after due public notice, to 
be denominated “Formal Contracts;” second, by 
written acceptances of sealed proposals received after 
public notice, to be denominated “ Informal Con- 
tracts;” third, by purchas:s made io open market 
whea specially autboriz:d by the Secretary of War, 
or by order of Division or Department Commander, 
when the necessities of the service requiring imme 
diste delivery will not allow time to cull for and re- 
ceive sealed proposals, or when special exigencies 
render it necessary in order to protect the interests 
of the Government, to be denominated ‘ Open Mar.- 
ket Purchases.” 

Sec. 523. That when supplies are to be delivered 
by contractors or other gellers, they shall be 
thoroughly inspected before acceptance by the Com- 
missary, who, when his own personal inspection or 
that of one of his clerks or other regular employees 
is not deemed by him to be sufficiently reliable, or 
when the quantity of stores to be received is large, 








shall select and employ some competent and expert 
person to make such inspection, paying the necessary 
expenses therefor as a contingent expense of the Sub- 
sistence Department. Certificates that such inspec- 
tion service has been rendered must accompany the 
accounts, 

Sec. 524, That Commissaries receiving subsistence 
supplies from contractors or other sellers shall re- 
quire each and every package to be distinctly marked 
with the name of the contained article; the actual 
gross, tare, and net weights or quantity (except 
flour, salt beef, or other articles which have fixed 
standard weights); the property mark of “U.S. 
Sub. Dept. ;” the initiale of the purchasing officer; 
the date of purchase, and the name and place of 
business of the seller. Beef cattle shall be plainly 
branded, at the time of reteipt, on the left hind 
quarter, with the letters U.S. Officers receiving 
subsistence supplies not marked as required shall at 
once inform the officer from whom ‘the ;supplies have 
been received. 

Sec. 525. That the name of each person from 
whom snbsistence supplies have been purchased and 
received during the month (whéther under ‘‘ formal 
contracts,” “informal contracts,” or “ open market 
purchases”) and the articles and quantities thus ob- 
tained (whether paid for or not) shall be entered 
upon the proper abstract. 

Sec. 526. That officers on duty in the Subsistence 
Department who have not been authoriz d to pur- 
chase the subsistence supplies necessary for their 
issue shall make timely requisitions for them. If 
any part of the required supplies can be obtained in 
the vicinity of the place at which they are needed 
for issue, un terms advantageous to the Government, 
the requisition will be accompanied by a detailed 
statement showing such facts, and if this statement 
be deemed satisfactory, authority shall be given the 
officer making the requisition to procure the supplies 
himself, 

Sec. 527. That with a view to the selection of the 
best markets in which to make purchases, whenever 
subsistence stores are required in any considerable 
quantities for any section of the country, the chief 
commissary of subsistence of the depdrtment or dis 
trict whose duty it may become to procure the 
stores, shall submit t» the Commissary General, 
through the chiet commissary of subsistence of the 
divisiou in which he may be serving, a tabular state- 
ment showing quantities required, the quality and 
the price at which stores were last obtained and from 
what places, and the prices at which they can be 
purchased in the vicinity of the station where the 
stores are needed. This statement shall be accom- 
panied by such other useful information as can be 
procured, in order to enable the Commissary General 
of Subsistence to determine the place and mode of 
procuring the supplies, and he shall give the neces- 
sary orders in the case. 

Sec. 528. That the Army ration shal! consist of 12 
oz. of pork or bacon, or 20 oz. of fresh or 22 oz. of salt 
beef ; 18 oz. of flour, or 20 oz. of wheat or corn meal, 
or 22 oz. of soft bread, or 1 lv of hard bread; and to 
every 100 rations, 15 lbs of beans, or 10 Ibs of rice; 
10 lbs of green coffee, or 2 lbs of tea; 15 lbs of su 
gar; four quarts of vinegar; 1 lb and 4 oz. of ada- 
mantine caadles; 4 lbs of soap; 4 Ibs of salt; and 
4 oz. of black pepper: Provided, That the Presi 
dent may make such alterations in the component 
parts of the ration as a due regard to the health and 
comfort of the Army, and economy may require; and 
that while troops are embarked in any vessel of the 
Navy or Revenue Marine for duty therein, their ra- 
tion shall be equal to that furnished in the Navy. 

Sec, 529. That all soldiers and hospital matrons 
shall be entitled, each, to one ration per day. 

Sec. 530. That the Subsistence Department shall, 
upon the requisition of the naval or marine officer 
commanding any detachment of seamen or marines 
under orders to act on chore, in co-operatioa with 
the land troops, and during the time such detacb- 
ment isso acting or proceeding to act, furnish ra- 
tions to the seamen and marines of the same, 

Sec. 531. That issues of rations to troops ‘shall be 
made on ration returns signed by their immediate 
commander and ordered by the commanding officer 
of the post or station; and these returos shall call 
for only such limited quantity of stores as can be re 
ceived and properly cared for by the troops drawing, 
and will ordinsrily be made for but a few days at a 
time. They shall be consolidated for the post or regi- 
ment when practicable, and must embrace only the 
number of enlisted men, authorized laundresses, and 
hospital matrons actually present. That when troops 
are detached from a post or command, the command- 
ing officer of each company or smaller detachment 
shall be furnished by the commissary with a certifi- 
cate, setting forth the date to which, and by whom, 
rations were last issued, which certificate shall be 
presented to the commissary from whom rations may 
next be drawn, and transmitted by him with his ab- 
stract of issue, to the Commissary Genera]. Similar 
certificates shall be given to employees entitled to ra- 
tions. 

Sec, 532. That when men leave their company, the 
rations they have drawn and left with it shall be de 
ducted from the next ration return for the com 
pany; alike rule, when men are discharged from 
hospital, shali govern the hospital return. When 
rations are drawn for a few pers »n; separately from 


their organized company, hospital, or mess, the names 
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of such persons shall be written on the back of the 
ration return. 

Sec. 533. That fresh vegetables may, on the written 
order of the department commander, be procured by 
the Subsisteace Department, in limited quantities for 
immediate use, for sale to companies at contract or 
invoice price, or for issue in lieu of any article of the 
ration of equal money value. 

Sec. 534. That on proper requisitions, approved 
by division or department commander, chief 
commissaries of divisions and departments shall 
procure, by purchase or by requisition eon the 
office of the Commissary General, such seed~ 
potatoes, garden seeds, and agricultural imple- | 
ment, as may be o for establishing, culti- 
vating and perpetuating post garden’, and cause 
them to be forwarded to the commissary of the post 
at which required. Such articles will be accounted 
for as subsistence property, will be sold at contract 
or invoice prices, and will be procured in such quan- 
tities only as may be necessary to fill requisitions 
received. 

Sec. 525, That issues of rations to hospitals shall be 
made on returns signed by the medical officer in 
charge and ordered by the commanding officer of the 
post or station, and such ration returns shall be made 
tor but a few days at a time. 

Sec. 536. That on each issuing day a settlement 
shall be made between each company and the hospi- 
tal of any difference of rations arising from men go-: 
ing into hospital after being drawn for in their 
companies, or returning to their companies after be— 
ing drawn for in the hospital; and such eettlements 
shall be submitted to the commanding officer with 
the returns, and he shall see that 1t is correct. 

Sec. 5387. That recruiting p:rties and recruits at 
rendezvous shall, when circumstances permit, be 
subsisted by rations issued by the Subsistence De- 
partment; and when this is impracticable or incon- 
venient, they shall be subsisted under contracts to 
be made by officers in command of the rendez- 
vous, for the full Army ration, or for such rations 
cooked and served constituting table board; that 
when it is deemed necessary by the superintendent of 
the recruiting service to provide for tull rations, or 
for cooked rations, or equivalent table board and 
lodgings—constituting full board—in one contract, 
the amounts to be paid for the subsistence and for 
the lodgings must be separately stated in the con- 
tract, and in such cases the whole amount shull be 
paid by the Subsistence Department on vouchers 
duly certified by the recruiting officers, the amourt 
paid for lodging to be refunded by the Q. M. Dz- 
partment: Provided, That under circumstances ren- 
dering it, for a limited time, impr-cticable for re- 
cruitiag ofncers to enter into formal coatracts for the 
board of the men of their parties, they may for the 
necessary and limited time, and under the special ap- 
proval of the superintendent of the recruiting ser- 
vice, pay from the subsistence funds the actual and 
necess sry expense for either *‘ table board” or ‘* full 
board,” as the good of the service may require. 

Sec. 588. Thut issues on ration returus shall be 
made in the full net weight or measure of the article 
called for, and such portions of the ration as may be 
required for consumption shall bz: drawn and re— 
muved from the subsistence store house, the remain- 
der being carried by the issuing officer to the credit 
of the hospital, bakery, or company savings, as the 
case may be; and no portion of the ration once re- 
moved trom the storehouse shall be received or pur— 
chased as company or hvspite] savings, unless upon 
the order of the commanding officer. 

Sec. 539. That the Subsisteoce Department may 
purchase at the coptract or last invoice price such 
sound and well conditioned articles of the ration, 
bread and fresh beet excepted, saved vy companies, 
hospitals, bakeries, or other organizations, as the 
officers m charge thereof may desire to sell to the 
department ; but savings of fresh beef, or sales there- 
of, are prohbivited. 

Sec. 540. Taat savings from the rations may be 
sold for the benefit of the company, hospital, bakery, 
or other organization to which they belong, at the 
discretion of the officer in ch&rge thereof, unless the 
Subsistence Department requires the stores for reis- 
sue, and ia that event such savings must be sold to it. 

Sec. 541. That accounts for company, hospital, and 
other savings shall ordinarily be made up and paid 
at the end of each month, but such settlements shall 
be made at any intermediate period deemed neces— 
sary by the commanding officer. 

Sec. 542. That bake ovens shall be built and kept 
in repair by the Subsistence Department; but when 
the bakeries are not managed by that department, 
all other expenses incident thereto shall be paid from 
the post or other fund to which the profits accrue. 

Sec, 543. That persons entitled by law to rations 
in kind may, under regulations established by the’ 
Secretary of War, receive a money commutation for 
such subsistence as is not furnished them in kind. 

Sec. 544. That stores longest on hand, if in fit con-- 
dition, shall be first used in making issues, transfers, 
and sales to officers or other authorized persons, As 
soon as it is discovered that stores are not in a fit 
condition for issue or sale, the fact must be reported 
to the commanding officer. 

S2c. 545, That it shall be the duty of officers hay-- 
ing on hand several articles of the same ration to 
keep themselves constantly ‘nformed as to the num-~ 
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ber of rations of each article available; and according 
to their relative numbers, condition, keeping quality, 
conver @ ice, or expense to the Subsistence b part 
meat, determiae in what relative proportion the dif- 
ferent articles of the same ration should be issued, 
and they shall from time to time communicate such 
determinations to their commanding officers, req uest— 
ing that an order may be given to cause a relative 
proportion of the different «quivalent articles to be 
drawn for and issued. 
Sec. 546. That officers on duty in the Subsistence 
D- partment shall, in all cases wnen a post is to be 
occupied a sufficient length of time to justify the ex 
pense, and it is desired by the commanding officer 
to mske the necessary arrangements, as authorized 
by Regulations, or as they may be instructed by 
proper authority, to supply the troops with soft or 
loaf bread ; but when, from any cause, a quantity of 
hard bread has accumulated, it shall be issued in 
such proportions as to cause its consumption before 
it becomes unfit for issue. 

Sec. 547. That whenever it shall be found that 
subsistence supplies (articles of food) purchased for 
sales have accumulated at a post in such quantity as 
to be in excess of the wants for that purpose, and 
are liable to damage if retained on hand solely for 
such sale, this excess may be issued to troops, on 
ration returns, in lieu of parts of the ration. 

Sec. 548, That one ration a day may be issued to 
each civilian employed with the Army when the 
rate of pay does not exceed $60 per month, and 
when the circumstances of his service make it neces- 
sary and the terms of his engagement provide for it. 
These issues shall be on ration returns similar to 
those used for troops, signed by the officer in charge 
of the men, and ord:red by the commanding officer 
of the post or station, Civilians employed with the 
Army at wages greater than $60 per month may be 
allowed, when the necessities of the case require it, 
to purchase in limited quantities for cash, at cost 
prices, articles of subsistence stores composing the 
ra ion; and one ration per day may be issued to act 
ing assistant surgeons when serving west of the 
Mussissinpi River. 

Sec. 549. That when subsistence can be spared 
from the -uppli‘son band at a military post, the 
comman n° officer may, at his discretion, direct its 
issu~ in -mall quantities to Iodians visiting euch post, 
the returas to be signed by the proper Indian agent 
when present, and ordered by the commanding of- 
fiver; but [odians shall not be continually subsisted 
from Army supplies, nor will stores be transferred to 
Indian agents+xcept by the special orders of the 
Secretary of Wor. When such issues are made, the 
officer ordering them shall give the order in writing, 
stating the number of Indians, the tribe to which 
they belong, the number of days for which rations 
are to be issued, and the necessity for it, and a copy 
of the order shall accompany the abstract of such 
issues, The cust of the rations issued, including cost 
ot transportation (when it can be ascertained), shall 
be rep irted upon the abstract, 

Sec. 550. That the candles, oil, and wicking nec- 
estary for office, guard, and police purposes, and 
such quantities of salt and vinegar as may be re- 
quirea for the public animals, shall, under such 
regul tions as may be established by the Secretary of 
Wer, be issued by the Subsistence Department. 


Sec, 551. That the Subsistence Department shall, 
a8 6002 us May be, provide and keep for sale, at cost 
prices, to persons in the military service at such 
frontier posts and sea—coast garrisons as the Secretary 
of War may designate, such of the articles usually 
suld by post—traders as may be designated, from time 
to time, by a board of officers. This board shall con- 
sist of three co!onels (one of the general staff, one of 
civalry, ard one of infantry), selected by the Com- 
manding General of the Acmy. An account shal! be 
kept of all such ga'es, and those made on credit shall 
be reported moutnly to the Paymaster General.

who, if not satisfied with the explanation given, 
shall canse the officer to be brought to trial under 
the Articles of War. 

Sec, 556. That tobacco shall be furnished to the 
soldiers, and civilians employed, by the commissaries 
of subsistence at cost prices, exclusive of the cost of 
transportation, in such quantities as they may require, 
not exceeding 160z. per month, 

Sec, 557. That when soldiers are without funds to 
purchase necessary subsistence stores, they may, 
upon the approval of the eommanding officer, purchase 
upon credit, provided the amount of such purchase 
does not exceed the amount of pay due them; tvat 
the cost of the stores purchased upon credit, shall be 
entered upon the muster roll, the commissary fur 
nishing each company commander, through the com 
manding officer of the post, with an abstract of the 
sules to his company, showing the rark and names of 
the soldiers, and the amount due by each; and 
that this abstract sha]l be returned to the commissary 
after the amounts have been charged upon the muster 
roll, with a certificate of the company commander o! 
the fact ; and that an abstract of all such sales,showing 
the rank, company, and regiment of the enlisted men 
and the amount due from each, shall be certified toin 
duplicate by the commanding officer. 

Sec. 558. That when subsistence stores can be 
safely spared without detriment to the troops, the 
commanding officer may author'z2 their sale in smal) 
quantities to persons employed with the Army, for 
their personal use, when they cannot otherwise pro- 
cure food; and that such sales ehall be for cash on 
delivery, at cost, including all expenses, 

Sec. 559. That subsistence stores may be sold to 
apy department of the military service ot the United 
States tor public use when the amount on hand will 
admit of it, such sales to be at contract or invoice 

rices, 

. Sec. 560. That at each occupied military post a 
“ Letter Book,” ** Commissary Book,” and a ** Re- 
cord Book” shall be kept by the commissary, and 
they shall not be removed from the post; thatin the 
‘Commissary Book” shall be entered all returns of 
subsistence stores and abstracts of purchase ot sub- 
sistence stores; that the abstract so entered must 
show whether the stores purchased have been paid 
tor or not, and whether certified accounts have been 
issued tor them; and that in the * Record Book” shall 
be copied all letters, orders, instructions, or other 
authoritative papers, not printed, relating to the ad- 
ministration of the duties of the Subsistence Depart. 
ment, either given or received by the commissary, 
that should be known by a successor. 

Sec. 561, That every disbursing officer of the Sub- 
sistence Department shall keep a detailed record in a 
book, to be called * Cash Book,” of all moneys, item 
by item, received or disbursed by him, balancing it 
as olten as may be desirable to exhibit the Precise 
condition of his money responsibility.

A captsin of the line shall be de- 
tailed as secretary to the Board; and for special rea 
sons, a surgeon, or a ficld officer of Engineers, or 
both, may be added to the Board. The proceedings 
of the Board shall be submitted through the Chief 
of Ordnance to the Commanding General of the Army, 
and will by him be laid before the Secretary of War. 

Sec, 567. That nothing in the preceding sections 
shall be coustrued to prohibit the assembling of ad- 
visory boards, for the consideration of any subject of 
public interest, by tie President, the Secretary of 
War, or, by their direction, the chiefs of bureau, and 
the Commanding General of the Army and officers 
exercising separate commande, 

THE CORPS OF ENGINEERS! 


Sec. 568. That the Corps of Engineere, embracing ite commis- 
sioned officers and companies of sappers, miners, and pontoniers, 
shall be charged, under the direction of the President, with all 
du'ies relating to the selection, purchese, and survey of thesites, 
and the plan, construction, and repsir of all fortifications, 
whether permanent or temporary, and their care when not garri- 
eoned: with al light honses, other bui dings, and permanent 
navigation works, under direction of the Light House Board; 
with all mili'ary o*ensive and defensive channel and riter ob- 
structione, including fixed torpedoes, reqnired for coast and 
harbor defence; with ail worke for the attacks and defence of 
places; with all fixed movable military bridges for the passage 
of rivers; with all lines, redoubts, intrenched camps, and other 
military works required for the movements and operation’ of 
armies in the field; and with making such reconnaisearces and 
surveys as may be required for these and other military pur- 
poses. It shall also be charged with the special local surveys for, 
and with tbe plars and constroction of, river and harbor im- 
provements, and such other engineer duties as may be re vay noes 
assigned to the c»ps by act of Congress or order of the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Sec. 569. Tha: the enlisted men of the Fngineer battalion shall 
be instructed in and perform the duties of sappers, miners, and 
pontoniers, and sbal! aid in givirg practica) instruction in those 
branches at the Military 4cademy. They may be detailed by 
the Chief of Eagineers to oversee and aid laborers upon fortifi- 
cations and other works in charge of the Engineer Corps, and, 
as fort-keepers, to protect and repair finished fortifications. 

Sec 570, That the Chief of Engineers shal) be charged, under 
the direction of the Secretary of War and orders of the Com- 
m»nding General of the Army, with the command of the Corps 
of Engineeis and with the revulation of the duties of the officers 
and troops of the corps, as weil as of all agents and others who 
may be employed under his or their direction. He shall super- 
vise all disbursements by officers or agents of the corps, and 
shall personally inepect the public works under the charge of 
officers or agents of his corps as often ae he shall deem ne- 
cessary. 

Sec. 571. That the Commanding General of the Army shall 
assign, from time to time, to any mil!tary division, department, 
district, fort, garrison, or post, to troops, or to an army in the 
field, such officers or troops of the Corps of Engineers as the 
service may require, who, while av assigned, eball be detached 
from the command of the Chief of Engineers, but will continue 
to furnish the reporte and returns that he may require. 

Sec. 572. That Engineer officers and troops not assigned, as 
provided in preced:ng section, bot on special service ucder the 
mmediate orders of the Chief of Engineers, shall not be diverted 
from such service except in cases of marked public exigency, 
and when so diverted the officer of the corps will immediately 
report the same to ihe Chief of Engineers, transmitting a copy 
of the ordera he may have received, and the officer issuing the 
order snall tranemit a copy direct to the War Department for the 
decision of the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 573. That an officer of Engineers directed to superintend 
any works to be constructed by troops shall point out what is to 
be done, and howit is to be dove, and shall maintain such a 
supervieion as will enable him to see that it is done correctly. 
It shal! be the duty of the officer having charge of the detach- 
ment to execute the work sccordipgly. The necessary detail of 
troops for work to be carried on under the superintendence of 
officers of Engineers +hal!, on the requisition of the senior En- 
gineer, be made by the otticer in com.axnd of the troops. The 
requisition shall specify the uumber of men required to labor, 
the time and place at which they are to assemble to commence 
work, the pame and rank of the Engineer officer to whom they 
will report, and the durat'o. of service required. 

Sec 574. That when on duty with armies ip the fleld, officers of 
Engineers engaged in rurveys aod reconnuissances shal! report 
their operations therein, and also the execution of a)] other du- 
lis, through the commander ucder whom they are serving, to 
their Chief +t Headquarters of the Army, and that Chief will re- 
port to the Commander of ihe Army. , 
Sec. 575. That the senior Euginecr serving with the Army in 
the field, shall subject te the »pproval of i s commander, report 
monthly to the Chief of Eog neers »1t Washington, the operations 
of the Eogineer force under his direction, sufficiently in detail 
to show the nature aud exient of the operations, and the respec- 
tive portions executed by the eeveral Engineer officers engaged 
therein. Ile sbali also cause exact plans to be made of al! mili- 
tary works executed uuder his direction; and in cases of attack 
or defence shall cause exact journals to be kept, showing, by 
drawings and descriptious, every particular of each day's events. 
Theve plane aud descriptions, toge: her with maps of all surveys 
and reconnatssances, with explanatory re..orts or memoirs, shall 
be carefully pr served, and t »nemitied at suitable opportunities 
to the Chief of Engineers a: Warhington. 

Sec. 576. That off. ers of the Corps of Engineers engaged in 
the cons::uction of fortitications or other public works shell be 
eutitied to the like allowances of q arters, mess 1oome, and 
kitcheus, w th fuel for the rame, at are provided for officers at 
garrisoned posts or other fixed s'ations.

of War or Chief of Ergineers, as the caee may be, 

Bec. 579. That in any work carried on under ite direction of 
the Chiu f of Evgineere, his authority must be obtained for the 
erection of temporary wharves and buildings required in the 
progress of the. work: for the purchate of surveying instru- 
mette, professions! books, maps, and charts: of medicines; of 
means of traneportation of surveying parties; of office room 
and furniture for the eame, and for the parchase or hire of any 
vesecl or boat ; and the application for the authority must state 
the probable cost to be entailed. Extensive repsirs upon any of 
the structures, veesels, boats, or other means of transportation 
above enumerated, must first be authorized by the Chief of 
Engineers. His approval shall] aleo be required for the emp'oy- 
ment and rate of compensation of aseistant engineers, scientists, 
phyeiciane, inspectora, draughtsmen, clerks, and overseers, 
steamboat captainr, mates, and pilote. In the cases mentioned 
above, when, from the emergency of the work, antecedent 
authority has not been obtained, approval after the fact may be 
given by the Chief of Engincers at his discretion. In time of 
war, the approval of the General under whom the Engineer ofti- 
cer may be serving shall be authority for eimilar expenditures. 

Sec 580. That an officer of the corps or agent in charge of any 
work of construction or survey, or any operation involving the 
expenditure of money, sha)! disburee the money for the same, 
and when informed of the fund applicable thereto, will furnist 
the Chief of Engineers a project for the manner in which it is 
proposed to apply it, with an estimate of the probable monthly 
expenditures. 

Sec. 581. That public works in charge of the Corps of Engi 
neers shall be inspected at least once a year, and, when com- 
pleted, by such officers of the corps as the Chief of Eogineers, 
with the approval of the Secretary of War, shall designate. 

Sec. 582 That when the Chief of Engineers shall be satisficd, 
from the statement of the constructing officer and the resuit of 
the inspections above directed, that any fortification is in all 
respects complete so far as the functions of his department are 
concerned, he wi give official notice thereof to the Secretary of 
War, iu order to its being turned over for occupation oy the 
troops. And until its completion shall have been announced, no 
work shall be occupied by troops except by the special order of 
the Secretary of War, or, in case of emergency, by .he Depart- 
ment Commander. 

Sec. 583. Toat the repuirs of instraments may be made under 
direction of the officer using them, when the exigencies of the 
service, in his opinion, require it, and the cost thereof charged 
to the work on which they are in use. 

Sec. 584. That officers of the Corps of Engineers, or on engi- 
neer duty, travelling on service connected with the works of 
internal imp'overment, will be paid their mileage out of the 
specific appropriat:on for the benefit of which the journey was 
performed When travelling on any other duty, the mileage 
will be paid by that branch of service intrusted with such pay- 
ments for the Army. 

Sec. 585. Toat persons employed in the Engineer service above 
the grades of laborers and ordinary mechanics may ve allowed 
actual travelling expenses for travel on duty under orders, to be 
paid from the appropriation applicable to the works upon which 
euch pereons are emplo) ed. 


THE ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 


Sec. 586. That the Ordnance Department shall be charged 
with the selection of sites for arsenals and ordnance depots, witb 
the coustruction and repuir of such establishments when that 
duty is net devolved upon the Corps ot Engineers, with the 
purchaee, preservation, and repair of all ordinance and ordnance 
stores procured for the military establishment, with the distri- 
bution and disbursement of all money uvpropriated by Congress 
for these purposes, and with such other duties as may be im- 
posed on it by the Secretary of War; but hereafter ordnance 
and ordnance stores shal! not be fabricated by the Government, 
and the unexpended balances of existing appropriations for that 
purpose sball be available only for the purchase, preservation, 
and repair of the eame. 

Sec. 587. That general denomination ‘‘ ordnance and ordnance 
stores’ shall include all cannon and artillery, carriages and 
equipments ; all apparatus and machines for the rervice and 
Mancuvre of artiliury; all small arms, accoutrements, and 
horee «equipments; all ammunition and all tools, machinery, 
and maiviials for the Orduance service; horee medicines, 
materials for shoeing, and all horse equipments and harness for 
the artillery. 

Sec. 588. That the Chief of Ordnance shall have charge of all 
armories, areenale, «nd ordnance depots. and of all property 
belonging to the Ordnance Department not issued to the troops. 
He sha’l furnieh and keep in repair all arms, ordnance, and 
ordnance stores required for the military service, on proper 
req aisitions and orders. 

bec. 589. That ordnance and ordnance stores shall be provided 
by purchase, by contract, or in open market. Officers of the 
Ordnance Department shall be charged with making all euch 
purchases, except when otherwise specially directed by the 
Secretary of Wa’. 

Sec. 590. That no change shall be made in the established 
models or patterns of o:duance and ordnance stores for the ser- 
vice of the Untied States without the approbation of the Secre- 
tary of War. 

Sec. 591. That inspections of armories, arsenals, and ordnance 
depots sonal) be made by the Chief of Ordnance, or other officer 
epecial)y designated by the Secretary of War or Com. Gen. o/ the 
Army whenever in his opinion euch inspection is necessary. At 
these inspections it shall be the special duty of the inspecting 
officer to see that the laws, fegulations, so’ orders of the de- 
partment are faithfully executed. He wil? ascertain whether 
ihe pergons employed &t the armories and arsenals sre efficient 
in the performance of their duties, and ‘bat the number does 
not exceed that required to execute, by consiant employment, 
the business of the establishment. It shall also be his duty 
specially to examipe the arsena! reports and estimates. 

Sec. 592. That at the conclusion of each inspection of an 
armory, areenal, or ordnance depot, the inspecting off.cer shali 
report to the Ordnance Bureau ite condition, and especiaily each 
anc every departure from the established models aud patterns ; 
whether the laws, regulatione, and orders may have been 
violated, or in what respects they have not been carried into 
full operation ; and whether, in his opinion, the number of men 
or avimals employed could be reduced without interfering with 
the regrlar buriness of the establishment. 

Sec. 593. That the officer in command of an arsenal, armory. 
or ordnance depot sbali, under the direction of the Chief of 
Urdnance, make and publish the rules for 118 internal govern- 
ment, procure the necessary materials and tools, engaye the 
workmen, asvign their grade, and appoint the necessary forc- 
men. The cause for diecharging or displacing a foreman shall 
be reported to the Ordnance Bureau. 

Scc. £94. Tnat the commanding officer aforesaid shall be 
accountabie for all the ordnance property and funde at his 
station, unless authorized by the Chief of Ordnance to devolve 
the accotn ability on another officer. 

Sec. 595. ‘ivat when an assistant is authorized as aforesaid, 
be ehall disburse ihe fuuds on the ceruticate ui the officer in 
command, upon each pay-roll or other account, stating the sum 
tutal in woras and figures; and, under the wirection of the of- 
ficer in command, shall nave the care and custody, and make the 
returns of the urdnance and ordnance stores, except those in 
current use, for which, including draught animals, the officer in 
command is at all times accuuntable, 

sec. 596. That materials ve be consumed or expended shall be 
issued on written orders trom'the officer in command to the as- 
sistan!, who shali make quarterly abstracts of euch iesucs as his 
voucher, to be certified by the oricer in command. 

Sec, 597. That the officer in command ehall turn over to the 
assistaut, invoices of stores received, to be receipted for by hiw, 
and shali furnish to him abetracis of urticies purchased and re- 
paired, from which the acsistant shall make toe quarterly ab- 
ptracts, to be certified by the officer in command. Al! articles 
purchased or repaired are to be »nepected uncer the dire :tion of 
the commanding officer before beivg paid for or turned into 
avore, 

Sec. 598. That workmen in an armory or areenal shall be paid 
as far as practicable by piece work. The price of piece work 
shall be fixed, according to the 8k:)] and labor it requiree, by the 
commanciny officer, uucer the direction of the Cuief uf Ord- 
pance. 

sec. 599. That the money value of any piece of work spoiled 
By fault or incompeteucy of a workman shail be charged to 
him on the pay-roll. 





Sec. 600 That a fair rent shall becharged monthly on the pay- 
ro lto the hired men who occupy public quarters. The rent- 
ull shall be re:urned monthly to the Orduance Bureau. 

Sec. 601. That no trees on arsenal grounds shall be removed 
or desiroved witbont authority from the Chief of O:duance. 

Sec. 602. That none but strong draught animals shal! be pur- 
chared for the Ordnance service, nor ehail they be purchased 
without. authority from the Chief of Ordnance. 

Sec. 603. Tnat ail ordnance stores, previous to being put into 
store or into current use, shal), when practicable, be distinctly 
and permanently marked, so as to be identified as the property 
of the United States, and with the pace and year of fabrication. 
All b« xes containing valoable and portable ordnance and ord- 
uance sivles shall be seaied at all times, both in store and when 
turned over ‘or traneportation. 

Sec. 604. That the Chief of Ordnance shal! maintain depots of 
ordnance aud ordnance stores at such places as the Secretary of 
War muy direct. When practicable, these depots wii! be under 
the charge of an ordnance officer, who will be provided by the 
Chief uf Ordnance with tools and appliances to make euch re- 
pairs of ordnance and ordnance stores as may be needed, and 
which cannot be made by the troops themselves, and to do 
which at an arsenal would involve an unnecessary expense for 
transportation. Upon the establishment of such a depot in any 
military department, all requisitions for ordoance surplics 
for its posts and troops will be filled from it upon the order of 
the commanding general, or otherwise, as he may clirect, and the 
officer in charge will be responsible under the commanding gen- 
era) that sufficient stores, procured by timely requisitions upon 
the Chief of Ordnance, are always on hand to meet the proba- 
ble wants of the trapps in the department. 

Sec. 605. That in me of peace ordnance and ordnance stores 
not drawn from the depots of eupply ehall be iseued only by the 
authority of the Chief of Ordnance, under the direction of the 
Secretary of War. 

Sec. 606. That in time of war ordnance and ordnance stores 
shall be issued for the supply of treops actually in service, upon 
the orders of any general or field officer commanding an army, 
gawison, or cetachment : Frovided. That previous to iseues to 
the militia or volunteers the y sball] have been regularly muster 
e? into the service of the United States, and the requisition 
shall have been approved by the mustering and inspecting of- 
ucer of the United States, or by a generalor field cfficer com- 
manding in the regular service. 

Sec. 607. That the senior officer of the Ordnance Department at- 
tached to any army in the field shall, under the immediate direction 
of the commander of such army, have the charge and direction of 
the depots of ordnance and ordnance stores for the supply of such 
army. He will ascertain the actual and probable wants of the army 
relative to his department, and be prepare? to furnish — at 
the shortest notice. He will also correspond with the Chief of 
Ordnance and with the officers at the nearest arsenal, so as to an- 
ticipate, if possible, and provide for all wants of the army con- 
nected with his department. 

Sec. 608. That no ordnance or ordnance stores shall be issued 
otherwise than as herein provided, except by special authority from 
the Secretary of War, or in cases of emergency, and when issues 
are made under this exception, the order therefor shall be immedi- 
ately forwarded to the Ordnance Bureau, accompanied by a state- 
ment of the reasons for the issue. Any ordnance supplies issued 
on such urgent occasions will, if not expended, be stored at some 
convenient ordnance depot when the urgency ceases. 

Sec. 609. That the arms, accoutrements, and horse equipments 
required by an ofticer for his own use in the public service may be 
sold to him on payment of the regulated price. 

Sec. 610. That the commander of each company or detachment 
will be accountable for ordnance and ordnance stores issued to his 
command. The commander of each post, or the ordnance officer 
acting under him, will be accountable for all ordnance and ord- 
nance stores at the post not issned te the company or detachment 
commapders, or not in charye of an officer of ordnance. 

Sec. 611. That when it becomes necessary to detail enlisted men 
of a command for a period of ten days or longer, to repair or clean 
arms, ordnance, or ordnance stores, they shall be regularly de- 
tailed for such duty by order of the commanding officer, approved 
by the departinent commander, and shall be entitled to extra duty 
pay of the highest or lowest rate, as may be fixed by the nature of 
the work and the order of the commanding officer. Such extra 
duty pay shall be paid by the Ordnance Department on vouchers 
approved by the commanding officer. 

Sec. 612. That when arms, accoutrements, and equipments need 
repairs that cannot be made by the troops, the commanding officer 
shall report their conditiou to the Chief of Ordnance, who will give 
orders for their disposal. No unserviceable articles shall be ex- 
changed for others when they can be made serviceable by repairs. 

Sec. 613. That ordnance and ordnance stores in the hands of 
troops, and not required for use, shall be turned into store in as 
good order as possible, at the most convenient arsenal or ordnance 
depot, for which the officer in charge shall give a receipt stating 
their vondition. 

Sec. 614. That ordnance and ordnance stores at any military post, 
not an ordnance depot, which are considered by the commanding 
officer unnecessury for the service of the post, shall be transported 
to an arsenal or ordnance depot, provided the removal of such ord- 
nance and ordnance stores shall be first sanctioned by the com- 
mander of the department in which they are situated. Officers 
commanding posts will report all such stores to the commander of 
the department, wno shali designate the place to which they shall 
be removed. 

Sec. 615, That it is made the special duty of all officers turn- 
ing in arms, either to ordnance depots or to company store rooms, 
to have them carefully inspected and see that they are not loaded. 
Officers receiving arms that have been in the hands of troops shall 
likewise have them inspected and see that no loaded arms are re- 
ceived in the storehouses. 

Sec. 616. That officers of militia or volunteers in the service of 
the United States shall make returns and account for ordnance and 
ordnance stores in the use of the troops under their command, as 
required in the Regular Service. Every man to whom issues of 
ordnance and ordnance stores are made will be held accountable 
forthem. if lost through neglect, they will be charged against the 
Joser on the muster roll,or he will be proceeded against as provided in 
the Articles of War, Commanders of companies will be held pecun- 
iarily responsible that this regulation is enforced. 

Sec. 617. That ordnance and ordnance stores for the use of the 
inilitia of any State or Territory, under the acts for arming and 
equipping the militia, shall be issued by the Chief of Ordnance, 
under direction of the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 618. That expenses of the issue and delivery of ordnance 
and ordnance stores to the States, at any point within the State 
designated by the governor, shall be paid by the United States from 
the appropriation for arming and equipping the militia. The 
officers of the Ordnance Department shall provide for the trans- 
portation and payment of the expenses. 

Sec. 619. That the accounts with the several States and Terri- 
tories shall be kept in the Ordnance Office. Rifles and other small 
arms, accoutrements, field artillery, equipments, and ammunition 
of the pattern adopted for the troops of the United States may be 
issued at the request of the governor of the State or Territory when 
the quota due and the Government supplies will permit. Receipts 
will be prepared in triplicate by the issuing officer, and transmitted 
for the signature of the governor or officer or agent sppointed by 
him to receive the stores, one of which, when returned, shall be 
forwarded by the issuing ofticer to the Ordnance Bureau. 

Sec. 620. That dtreet2ons in detail for the purchase, inspection, 
and proof of alé ordinance and ordnance stores shall be issued by 
the Chief of Ordmauce with the approbation of the Secretary of 
War. Ordnanée and ordnance stores procured by contract or in 
open market shall be required to pass the same inspection and 
proof as has heretofore been required in the inspection of those 
fabricated at the arsenals. In each Case the inspector shall give to 
the contractor triplicate inspection certificates, and transmit to the 
Ordnance Bureau an inspection report, al] of which shall be accord- 
ing to forms prescribed by the Chief of Ordnince. 

Sec. 621. That reports of defegts in tue quality or condition of 
ordnance supplies will, in all cases, besides nuiming the articles, 
describe the particular pattern or mod-j, when and where made, 
and whence, when, and from whom received, with such other in- 
formation as will aid the Ordnance Depar.ment in taking the pro- 
per measures for correcting the defect. The necessary assistant 
inspectors of small arms will be procured, when practicable, from 
the armory. No assistant shall inspect oftener thab'twice in stic- 
cession,the arms made at the same private establishment. The 
inspector,wil] have the inspected arms boxed and sealed in his 
presenee. 


THE MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 


Sec. 622. That the Su n-General, under the immediate dires- 
tion of the Secretary of War, shall be charged with the issuing of 
all instructions relating to the professional duties of m 
officers; and in yt Cent ot ee Sargeos-General, his duties 
shall devolve upon the Assistant Surgeon-General, 

Sec. 623. That. the standard of medical supplies for the Army 
shall be furnished by the Surgeon-General. , 
Sec. 624. That the chief medical purveyor shall have, under the di-* 
rection of the Surgeon-General, supervision of the purchase and 
distribution of the hospital and medical supplies. 

Sec. 625. That the assistant medical purveyors shall be the dis 
bursing and issuing officers of the Medical Department, and sball 
be charged with the payment of such accounts against it as may be 
propérly approved and authorized. They shall keep on hand at 
their respective depots such quantities of supplies as may be 
deemed necessary by the Surgeon-General, replacing the same by 
timely requisitions upon him, They shall make purchases of such 
articles only as are required for immediate use, or as may be speci- 
ally authorized by the Surgeon-General; and when not acting as 
purveyors they shall be assignable by the Presiden to the dutics of 
other medical officers. 

Sec. 626. That in all cases of emergency, the nature of which 
must be stated, assistant medical purveyors shall promptly issue 
supplies on special requisitions made directly upon them. Except 
in cases of emergency, they shall issue medical supplies only on 
the order of the Surgeon-General or the Assistant Surgeon-General, 
or on the approval of a medical director. 

Sec. 627. That the Medical Director of any command shall be the 
representative of the Surgeon-General, and at the same time a staff 
officer to the commanding general, to both of whom he shall Le 
responsible for the proper administration of the medical affairs of 
the command. 

Sec. 628. That Medical Directors ehall be assigned by the Secre- 
tary of War or Com. Gen. of the Army. The senior medics] off- 
cer of a subordinate command, such as an army coros, divisiun, 
or brigade of troops, or a military district, sball be known as 
the Surgeon-in-Chief, and ehall be charged with duties analo- 
gous to those of a Medical Director. The announcement of an 
officer as Surgeon-in-Chief shal] not relieve him from h‘s ordi- 
-_ post or regimental duties unless it is so specified in the 
order. 

See 629. That as the representative of the Surgeon-Genera] 
the Medics] Director shall receive orders d.rectly from him (as 
restricted by section 83 of this act), and in bis own rame may 
iesne instructions to his subordinates concerning the medical 
sorvies not in corflict with the orders of the commanding 

*Lera}. 
¥ Sec. 639. That the Medical Director shal] acqvaint himeelf by 
frequeut inspections, either ia — or otberwiee, with the 
actual condition of the medical service under his juriediction, 
and shal! iseve such instructions to his subordinaies and make 
euch recommendations to his commander as will preecrve and 
increase its efficiency. He ie aleo author'zed to act as inspecior 
of medical property reported uneerviceable. p 

Sec. 631. That the Medical Direcior shall recommend to his 
commanding general the proper aseignment of contract sur- 
geons, hospital stewards, and hoepital attendants emploved 
under contract; and, besides the reports reouired by Regula- 
tions, be shal] make euch special reports to the Sureeon-General 
as eball at all times keep bim fully informed as to the eanitary 
condition of his department. 

Sec. 632. That whenever the limits or forces of a department 
or army are changed, the Medica] Director ehall farnish, withont 
delay, to the director of the command to which the medica! offi- 
cers are transferred, a list of the same, with such other informa- 
tion as may be of value to that officer. He shall ulso inform the 
-‘Surgeon-Genera] of all euch changes on their occurrence, 

Sec. 633 That all requisitions, claime, or official communica- 
tions ‘row officers serving 1p military departments that require 
the action of the Surgeon-General shall be forwarded to bim 
through the Medical Directcr. 

Sic. 634. That all candidater for appointment in the Medical 
Department shall apply 'o0 the Secretary of War for permission 
‘0 appear be ore the Medica) Examining Board. The applics- 
tion shall be in the baud writing of the candidate, stating age 
and birth place, and be accompanied by testimonials fiom pre- 
fesaors of the coliege in which he graduated, or from other 
physicians of good repute. Candidates must be between 
tweniy-one and twenty-eight years of age,apd graduates of a 
medical college, having a thorough and compete course of 
medical education, evidence of wnich must be submitted to the 
board before examination, Tbe morals, babite, and physical 
and mental qnalifications of each candidate sha!) be subjects tor 
careful exawination by the d, aud a favorable report will 
not be made in any case in which there is a reasonable doub‘, 
The board shall report the merits of the candidates in the 
reveral branches of the examination, and their felative merit 
iu the whole, according to which, if vacancies exist within two 
years thereaiter, the approved candidates may receive apponnt- 
wents in the Medical Department. An applicant failing at one 
+ aaaaaaes may be allowed a second after one year, bat not a 
u 


ird. 

Sec. 635. That United States General Hospitals and Hospital 
Transperts shall be under the exclusive control of the Surgeon- 
Genera), and will be constructed upon euch plane, and be 
governed by such regulations, as the Secretary of War may 
approve, upon his recommendation. They shall not be diverted 
from their special purposes except by the order of an army or 
department commander in cases of militar, neceesity. 

Sec. 636. That commissioned medical officers, assigned to 
duty in charge of United States General Hospitals or Hospital 
Traneporte, shall act under the instructions of the Surgeou- 
General, aud are not eubject to the orders of local commanders, 
other than those of armies or geographical military divisions or 
departments. They are charged with the datics of commanding 
otticere, and will be obeyed and reepected as such, 

Sec. 637. That at General Hospitals of five hundred or more 
beds, an officer of the line, or of another department, shali be 
detailed to act as quartermasier anc commiseary of enbeistence, 
uoder the direction of the surgeon iv charge. At General 
Hospitals of one thousand bed+, une such officer mey be de- 
tailed ae quartermaster and one as Commiseary. 

Sec. 638. That such guards and weaus of traueportation as may 
be necessary shall be furnished to General Hospitals vu the 
recommendation of the Medical Director ur the Su:geon- 
General. 

Sec. 639. That engineere, mechanics, and laborers for policing 
in Gene:al Hospitals shall be employed and paid by the Medical 
Devartment. 

Sec. 640. That Regulation Post Hospitals shall be built eccoré- 
ing to plans to be furnished by the Surgeon-Geners], and at 
permanent posts, when authorized by the Secretary of War. No 
building shall be erected or occupied for huspital purpoves until 
the opinion of a mevical officer has been obtained in writing as 
to Lbe merits of the site and arrangement ; and if the communa- 
ing officer act in oppusition to this vpinion, he shall report to 
the War Department his reasons forso doing. Nequests for the 
erection of, additions to, or alrerations in regulation boepitals 
sball be made by the medical officer through the commzncing 
ofticer. The location of the building, the proposed materia}, the 
exact modifications of the regular plan, if any, which are pro- 
pored, and the estimated cost shall be stated in the request. 
‘Tbe commanding officer shai) indoree his opinion npon tue re- 
quest, and forward it to depariment beadquariere, The depart- 
ment commander will obtain the views of the Medics] Duector 
snd department quartermarter, and forward tue papers to the 
War Department, with bis own opinion indorsed thereon, Wren 
the eiection of @ horpital has been authorized, tbe oftcer 
charged with its conetruction ebal] cousult as to minor detsils 
with che medical cfticer o1 the poet, who will act as iuanector of 
the work on the port of the Medical Department. When the 
building is reported ready fur occupaion, the medical officer 
shall report in full as to its mer.ts, to 1\he Surgeon-General 
through the Meaic.) Director, and shall furnien a copy of raid 
lepo.t to the cops:ructing officer. Copies of ail piune, esti- 
mates, an’ orders c nuected with the ereciion or repa'rs of post 
hospite)s, w.cther temporary or permanent, +ba'l be fuin:shed 
to tue M.aical Depa tent by the ficer m Kivy the same, anc, 
when furnispea iv & pust surgeon or a Medic.) Diectur, they 
shall at once furward them with their comments to the Sur- 
geon-Gelers, : 

Sec. 641. ‘1hat Medical Directors shall be authorized by the 
Sutgeon-General, when necessary, to provide special hos} ital 
accomm ons for sick and wounded officere. 

Sec, 612. That the seni r m of a post shall be 
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dition of the hospital, which is at all times eubject te inspection 
by the commanding otcer, or a duly authorized inapector. 

Sec 613. That ordinarily the allowance of attendants to post 
hospitais shali be ae follows: To a post or son of one com- 
pany, one steward, who shal! also be ward master, one aaurse, 
one cook, and one matron ; for every ten patients additional, if 
belonging to other compauier, one nurse; and besides, where 
the command exceeds five companies, one ward master, who 
shall be a corpora', and one matron; at arsenals where the 
number of enlisted men is not less than fourteen, one matron 
shall be allowed. The allowance for hospital attendants for 
troops in the fleld shall be determined by Regalatiors. 

Sec 644, That the senior medical officer shail select from the 
command suitable cooks and nurses, and, at posts where there 
is no hospital steward, soldier to ac as steward, with the 
approval of the commanding officer; he will also app»int the 
matroos. Whenever practicable, cooks and nurses shall he 
taken from the privates, and shall ordinarily be exempt from 
other duty, but shall attend the parades for master and weekly 
inspection of their companies at the posts, unless specially ex- 
cused by the co nmanding officer. 

Sec 615. ‘hat upon the authority of the Surgeon-General, 
cooks and nur ‘es may be hired upon contract, and emp!oyed in 
any United States Army Hospital, when it shall appear that 
a fable eolisted men cannot be procared. They ehall receive 
one ration a day, aud sich ¢ »mpensation as may be authorized 
by the Secretary of War. They shall be paid by paymastere, on 
rolis certified by the sargeon in charge When travelling on 
daty, under proper orders, they may have their rations com- 
mated at the rate allowed to soldiers travelling on detached 
service. 

Sec. 646. That the diet of patients in the United States Army 
Iloepitals shall be regulated, as far as practicable, according to 
s2ch tahles as may be issued by the Surgeon-General. 

Sec 617. That at all post hospitals such number of hospital 
tents shall he kept on hand as will accommodate an eqaal num- 
ber of beds to those contained ia the hospital. ‘Chey shal! be 
uader the control of the medical officer, and are to be used in 
emergencies only. 

Sec. 618 That the fleld hoepital service in time of war shall 
be conducted under the o'ders of the Medical Directors, in con- 
formity with such instructions as shall be issued from time to 
time by the Surgeou-General and the Generals commanding 

Sec. 619 That hospital stewards shall be under the immediate 
command of the senior medical officer of the post or detach- 
meat: and hospital stewards of the first class on daty at posts 
shail not be detached except on the order of ths Surgeon-Gene- 
ral or the department cumm ander. 

Sec 630. That when necessary, and on th? recommendation 
of the medical office, the commanding officer shall detail a 
soldier to act as steward. A soldier so detailed, and serving 
with a command of more than four companies, wi!l be mustered 
as & bospital steward of the second claes, and receive the pay of 
$22 per month. When serving with a command of four or a 
jess number of c»mpanies, he will pe mustered a a bospital 
steward of the third clase, and receive the pay of $20 per month. 
When no competent enlisted man can be vbtained, the medical 
officer shall report the fact to the Medical Director. Applica- 
tions and testimonials of rsons desirous of enlisting as 
hospital stewards may b+ »ddressed to the Surgeon-General. 

Sec. 651. That tente, clothing, hospital furniture, and any 
other stores that have been u-ed in the treatment of contagious 
diseases eball in no instance be turned into depote, bat shall be 
either barsed or thoroughly disinfected and stored by them 
selves for farther use, as may be recommended by the Medical 
Director or Surgeon-in Chief. 

Sc, 632 That it shall be the duty of a medics officer to 
supervise the hygiene of the post or other command to which he 
is attached, and to recommend such measures as he may deem 
necessary to prevent or diminis disease among the troops; and 
to this purpoee be ehall at least once a month examine, aud note 
in toe weaical histury of the command, the cundition of quar- 
ters, including al! buildings belonging to the post, the character 
and cooking of the ratiour, the amouut and quality of the water 
supp y, the drainage, and ‘he condition, clotping, and habits of 
the men, and shail make io writivg to tne commanding officer 
such recommendations as be may deem proper; and if the 
action recommended be deemed impracticable or unde-irable, 
the commanding officer shal! etate his objections in writing, and 
forward them, «ih the recommendation, to the department or 
other higher commander. 

Sec. 638. That medical officers, where on duty, shall attend 
officers, suldiers, officers’ servants, and the laundreeses antho- 
riz-d by law; and at stations where other medics! attendance 
cannot be procured, and on marches, the hired men of the 
Army, *nd the families of officers and soldiers. Medicines will 
be dispensed to all pe:sons entitied to medical attend ince ; 
hospital stores to enlisted men, and to officers at posts where 
they cannot be obtained by purchase. 

Sec. 64 That when medical attentance is required bv officers 
or soldiers on duty, and the »ttendauce of a medical officer can- 
not be had, the othcer, or, if there be no officer, then the soldier, 
may eoploy a private physician, aud a just account therefor 
wilt be paid by the Medical Department. 

Sec. 655, Tat toe examination of recruits shall be conducted 
in the presence of the recruiting officer, and according to the 
principles approved by the Surgeon General ; and every recruit 
whail be examined by the medics] officer and vaccinated, if 
pecereary, as soun as be joins the rendezvous or regiment. 

Sec. 636. That medica: officers shall keep a recurd of all re- 
cruits examined by them. Books for thie purpuse will be 
furvished to all recruiting eta‘ions by the Surgeon-General, to 
whom they shall be returned when filled. A monthly report 
(which sball be an exact copy of the record) of all recruits ex 
amined eb }] be made to the Sur geos* General. 

Sec. 7. That at such posts as may be designated by the Sur- 
geon-General a metevrological register shail be kept by the 
senior medical officer. 

Bec. 658. That whenever it is deemed advisable, the Surgeon. 
Genera! may authorize contracts to be made fur washing for 
general hospitals and hospital tran-porta, 

Sec. 659 That surgeons from civil life whose services are 
accepied. for the benefit of the sick and wounded in the field, 
under the invitation of the Secretary of War, will each be 
aitlowed transportation to and from the place where their ser- 
vices may be needed, and, while so employed, the ase of a pub- 
lic horse, a tent, servant, and the privilege of purchasing sub- 
sisterce stores from the Subs stence Department. 

Sec. 660. That upon the organization of truops for service in 
the field, ambalance corpy shall be established, and be regulated 
as follows: tat. The >urgeon-in-Chief of each Army Corps 
eball, under the contzol of the Medical Di ector of the Army or 
department to which such Army Corpse belongs, have the direc- 
tion and supervision of all ambulances, medicine, aod o! her 
wagone, hors #, mules. harness, and other fixtures appertaining 
thereto, and of all officers aud men who may be detailed or 
employed to assist bim iu the manayement thereof, in the Army 
Gorps tn which he may be serving. 21. The commanding ofiicer

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Horse and mule litters may be adopted or authorized by the 
Secretary of War, in lieu of ambulances, when jadged neces- 
sary, to be ured under such ru'e« and regulations as may be pre 
bed by the Surgeon-in-Chief of each army corps. 5th. The 
captain shall be the commander of all the ambulatices, medicine 
and other wagons, in the corps, under the immediate direction 
of the Sargeon-in-Chief of the Army Corps to wh'ch the ambu 
lance corps belongs. He shall pay special attention to the 
condition of the ambulances, wagons, horses, mules, harness, 
and other fixtures appertaining thereto, und see that they are at 
all times in readiness for service; that the officersand men of 
the ambulance corps are properly iosiracted in their duties, and 
tnst their duties are performed, and that the regulations which 
may be prescribed by the Secretary of War or the Sargeo1 Gen- 
eral for the government of the ambulance corns are strictly 
observed by those under his commard. It shall be his duty to 
institate a dri'l in bis coryva, instracting his men in the most 
easy and expeditions manner of moving the sick and wounded 
and to reqaire in all cases that the sick and wounded shall be 
treated with gentleness and care, and that the ambulances and 
wagons are at all times provided with attendants, drivers, horss, 
mules, and whatever may be necessary for their efliciency; and 
it shall be his daty also to see that the ambulances are not used 
for any other purpose than that for which they are designed 
and ordered. It shall be the duty of the Surgeon-in-Chief of the 
Army Corps, previous toa march, and previons to and in time of 
action, or whenever it may be necessary to use the ambulances, 
to is*ue the proper orders tothe captain for the distribution an! 
management of the same, for collecting the sick and wounded 
and conveying them to their destination. And it shall be the 
daty of the captain faithfully and diligently to execute such 
orders; and the officers of the ambalance corpse, including the 
medical director, shall make such reports from time to time as 
may be required by the Secretary of War, the Surgeon-General, 
the Medicai Director of the Army, or the commanding officer of 
the Army Corps in which they may be serving; and ali reports to 
higher authority than the commanding officer of the army Curps 
shail be tranemitted through the Medical Director of the Army 
to which such Army Corps belongs.

The second lieutenant shail have 
command of the portion of the ambniance corps for a brigade, 
and shal! be under the immediate orders of the first lientenan', 
and he shall exercise a careful supervision over the sergeants 
and privates as-igned to the portion of the ambulance corps for 
his brigade; and it shall be the duty of the sergeants to conduct 
the drills and inspections of the ambulances, under his orders, 
of their respective regimente, 8tb.

any other purpose. It shall be the daty of the officers of the 
ambulance corps to report to the commander of the Army Corps 
any violation of the provisions of this section, or any attempt to 
violate the same. And any officer who eha!l use an ambulance, 
or require it to be used fur any other purpose than as provided 
in this section, shall, for the firat offence, be publicly repri- 
manoded by the commander of the department or Army Corps in 
which be may be serving, and for the secund offence shal! be 
punished at the discretion of a court martial. 9:h. No person 
except the proper medical officers, or the officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, and privates of the ambulance corps, or suco 
persons as may be especially assigned by competent militar, 
authority to duty with the ambulance corps for the occasion, 
shall be permitted to take or accompany sick or wounded men 
to the rear, either on the march o- upon the feild of battle. 10th. 
The officers, non-commissioued officers, and piivates of the am 
bulance corps shali be designated by such uniform or io such 
manner as the Secretary of War shall deem proper: Provide ¢,

It shall be the daty of the commander of the Army Corps 
to transmit to the Adjutant-General the names and rank of all 
Officers and enlisted men detailed for service in the ambulance 
curpa of euch Army Corps, stating the organizations from wh ch 
they may have been so detailed; and if such officera and men 
belong to voluaoteer organizations, the Adjatant-G-neral shall 
thereupon notify the governors of the several Siates in which 
such organizations were raised, of their detail for such service; 
and it shall be the duty of the command-r of the Army Corps 
to report to the Adjutant-General from time to time the conduct 
and behavior of the officers and enlisted men of the ambulance 
corps, and the Adjutaut-General shall forward copies of such 
reports, 80 far as they relate to officers and enlisted men of 
volunteer organizations, to the governors of the States in which 
such organiz«tions were raised.

Sec. 661, That on requisitions approved by a medical director the 
Q. M. Department shall furnish the horses,. barness, forage, and 
ambulances that may be required by the Medical Departmeut for 
the ambulance corps provided for in section 660; and the latter 
shall ~ made according to patterns furnished by the Surgeon- 
General, 

See, 662, That every soldier of the Union Army who was rup- 
tured while in the line of duty during the war for the suppres. 
xion of the Rebellion is entitled to receive q single or double 
truss, of such style as may be designated by the Surgean-General, 
as best suited for hiv disability. 

Sec. 603. That application for such truss shall be made by the 
ruptured soldier to an examining surgeon for pensions, whose 
duty it shall be to examine the applicant, and, when found to 
have a rupture or hernia, to prepare and forward to the Surgeon- 
General an application for such trass, without —- to the soldier, 

Sec, 64, That the Surgeou-General is authorized and directed to 
purchase the trusses required for such soldiers, at wholesale prices, 
and the cost of the same shall be paid upon the requisition of 
the Surgeon-General gut of any moneys in the Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, 


THE PAY DEPARTMENT, 


Sec. 665. That the Pay Department shall be charged with the 
responsibility of making all payments due to the officers ard en- 
listed men of the Army, excepting those devolved by law upon 
the other disbursing departments; and the Paymaster-Gencral 
ehal) take care, by timely requisitions, that the several paymas- 
ters and assistant paymasters ure supplied with the funds necessary 
for such payments. 

Sec, 665, That when the Paymaster-General has discovered tha} 
an officer has drawn pay more than once for the same time, he 
shall call upon the officer to make immediate refundment of the 
amount overdrawn, and to submit an explanation of the facts for 
the consideration of the Secretary of War. If no explanation be 
submitted, the Paymaster-General shall report the facts to the 
Adjutant-General, 

Sec. 657, That an officer may transfer his pay account, duly 
signed by him, when due, by a proper indorsement, stating to 
whom transferred; and such transferred account may be paid by 








the proper payraaster on being satisxtled of the genuineness of the ! 


signature, and that the officer is under no stoppages or other dis- 
ability as to pay. 

Sec. 668. That as far as practicable, officers shall draw their pay 
from the paymaster assigned to pay the posts or stations at whic 
they may be on duty, 


Sec. 669. That money for the payment of troops shall be trans- 

mitted by express or Creme draft to all posts or depots of 

| per ra distant more than 50 miles from the nearest designated 
epository. 

Sec. 670. That Chief Paymasters of geographical divisions or de- 
partments shall ascertain at the proper periods, by official inquiry 
of the proper commanders, the number of troops of the different 
arms serving in their respective limits, and on the data thus ob- 
tained forward every alternate month to the Paymaster-General 
timely estimates of the funds necessary for the next ensuing muster 
period, stating the amount uired under each appropriation. 

Sec. 671. That Chie? Paymasters shall be ex officio inspectors of 
the pay services within the Army or other command to which they 
are assigned, and shall exercise carefal vigilance and scrutiny in 
reference to the public funds and the faithful discharge of their 
duties by the officers under their supervision. They shall transmit 
to the Paymaster-General monthly lists of the paymasters serving 
under their orders, with report of pay operations during the month 
including a statement of troops, if any, unpaid for last muster 
eriod. They shall see that clerks who are inefficient, or of bad 
abits or character, are not continued in service, and to this end 
have authority to order the dismissal of any paymaster’s clerk for 
cause, reporting their actién immediately to the Paymaster-General. 
Inspections requiring travel shall be made only under the orders 
and at the discretion of the Commanding General. 

Sec. 672. That every paymaster shall be held officially responsibie 
for the acts of his clerk in all matters pertaining to or connected 
with his official duties. 

Sec. 673. ‘That in changes of station a paymaster is authorized to 
take his clerk with him; but an order to travel, without funds, on 
temporary duty, not requiring the services of a clerk, shall not 
cover the clerk's transportation. 

Sec. 674. That payments, except to officers and discharged sol- 
diers, shall be made on triplicate muster and pay rolls; those of the 
regimental field and staff signed by the regimental commander; 
those of companics and detachments by the company or detach- 
ment commander; those of the hospital by the surgeon; and all 
countersigned by the mustering and inspecting officer. 

Sec. 675. That paymasters shall not commence the payment of 
troops until so authorized by the commanding officer of the regi- 
ment, post, or detachment, and that the commanding officer of 
each company and detachment shall be present at the pay table. 
Sec. 676. That officers shall be paid on certified pay accounts; 
discharged soldiers, on duplicate final accounts. These latter shall 
be made up from data stated on their duplicate final statements, 
both of which must be produced to the paymaster, who is not 
authorized to pay on a single statement. An officer retiring from 
service shall, before final payment, produce certificates of non-in- 
debtedness to the United States, and make an affidavit (upon the 
back of the final voucher) setting forth the correctness of the sev- 
eral items of his final pay account, the place of his residence, the 
date of, relief from duty upon termination of service, and that he is 
not inaebted to the United States on any account whatever. 

Sec, 677. That the accounts of contract surgeons shall be paid by 
paymasters, and shall be made out in the ordinary form of an 
officer's pay account, vouched for by a certificate thereon by the 
commanding officer that it is correct and according to eontract; 
which certificate he will not make unless the contract has been ap- 
proved by the medical director of the department or by the Sur- 
geon-General, The payments shall be made under the same rules 
that govern in the payment of officers at the same station. 

Sec. 678, That the officer who certifies a pay account, muster 
roll, final statement, or other evidence of money due from the 
United States, shall be responsible for the facts stated, and, if they 
be erroneous, will be charged with the amount of any overpayment 
made in accordance therewith, unless the facts be so stated as to 
demonstrate their own error; in which case the paymaster will be 
held responsible for the overpayment. 

Sec. 6/9. That an officer of the Army permitted to accept a tem- 
porary appointment, from the proper authority, to a grade in the 
militia or volunteer forces in actual service of the United States, 
shall be entitleu to the pay aud emoluments of the grade in which 
he serves, But in no case shall an officer receive the compensa 
tion of two military commissions or appointments at the same 
time. 

Sec. 680, That an officer appointed by the President, whose ap- 
pointment failed to be confirmed by the Senate, but expired by 
constitutional limitation, may be paid to date when he received 
official notification thereof, provided he was in the performance of 
duty to that date, as certified by his commanding oflicer or other 
competent authority. 

Sec. 681. That an officer on leave who resigns shall be paid to 
the date given in the acceptance of his resignation. An officer on 
duty who resigns shall be paid to the date on which he received 
notice of the acceptance of his resignation, provided he continued 
on or for duty till that time. 

Sec, 682. That an officer dismissed by sentence of court-martial 
shall be paid to the date of termination of service, as specitied in 
the sentence, or in the order promulgating the same. if no date 
be specified, then payment may be made to date when the order 
approving the sentence was received at the post where the officer 
Was at the time stationed; evidence whereof will be the certificate 
of the post adjutant upon a copy of the order. 

Sec. 683. That no officer shall be paid for more than one staff 
office at the same time. 

Sec, 634, That n. c. officers and soldiers, while in arrest or con 
flnement and under charges, shall not be permitted to draw pay 

Sec, 685. That the transfer of aclaim for pay due by a soldier 
previous to discharge shall be invalid; a transfer subsequent to 
discharge shall be valid when it ix made in writing by indorsement 
on the tinal statement and witnessed by a commissioned officer 
The witnessing officer must also indorse the fact of tra: fer upon 
the discharge, and note on the final statement that such indorse- 
ment on the discharge has been made. Having done this, the 
company or other commander must deliver the discharge to the 
soldier, and not to the person to whom the final statements are 
transferred. 

Sec. 686, That when any officer travels under orders, or under 
the summons of a military court, and is not furnished transporta- 
tion by the Q, M. Department, or on a conveyance belonging to or 
chartered by the United States, or on any railroad on which the 
troaps and supplies of the United States are entitled to be trans- 
ported free of charge, he shall be allowed eight cents a mile, and 
no more, for each mile actually travelled under such order or sam- 
mons, distances to be calculated by the shortest usually travelled 
route; and if an officer travel on public duty without such orders 
or summons, he will repert the case to the superior who had au 
thority to order the journey, and his approval, in orders, shall! 
allow the usual mileage. 

Sec, 687," That the public shall not bear any part of the expense 
of travel in the following cases, to wit: Travel to join for duty 
upon first appointment to the military service, or under first order 
after reinstatement, reappointment, or revocation of order of dis- 
missal, or to effect an exchange of station, or a transfer from one 
regiment or company to another, when the same is made at the re- 
quest of the ae Exception to the foregoing shall be made 
only in the followlug caves of travel: Assistant surgeons, approved 
by an examining board and commissioned, joining for duty under 
first order; graduates of the Military Academy from the Academy 
to their stations; enlisted men journeying under first order after 
appointment or commission. 

Sec, 688.* That orders to an officer on leave of absence to rejoin 
the station or troops he left shall not carry transportation or mile- 
age, unless the public service requires the performance of duty en 
route, in which case the order shall specify the particular duty, the 
necessity therefor, and the point at which the duty will commence 
and end, 

Sec. 689,* That orders to an officer on leave of absence to join a 
new station shall carry mileage or transportation for the excess 
only of distance (from place of receipt of order) to new station over 
distance to former station. 

See, 600. That the mileage of officers travelling on duty in con- 
nection with public works (not fortifications, ursenals, military 
surveys, or explorations), shall be payable only from the appropria- 
tion made specifically for the work; but if there be no such appro- 
priation, payment will be made by the Pay Department. 

Sec, 6¥1. That citizens employed in any branch of the military 
service not hereinafter excluded, shall, for travel under competent 
orders, or upon summons to appear as witnesses before military 
courts, be entitled to transportation in kind, to be furnished by 
the Q, M. Department (excepting in cases of employees of the 
Engineer and Ordnance Departments), or if no transportation be 
provided, may charge the coxt actually paid by them of travel fare 
by the usual conveyances, inclusive of transfer to and from depots,

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and of one berth in sleeping-cars, or on steamers where an extra ! 


charge is made therefor; also, in addition, a sum not exceedin 
four dollars per day for each and every day unavoidably consum 
in travel or on duty under the order or summons in the case; pro- 
vided that where meals are included in the transportation or fare 
by steamers no per diem shall be charged. The foregoing shall 
also apply to citizens, not in government employ, summoned to 
attend as witnesses before military courts. 

Sec. 692. That laborers, teamsters, and like classes of employeer, 
travelling as contemplated in the foregoing section, shall be enti- 
tied to such actual and necessary expenses on account of trans- 
portation and subsistence as may be authorized by the chief of the 
bureau which makes payment of the account, excepting when the 
employee is in receipt of a ration from the United States; in which 
case, if it be impracticable to carry his rations with him, instead of 
expenses of subsistence, as above contemplated, he will be paid 
commutation of rations at the usual rates, 

Sec. 693. That the travelling expenses of employees of the Engi- 
neer and Ordnance Departments shall be wholly payable (cost of 
transportation included) from the appropriations under control of 
those departments. The travelling expenses of paymasters’ clerks 
and citizen witnesses before military courts shall be payable by the 
Pay Department; and such expenses of all other citizen employees 
shall be payable by the Q. M. Department. 

Scc. 694. That no payments shall be made to volunteer or militia 
troops till they have been regularly mustered into the service of 
the United States; and payments to such troops shall in all cases 
be made by the duly appointed and authorized paymasters of the 
Army. 

Sec. 695. That when, by report of the Second Comptroller of the 
Treasury, or otherwise, it is ascertained that an officer of the Army 
has been overpaid, or is in arrears to the United States, the Pay- 
master-General shall notify the officer, and if refundment or satis- 
factory explanation be not made within a reasonable time, shall 
order the stoppage of his pay, or of so much of his monthly pay as 
the Secretary of War may direct, until the overpayment or arrears 
be satisfied. No paymaster shall make any payment to the officer 
not in accordance with the stoppage notice in the case, until ad- 
vised that the same is satisfied or withdrawn; and a paymaster dis- 
regarding this requirement shall himself be held liable for the 
amount of the stoppage. 

Sec. 696. That whenever an improper payment, whether overpay- 
ment or short payment, has been made to any enlisted man and 
reported in the settlement of the paymaster’s account, the paymas- 
ter shall report the fact to the commander of the company in which 
the soldier is mustered, who shall note the same on the next rolls, 
to be adjusted at next payment. 

Sec. 697. That authorized stoppages to reimburse the United 
States, to satisfy sentences of courts-martial, and to reimburse 
individuals, will be charged on the muster-rolls and take prece- 
dence in the order here stated. 

Sec. 68. That every deserter shall forfeit all pay and allowances 
due at the time of desertion. The authorized stoppages and fines 
due at the time of desertion shall be deducted from the arrears of 
pay. If the stoppages and fines are greater than the arrears of 
pay, the balance shall be deducted from pay due after apprehen- 
sion. The company commander shall in every case note upon the 
first muster-rolls after apprehension all of the data necessary to a 
complete settlement by the paymaster of the soldier's account from 
date of last payment. This will be carried also upon subsequent 
rolls until the contemplated settlement be made. The required 
data shall include date of last payment, date of desertion and 
apprehension, dues to the soldier at date of desertion on account 
of clothing, deposits, and so forth, unsatisfied fines and forfeitures 
under sentences prior to desertion, dues to the United States at 
date of desertion on account of clothing, tobacco, ordnance, and 
50 focth. The dues to the soldier shall not include retained pay. 

Sec. 699. That officers and soldiers shall forfeit all pay for the 
period of absence without leave, unless such absence is excused as 
unavoidable by the commanding officer competent to grant leave 
for a period equal to such absence. 

Sec. 700. That no deserter shall receive pay before trial, or till 
r2-stored to duty without trial by the authority competent to order 
the trial. Such restoration to duty of a deserter shall not in any 
case operate to relieve him from the forfeiture of pay incurred by 
desertion or by his absence without leave. 

Sec. 701. That if a charge of desertion noted upon a muster-roll 
is afterward found to be erroneous, the fact shall be stated on the 
next muster-roll. Solong as the charge stands unexplained, the 
Pay Department and the accounting officers of the Treasury shall 
take cognizance of it. 

Sec. 702. That every soldier discharged as a minor, or for disease 
which existed prior te enlistment, or for other cause involving 
fraud on his part in the enlistment, shall forfeit all pay anc 
allowances due at the time of discharge, and shall not receive final 
statements. 

Sec. 703. That officers or soldiers confined by the civil authorities 
for crime shail forfeit their pay during such confinement, unless 
discharged therefrom after trial and acquittal, or without triai be- 
cause by the civil authorities held innocent of any offence; and the 
fact of such discharge without trial, or of. trial and acquittal, shall 
be explicitly stated on pay-accounts or muster-rolls. 

Sec. 704. ‘That the paymaster paying the accounts of officers, or 
the pay-rolls of enlisted men, charged thereon with the cost of 
subsistence stores, shall stop the amounts so charged, and turn 
them over to the nearest commissary, giving invoices and taking 
receipts therefor, and the names of the officers and enlisted men 
from whom the funds have been received, and the amount from 
each, shall be specified upon both invoices and receipts. 

Sec. 705. That officers detailed for duty in the Quartermaster’s 
Subsistence, and Pay Departments, shall, while so serving, be en- 
titled to $10 a menth additional pay; but in no case shall an officer 
receive addition.’ psy for duty in more than one staff department. 

Sec. 706. That the monthly pay of the following named soldiers 
of the Army shall, during the first term of enlistment, be as follows, 
with the contingent additions thereto provided by law; A commis- 
sary sergeant, $34; a sergeant major of cavalry, artillery, and in- 
fantry, $30; a quartermaster sergeant of cavalry, artillery, and 
infantry, $27; an orderly sergeant of cavalry, artillery, and infan- 
try, $28; a sergeant of cavalry, artillery, and infantry, $20; a cor- 
poral of cavalry, artillery, and infantry, $16. 


THE SIGNAL BUREAU. 


Sec. 707. That under the orders of the Commanding General of 
the Army the Chief Signal Officer shall be charged with the general 
Signal Service of the Army; with the custody of all records and 
apparatus connected therewith; and with operating the lines of 
military telegraphs; and, under the direction of the Secretary of 
War, he shall be charged with the meteorological observations and 
reports required by law. 

Sec. 708. That the ordinary signal duty of the Army, instruction 
of the troops, and so forth, shall be <_EeT by the Regimental 
Adjutants, or by officers to be detailed by the Department Com- 
manders. Officers thus employed must acquaint themselves with 
the system of signals prescribed by the Chief Signal Officer, and 
must qualify themselves for transmitting orders by signals as well 
as by words. 

Sec. 709. That officers temporarily serving as Signal Officers 
will be styled Acting Signal Officers, or Instrnctors for the Signal 
Service, according to the nature of their duties. When an officer 
is detached from his regiment for signal duty he shall immedi- 
ately report for orders to the Chief Signal Officer of the Army, 
and thereafter will be relieved from such detail only by orders from 
the War Department. 

Sec. 710. That manuals of instraction, signal equipments, and 
signal stores shall be furnished by the Chief Signal Officer to 
military posts, and to such particular organizations as may, in his 
opinion, from special circumstances, require such outfit. 

Sec. 711. That communications transmitted by signals or tele- 
graph shall be confidential, and shall not be revealed by those on 
stations to others than the parties officially entitled to receive 
them. 

Sec. 712. That officers on signal duty shall be in charge of, and 
responsible for, all property pertaining to the Signal Service at the 
posts or places at which they may be stationed, and shall render 
the necessary returns and reports to the Chief Signal Odicer of 
the Army on the forms provided for the purpose, and issued from 
his office. These officers will report monthly to the Chief Signal 
Officer their stations and duties, and will render to him such 
reports in reference to their especial service as he may deem 
necessary for the information of the Commanding General of the 
Army or the Secretary of War 

Sec. 713. That the Q. M. and Subsistence Departments shall issue 
to signal parties of the Army serving in their vieinity such supplics 
as may bs necessary for their proper equipment and subsistence, 

on the requisition of the officer in charge of such parties, approved 
by the commanding officer, ore 


Sec. 714. That the organization of Signal Corps for armies in the 
field and the mode of conducting the signal and telegraph service 
shall be prescribed in special regulations for that service, approved 
, by the Secretary of War. 
| BUREAU OF MILITARY JUSTICE. 

Sec. 715. That the Judge-Advocate-General shall receive, revise, 
' report upon, and have recorded the proceedings of all general 
! courts-martial, courts of inquiry, and military commissions of the 
armies of the United States; and neither he nor any other officer 
doing duty in the Bureau of Milit&ry Justice shall in any other 
sense than herein indicated be the-legal adviser of the Secretary of 
| War. 
Sec. 716. That the original proceedings of all general courts-mar- 
| tial, courts of inquiry, and military commissions, after the decision 
thereon of the reviewing authority, and all such proceedings re- 
| quiring the decisions of the President, and copies of all orders con- 
| firming or disapproving or remitting the sentences of courts-martial 
| and military commissions, shall be forwarded direct to the Bureau 
of Military Justice. Such reports as the Judge-Advocate-General 
may make upon cases requiring the action of the President shall be 
addressed to the Secretary of War, and be forwarded through the 
Commanding General of the Army, or in his absence, through the 
Chief of Staff of the Army, for such remarks and recommendations 
as he may desire to make. 4 : 

Sec. 717. That the proceedings of summary courts-martial will be 
transmitted without delay by the garrison or other commander to 
the department headquarters, for the supervision of the department 
commander; and after having been filed at these headquarters for 
two years, these records may be destroyed. 

Sec. 718. That the judge-advocate, or assistant judge-advocate, 
assigned to any command, shall review and report upon such pro- 
ceedings of military courts as may be submitted to him by the com- 
mander; and he may be detailed as the judge-advocate of any gen- 
eral court-martial, court of inquiry, or military commission: Pro- 
vided, That no officer who has acted as judge-advocate in the trial 
of any case shall review the proceedings in such case, or otherwise 
report thereupon, to the officer ordering the court. lai 

Sec. 719. hat the judge-advocates, or officers acting in that 
capacity, at the several headquarters, shall forward to the Judge- 
Advocate-General at the end of every month a list of the cases tried 
or to be tried within their jurisdiction. 

Sec. 720. That the judge-advocate of a military court shall have 
power to appoint a reporter, who shall record the proceedings of, 
and testimony taken before, such court, and may set down the 
same, in the first instance, in short-hand. The reporter shall, be- 
fore entering upon his duty, be sworn or affirmed faithfully to per- 
form the same. Reporters who may be employed under this section 
sMall be allowed not exceeding five dollars per diem, and when the 
place of meeting of the court is changed, their actual travelling ex- 
penses to be paid by the Pay Department, upon the usual certifi- 
cate of the judge-advocate; but no phonographic reporter shall be 
employed except upon the order of the court, to be granted only in 
cases of importance, and when the other duties of the judge-advo- 
cate prevent his recording the testimony in the ordinary ik ‘ 

Sec. 721. This section givesthe Articles of War, 146 in all, which 
we omit this week. —Ep. JOURNAL. : 

Sec. 722. All persons who, in time of war, or of rebellion against 
the supreme authority of the United States, shall be found Jurking 
or acting as spies, in or about any of the fortifications, posts, quar- 
ters, or encampments of any of the armies of the United States, or 
elsewhere, shall be triable by a general court-martial, or by a mili- 
tary commission, and shall, on conviction thereof, suffer death. 

Sec. 723. That the President of the United Shates is hereby au- 
thorized to approve and cause to be issned rules and regulations for 
the government of the Army of the United States and of the militia 
while employed in the service of the United States; and the said 
rules and regulations shall be binding on all concerned if not in- 
consistent with the laws of the United States. 

Sec. 724. That sections 1094 to 1260, both included, and sections 
1309 to 1343, both included, of the Revised Statutes, and all amend- 
ments thereto, and all other laws or parts of laws inconsistent with 
or repugnant to this act, be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 





ALONG THE AFRICAN OOAST. 


Caprain E. Barrett, U. 8. N., while commanding 
the U. 8. 8S. Quinnbaug in 1868, made a cruise on the 
west ccast of Africa, und also reported the condition 
of affairs relative to commerce. At our r:quest the 


Captain bas kindly furnished us extracts of his report 
which may be interesting at this time, in view of the 
Jiconderoga’s expedition and special service in the 
interest of commerce in the United States. Com. 
mander (now CU:piain Barrett's’, report to Rear. 
Admiral C. IT. Davis, commanding south Atlantic 
station, was dated September 11, 1868. He says in 
the course of it: 

**In Cape Town we anchored under the shelter of 

the breakwater, two cubles length therefrom, nearly 
abreast of the entrance to the basin. From observa- 
tions made of the currents and eddies caused by the 
heavy swella wlich sweep to the southward from 
around the end of the breakwater, I am of the opinion 
tbat the shelter afforded by this new work is not 
such as would warrant a large vessel’s anchoring 
thercat during the winter months. For a vessel of a 
draught of 14 feet or less, the anchorege is perfectly 
safe.... 
**On July 4, anchored in Little Fish Bay. Massa- 
medes, the trading village, is situated on the southeast 
side of the bay. The landingissafe. Vege ables are 
ecarce, nor can water be easily obtained, and though 
cattle abound, beef is unobtainable—the Portuguese 
merchants or traders being too nonchalant to under- 
take the furnishing thereof. There is considerable 
trouble in changing English silver, as also sovereigns, 
due to the lack of small coins. Slavery exists here, I 
was told; negroes were transferred by water convey- 
avce from more noriberly towns to Little Fish Bay. 
(here is catils trade with St. Helena; the balance of 
the commerce is with Portugal. It cunsists of sugar, 
tobscco, coffee, gums, ivory, and cotton; the latter 
1s of a good quality, of long staple, very much like 
our upland. 

‘* The district, or province of Massamedes Angolo, 
contains a population of 6CO whi'es and 1,400 slaves, 
besides a native population, number unknown. In 
default of New England rum, many of the trading 
depots of the coast Lave established distilleries—one 
exists at Massamedes. The article, however, is of an 
inferior quality; is not as palatable to the natives us 
that of New Eogland. 

‘Oa July 11, anchored cft Bengula. The anchor- 
age is a guod and safe one, well protected from south- 
erly winds ani from westerly ones, by Point St. 
Philip’s Bonnet. It is not Jiable to heavy swells, 
though the Janding «t the beach is at all times difficult 
because of tie surf. The barracoons bave been de- 
mulished, and in lieu of the slave trade a profitable 
commerce has arisen. In addiuon w the artichs 
mentioned ‘in the Little Fish Baw tride. Benguls 
furvishes cargoes of ground nuts, hides and moss. In- 
deed the trade is brick. It is monopolized by the 
whites, notwithstandiag the climate is seid to b> Yory 
insalubrous. | 








‘* Arrived in St. Paul de Loando July 13, and next 
day called upon the Viceroy of Angola, from whum I 
learned thet we are in error as to the hours of viciting 
the African shore— bat the proper time for doing so 1s 
in the ccol of the evening, and until the setting in: of 
the night fogs, which generally occur from 9 to/11 
o'clock P wu. That time is seiected for visiting dnd 
interchange of courtesies by the residenis, most’ of 
those to whom I was introduced, concurred in the 
Governor's opinion. The white population of Loando, 
and the country surrounding, has lately increased, 
due to the richness vf the soil on the banks of the 
river Coaongo, where many Portuguese have setiled. 
The province of Loando has a population of 4,000 
whites, about 30,000 mixed, 75,000 slaves, and 80,000 
natives. 

‘* Through the energy of the American commercial 
agent, steam communication 1s kept up between 
Loando and the new settlement on the Coango rivér. 
‘The place bas been made a depot for the producetof 
tae upper, country—prceduce which is brovglit down 
02 lighters towed by alight draught steamer, such as 
groun! nuts, sugar, coffze, moss, and of other pro- 
duce offered in trade by the natives, 

** Money is not used for the purchase of the native 
produce. They are exchanged in return for English 
goods, which are a poor imitation of the American 
cotton, that contiaoue tu be the favorite wearing apparel 
of the Africans, who are thoroughly proficient ‘m 
detecting the spurious from the real article. Our 
cotton goods are not imported, as they are above ex- 
change rates, because of home taxes, thereby ruling 
ug out of the markei. 

“On the eveniog of July 29, arrived off Kabenda. 
The slave trade is extinct; the barracoons have lo 
since been destroyed. ‘There is no trade with t 
United States. e 

“Upon August 2 left Landano for Black Puint Bay. 
This bay, next to St. Paul de Loando, cffers the safest 
aachorage and the best landing; in the latter respect it 
exceeds Loando. Black Puint is perfectly healthy, 
and though lately made a trading depot, it already 
rivals Landano in its exports; it surpasses itin i's gum 
elastic trade. I landed, it was not a day for business; 
neverthelesa from 30 to 40 native traders were sitting 
in ‘ront of the factories waiting to barter their goods 
for Kuropeag manufactures. ‘This is the only plate 
besides Loando where large vessels can at all timés 
take in cargo, as lighters could always b: laden in the 
inner larbor withvut the danger of the surf. . Vessela 
drawing from 8 to 9 feet can ut the lowest tides t:ke in 
cargo from the inner harbor. Black Pvint Bay is alév 
an excellent place for transmitting the rich copper ore 
and m:lachite which has lately been iatroduced into 
the mui ket from trading points of the interior. 

‘* Left Black Poiot Bay on August 4, and proceeded 
to Mayumba, where we arrived and anchored on the 
Sth of August. But one trading house is establisbed 
here; it is a branch of the Landano and Black Poiat 
Bay establishment. The nutives here have turned 
tueir atieation to traffickiog, for which purpose they 
encourage ‘the establishment of European branch 
houses to facilitate the local trade, thus avoiding trans- 
portation to other depots. 

‘*Left Mayumba the same evening and arrived at 
Ascension on the 20th of August. Ascension is essen- 
tially a military post, garrisoned by warines who, in™ 
eddition to their du:ies, act as mechanics in 
the different engiteering work shops. During 
the winter seasun it frequently happens that 
the gales in the southern Jatitudes cause 
a heavy swell, felt there, which prevents landing 
for several days. We found it very difficult to obtain 
fresh provisions; such as could be secured, were at ‘a 
price whica wvuld fect admit of purchasing, for in- 
stance, beef at one shilling and six pence per pound, 
muiton £2.10 per carcass. Water 1s also scarce, so 
much sv that they condense water for barrack use. 
The anchcrag? ia Bisck Point Bay is very safe; it 
facilitates the 1oading and unloading cargoes; it has a 
healtby climate, is in viciaity of the Congo river, and 
to the India 1ubber and copper localities of Africa. 
Had our colonists located there in Jieu of Liberia 
the colonies would now be the most flourishing and 
important department of the west ccast of Africa, 
particularly as the cultivation of cotton, with which our 
colored population is acquainted, would of itself have 
proved « valuable and remunerative export. Coft.e, su- 
garcane, palm oil, redwood gums and all the oiber arti- 
cles of commerce mentioned, would have there founda 
depot for their exportation, and as the navigation of 
the Congo is difficult for sailing vessels, » cut ojf 
road to it would have directed the trade to Black 
Point. The inhabitants wish us to take possession of 
the Point, particuluuly now, that other nations are 
locating along the coast. 

‘* The whites have a healtby appearance, and from al 
accounts I should judge LBiack Pvint to be salu- 
brious;-more so than (eatral America or the West 
Indian Islands. 

‘*During the whole cruise on the west eccast of 
Africa we bad not a day’s rain, and had cool westher. 
The removal of duties un New England rum, powder 
and cottonades is the oaly way to restore our trade 
to displace the B-itish and French.”

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THE LATE GENERAL WOODRUFF, U. 8. A. 


Tue following brief statement of the life and ser- 
vices of Brevet Brig.-Generai Israel Carle Woodruff, 
Colonel Corps of Engineers, U.'8. Army, whose recent 
death has been noticed in the public press, will be in- 
teresting to his many friends and acquaintances. 

General Woodruft was the son of Doctor Thomas 
Lowrey Woodruff of Trenton, N. J. His grandfather 
was Aaron Dickinson Woodruff, for twenty-four years 
Attorney General of the State of New Jersey. He was 
born at Ewing, in that State, on August 22d, 1815, and 
was consequently 63 years of age. He graduated at 
the Military Academy at West Puint in 1836, and was 
assigned as 2d Lieut. in the 3d Artillery, being imme- 
diately afterwards detached on duty as Asst. Prof. of 
Military and Civil Engineering at Weut Point, on 
which duty he continued until 1838. From 1888, in 
which year he was transferred as 2d Lieut. of Topo- 

aphical Engineers, until 1847, be served as Asst. 

ogineer in the improvement of harbors on Lake Erie, 
anc on surveys of the northern lakes. In 1842 he was 
promoted to ist Lieutenant of Topographical Engi- 
neers, and in 1853 to Captain. In 1847 48 he was on 
duty in construction of light-house in Delaware Bay, 
and on survey of boundary line of Creek Indian Terri 
tory in 1849 50; superintendiog survey of Creek Boun- 
dary, 185051. During 1851 52 he was on duty in con- 
struction of light-house in Niagara River; reconnois- 
sauce of military road to the south pass of the Rocky 
Mountains and to New Mexico, and in examination of 
sites for military post on the Arkansas River and Re- 
publican fork of Kansas River. From 1853 to 1857 he 
served as Engineer and Inspector of Light-houses on 
Lakes Erie and Ontario, and on Detroit, Niagara and 
Saint Lawrence Rivers, as well as in distributing light- 
house supplies for the 10:h and 11th Light-house Dis- 
tricts. From 1857 to 1861 he served as Asst. to the 
Chief Topographical Engineer at Washington, D. C. 
In 1861 he was promoted to Major of Topographical 
Engineers. From 1861 to 1863 (during the Rebellion) 
he served as Assistant to the Chief Topographical 
Engineer of the Army, devoting much time, study and 
labor in the collation and preparation of maps and 
other topographical information for the use of the 
various urmies operating in the different sections of 
the South. In 1864 he was promoted to Lieut.-Colonel 
Corps of Engineers, and in 1865 was brevetted Colonel, 
for faithtul and meritorious services in the Engineer 
Department, and Briyadier-General for meritorious 
services during the Rebellion. He was promoted to 
Colonel in the Corps of Engineers on February 22d, 
1869. From 1863 until 1870 General Woodruff served 
as Assistant to the Chief of Engineers at Washington, 
having under his supervision the division pertaining to 
the improvements of all rivers and harbors, surveys 
for military defences, and the various explorations and 
surveys west of the Mississippi River. In 1870 he was 
assigned to duty with station at Philadelphia, first as 
Engioeer of the 4th L. H. District, and afterwards as 
Engineer of the 3d aud 4th Light-house Districts, with 
stauon at New York. These duties involved all con- 
struction, repair, etc., of the light- houses and beacons 
on the Atlantic Coast from Gay Head, Massachusetts, 
to Cape Henlopen, Delaware; the Delaware, Hudson, 
Connecticut and Providence Rivers, and Lake Cham- 
plain. With the exception of those pertaining to the 
4th District, which were transferred in 1873, Gen. 
Woodruft continued in charge of the above duties 
until the time of his death. In the discharge of the 
many and various duties committed to his care, General 
Woodruff gave ail his attention and energies, directing 
and familiwrizing himself even in the minutest details 
of all works. lo bis private and social life he was 
esteemed by all with woom he had any intercourse or 
dealings. His urbanity was as uniform as bis charity 
unstinted. No one can justly complain of an ungra- 
cious reception or an ubanswered appeal. His uniform 
kindness and courtesy of manner won frow all of bis 
subordinates their sincerest ailection as well as the 
promptest rendition of duty. Naturally in so active a 
life many lastiog friendships are formed; it was so in 
General Woodruft’s case. Among his many friend- 
ships none was of a more sincere or earnest character 
than that with the late Professor Henry, whose death 
the country yet mourns. It may not be inappropriate 
in concluding this notice to quote a few lines from a 
letter of that noble man written to Gen, Woodruff in 
the first stage of the ljatter’s illness. After expressing 
his pleasure at os that the General was better 


than he had at first heard, he says: ° 

We should be more anxious to live well than to live long; but it 
is a duty we owe to ourselves, our families, and our race, to en- 
deavor two live as long as we can be of use in the world; can dis- 
charge the duties which have been devolved upon ns; can add to 
the happiness of others, and render the world better by our pre- 
cepts andexample. Your life, my dear General, has been one of 
which yourself and your children have cause to be thankful. You 
have, by the disposition of a kind Providence, been made a con- 
spicuous member of a noble profession on which you have never 
east the slightest shade of dixcredit; on the contrary you have 
adorned it by a life of great moral purity and elevation of charac- 
ter. You have been bicssed with a loving and sympathetic wife 
and children, mentally, morally and phy-iecally; all that a parent 
could wish. Although no man can properly discharge the duty of 
a public trust with strict fidelity and not make enemies, you have 
the friendship and esteem of ail who know you best, and of those 
whose estimation of character is the most valuable. It is truly a 
matter of great importance, expecially at the present time when so 
many are making shipwreck of reputation to be allowed to take 
our departure without a stain on our character,

intendence of the light-house depot at Staten Island, 
New York, on which last mentioned duties he was en- 
gaged when he died.

example of a well spent and useful life. 

As a testimonial of respect for the deceased the 
officers of the Corps will wear the usual badge of 
mourning for thirty days.

COLONEL M. 8. HOWE. 


The newspapers of the day bave announced the 
death of Colonel M. 8S. Howe, U.S. A., (retired) at 
Harrodsburg, Ky., on the 8th inst. 

A few words in memoriam of this old and faithful 
officer may well find their place in the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL. 

Marshall Spring Howe was born in June, 1804, in 
the town of Standish, at that time in the State of Mas- 
sachusetts, but now witbin the limits of the State of 
Maine. In the year 1836, when the U. 8. 2d Dragoons 
¥ as first organized, he was appointed a first lieutenant 
in that regiment, standing third upon the list. During 
the course of his 42 years’ continuous service he passed 
through the gradcs of 1st lieutenant, captain, maj >r, 
and |t.-colonei in the same regiment, and was fiaally 
promoted to the colonelcy of the 3rd Cavalry. 

Two years mounted and dismounted service in the 
swamps of Florida, and the hard riding and genera! 
exposure incident to twenty years cavalry service west 
of the Mississippi River, made some inroads upon a 
constitution that was originally unusually strong. The 
spitit of the soldier, however, retained altogether un- 
impaired. On the breaking out of the great civil war, 
Col. Howe did not deem himself too old or too infirm 
for active service; with a grim humor, quite charac- 
teristic of the man, he declared that he was daily riding 
a horse too spirited for any member of a retiring board 
to mount with safety. He served throngh the war 
and was placed upon the retired list ia August, 1866. 
Duriog most of his subsequent life he resided at 
Harrodsburg, Ky., in charge of the Government mili- 
tary property at that place. 

Colonel Howe was, by nature, too self-reliant and of 
too independent a spirit, caring tov little for personal 
popularity to cultivate those graces of suavity of man- 
ner and deference for the opinions of others which 
tend to make hosts of friends. To those, however, 
who understood his real character, he gave abundant 
evidence of sterling worth. His traits of character 
were all salient and positive. If he was a man of 
strong prejudices, he was also one of warm and con. 
stant affections ; if his convictions were decided and 
firmly rooted, he was always manly and bold enough 
to have the courage of them ; if he possessed an irre- 
pressible coutempt for every sort of cant and sham, 
occasionally giving expressien to his contempt ia 
terms, perhaps, a trifle too vigorous, his eye was 
quickly moistened by the tale of aorrow and his purse 
ever ready to aftord generous relief. However rug- 
ged or crisp his manner might often be, he was most 
truly warmbearted, charitable, hospitable, aud gener- 
ous. 
As an officer, he was characterized by strict morali- 
ty, stern integrity, and a conscientious and thorough 
a of every military duty. He was never 
nown to shirk any responsibility that properly de- 
volved upon him ; nor did he ever fail to render a 
prompt and cheerful obédience to the legal orders of 
his military superiors. 

The death of Colonel Howe reduces to a very few 
individuals those who now remaio of that notable 
body of genial men and zood soldiers who composed 
the original roll of commissioned officers of the oid 2nd 
Dragoons. Twiggs, Ashby, Winder, Ben Beall, Ker, 
Macomb, Thornton, Charley May, and many others 
have all answered their last earthly roll-call. Harney, 
Fauntleroy, Lloyd Beall and Blake are now believed to 
ee only representatives of the old regiment who 
8 ve. 


THE BILL ON ARMY ORGANIZATION. 
GENERAL SHERMAN’S OPINION OF IT.

Gen, A. E. Burnside, Chairman Joint Committee, E'c.: 


Dean GENERAL: I have now completed the first 
reading of your bill, H. R. 5499, entitled, a bill to 
reorganize the Army of the United States and to make 
rules for its government and regulation. 

1 see you have united the two subjects, ‘‘ Army Re- 
duction” and “Army Regulation,” hitherto kept 
separate, and this swells your bill to the large size of 
294 pages, of which the first 16 contain all that is 
essential to the plan of “reorganization,” and all the 
rest is ‘* Army Regulations.” At first I doubted the 
wisdom of attempting so much /aw, but on more care 
ful examination I find that the bill is consistent in all 
its details, and will probably bring harmony to ail 
parts of the Service. Although it deeply affects many 
of my comrades, I confess it is less damaging than I 
feared; I find a few omissions, or ob:cure sentence:, 
but general precision and accuracy. ‘ 

I note the very few criticisms which occur to me. 
The Army oug)it to be a unit, with different parts, 
like the human body, thus: A head, generals; body, 











Army; hands end legs, staff. 


— 
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On the first page I would not style the generals as a 
corps, but simply ‘‘ generals,” or ‘‘ general officers,” 
without the pretix of ** a corps of.” 

I also think we will always need a lieutenant-gene- 
ral, three major-gnerals, and six brigadiers, because 
25,000 men, which this bill makes the permanent 
standard of numbers, amount to a corps a’armée, the 
equivalent of a lieutenant-general’s command, equal to 
three strong divisions or six strong brigades; but 1 do 
not advise any discussion at this time because | know 
that as time progresses the pressure of necessity for 
these grades will jead to the necessary amendment. 

In relation to the relative parts of the Army as 
reorganized, I would prefer 4 regiments of artillery, 8 
of cavalry and 20 of infantry to the numbers proposed 
in your bill, viz., 5 of artillery, 8 of cavalry and 18 of 
infantry. 

The mode and manner of reduction and consolida- 
tion seems wise and liberal to the present establish- 
ment. 

On page 16, ‘ the reserved list,” the officers on said 
list shall receive the pay of retired officers and no 
more. As retired officers receive pay of several kinds, 
according to the cause of retirement, this paragraph 
should be more specific. 

On pages 258 and 262 the words ‘‘ military commis- 
sion” appear, but in no part of the bill do I find the 
tribunal known as “‘ military commission” deficed in 
its powers and responsibilities. See sec. 30, chap. 75, 
March 3, 1863. 

Either military commissions should be regulated by 
statute or the powers of General Courts-mariial 
enlarged so as to embrace the cases hitherto tried by 
military commissions. 

In the aggregate this bill, if enacted substantially as 
it stands, will give us a military code better than any 
which bas prevailed since 1834. I think it will pass 
as a whole or fail altogether. 

Article 723 gives the President full authority to 
supplement this law with the needful regulations of 
details to carry the whole into effect, ana I suppose 
that urticle 724 is sufficient for the repeal of the law of 
last session, which forbade any promotions to fill 
vacancies caused by death, resignation, etc. lam etc.,

“SEA FOAMS,” OR “NAVAL YARNS.’”—NO. IX. 
THE QUEEN DOWAGER OF PRUSSIA. 


In the early part of the year 1843, the U.S. squadron 
—composed of the line-of-battle ship, Colum)us, frigate 
Congress, and two sloops of war, Fuirfield and Picble— 
lay moored, head and stern, off the old raote of Genoa, 
in front of the Andrew Doria palace, the ‘ormer resi- 
dence of the brave old Doge, who failed to keep his 
promise, “ to bridle the horses of Venice.” 

Genoa, as seen from the anchorage, can never be 
forgotten. The mountains form the amphitheatre, of 
which the harbor is the arena. Their slopes are beau- 
tifully ornamented with palaces and stately buildings, 
aud their summits crowned with old castles, relics of 
despotism; fortifications erecte| for the purpose of 
subduing tbe citizens, more than for keeping the 
foreign foe at bay. 

It was on the placid waters of the bay of Genoa that 
the sun shone brightly on the occasion to be referred 
to. The American squadron was in beautiful order. 
newly refitted and painted. The top gallant yards 
were crossed, the life lines rove. From the busy go- 
ing to and fro of the crews in mustering dress, a 
man-o’-war’s man would bave known that reyalty, or 
an influential personage of hign rank, was expected. 
And so it was—no jess a person than the Queen Dow- 
ager of Prussia was to visit the flagship. Tne officer 
uf the deck had several times ordered the quartermas- 
ter to keep a sharp look out. 

About 1 rp. M. four boats, in column, were seen issu- 
ing from the main avenue of the harbor, flanked by 
vessels moored on both sides. The hei boat bore the 
royal standard of Prussia. This was reported by the 
quartermaster to the officer on duty. On the appeer- 
ance of the boats the signal wa; hoisted from the 
flagship to 

** Man yards,” : 

As the bunting was displayed, the shrill whistle of 
‘the boatswain und his mates was heard, ‘' A!] bands 
man yards!” 

The crew sprung to the sheen poles. 

When the boat which bore the royal standard ap- 
proached the neares: vessel of the squadron, the order 
was given: 

** Loft, top gallant yard men, top men and lower 
yard men!” 

The men sprung up the riggings and awaited, near 
the slings of their respective yards, the order to 

** Lay out!” 

At this order the yards and head booms were manned, 
the men standing up with one hand grasping the line, 
and the other placed on the shoulder of the man next 
on the outside of him. It was a beautiful sight. 

When the Queen came over the starboard gangway, 

she was received by the commodore, Charles A. Mor- 
gan, and the officers in full dress. The side was at- 
tended by eight boys, and the boatswain to pipe over. 
The marines and band were formed on the puit side of 
the quarter deck. 
4 \Ou the appearance of the Queen, the boatswain piped 
over, the drummers gave the rolls, the band played the 
National Hymn of Prussia, the officers uncovered, and 
tae marines presented arms. And as the (Queen 
reached the capstan on the quarter deck a royal silute

another of a more bellicose nature was enacted on the 
port quarter deck. 

The middies who, at a’l times, are the most import- 
ant persons at naval ceremonies, were no less so on 
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in order, more so in putting themselves in trim for the 
reception of royalty. 

There they were, with high cocked hats of various 
shapes and dimensions, Jong swords dangling about 
their legs, swords which they carelessly slung around, 
regardless of their neighbors’ feelings. 

The middies were eyeing the Queen and discussing, 
sotto voce, her appearance. 

“* D—-n Gne woman that,” said Midshipman George 
Bier to Midshipman Albert Gallatin Cook. 

** Don’t agree with you,” retorted the latter. 

** What taste!” : 

‘* Taste; whoever accused you of having any?” 

** Not vou,” replied Bier, ‘‘you haven’t sense enough 
to judge.” 

“* Sir,” hissed Cook, ‘‘ were it not for the respect due 
the quarter deck, I would ——.” 

As he said this, Midshipman Bier bent hie head for- 
ward, brought the tip end of his cocked hat to bear on 
bis Opponent’s eye, and bent forward, striking him 
with such force as to cause him to recoil. 

“ You will hear from me,” said Mr. Cook. 

The two eyed each other defiantly, and then repaired 
to different parts of the ship. 

The royal visitors had departed; the ship’s crew had 
resumed their usual routine of duty, and the middies 
retired to their steerages to discuss the day’s doings 
over & glass of grog. 

In the starboard after steerage, two midshipmen 
conversed in a low tone, one appeared to be writing 
from the dictation of the other. In the starboard for- 
ward steerage, two other midshipmen were discussing 
what seemed to be an interesting subject. Need it be 
said, they were Messrs. George Bier, A.G. Cook, and 
their friends? Cook had challenged Bier, who had 
accepted it. The preliminaries were being discussed. 

The party started for sbore, with Midshipman, now 
Genera!, C. R. Graham, surveyor, and C. Commego, as 
seconds. On reaching the landing, it was discovered 
that they had forgotten the rammer. They repaired 
to @ gunsmith to procure one. They then hired a car- 
riage, and as there funds were at low ebb, the four 
middies rode in the same vehicle. On the way out, 
when about to load the pistols, 1t was found that the 
bullets were too large. The seconds, therefore, split 
them into slugs and loaded. 

They reached the country. They were unable to 
explain to the Genoese vetturino, or coachman, that 
they desired a quiet, retired spot for operations. It 
was resolved that there should be immediate action. 
The coach was stopped in midroad, the middies stepped 
out, the seconds placed the principals at ten paces, 
handed them the pistols, and gave the word: 

**Gentlemen, are you ready?” 

** Ready,” was the prompt reply. 

‘* Fire! One, two, three.” 

At the word ‘‘ three,” both parties fired, Midshipman 
Bier receiving his antagonist’s slugs in the knee. 

The wounded reefer was placed in the carriage and 
driven to a hotel. There he became the lion of the 
day. He was visited by the most noble and opulent 
families of Genoa. They saw in him a hero, the de- 
fender of the Queen Dowager’s beauty. 

That youngster had a nice time of it. Comfetti and 
other delicacies were presented to him py the sweetest 
girls of Liguria. Even their mammas condescended to 
cast a furtive eye on the robust middy, who wounded 
several of them inthe field of Jove. Duelling was not 
a breach of etiquette; boys of fifteen did not resort to 
the fist, but to arms—their profession. 

We have every reason to doubt that the King of 
Prussia was made aware of the celebrated duel. Act- 
ing on the adage that “ it is never too late to do good,” 
we would recommend Bismarck to call the Emperor’s 
attention to the historical incident narrated. Cook 
died several years ago. There remains to be decorated 
Gen. Graham, Ex-blockade Runner Bier, and, we be- 
lieve, Commego.

YELLOW FEVER ON SHIPBOARD. 


Dr. Albert L. Gihon, medical inspector at Annapolis, who 
was a delegate to the American Health Association, lately 
in session in Richmond, spoke on the subject of yellow 
fever on shipboard as follows: I desire to put on record 
the experience, and the opinions based on that experience, 
of the medical officers of the Navy whom I am here to rep- 
resent by the authority of the Navy Department. I believe 
these to be the unanimons opinions of my colleagues in the 
medical corps. If there are apy who dissent from them I 
have never met them : : ; 

Firat.—The yellow fever ship is always a foul — 

Second.—Foul ships, while often generating by their filth 
other endemic diseases, have never developed yellow fever 
de novo. be 

Tnird.—When a foul ship visits a port where yellow fever 
prevails communicatio. with that piace will cause the de- 
velopement of yellow fever on buard that ship. 

Fourtb.—A clean ship may visit a port in,which yellow fe- 
ver 1s prevalent, and, by rigorous'y abstaining from com- 
munication of any kind with that, port, will escape yellow 
fever contamination. 

Fitth.—_When yellow fever appears on board a vessel the 
only safety for the well is to get them out of the ship. 

Sixth.—The sick can also be removed from the vessel with 
entire impunity to those among whom they are removed, 

Seventh.—Nurses and attendants upon the sick with yel- 
low fever, on board ship, are not more liable than other oc- 
cupants of the veasel to contract yellow fever, 

Eighth.--When yellow fever appears on board a vessel it 
is possible to amprison it by battening down tke hatches, 
carefully caulking every possible outlet for emanations from 
the hold and lower decks, and by requiring the crew to live 
and sleep in the open air on the spar deck, and abstain 
from using food, water, clothing, etc., which have been be- 


low. 
Ninth. —It this vessel is removed to a} place where bad 
sanitary conditions prevail, and any of its contents are dis- 
charged, it will inevitably dieseminate yellow fever. 
Tenth.—It is believed that places to leeward of currents 
of air from such an infected vessel ;will cause the appear- 
ance of yellow fever in such places. 





Eleventh.—Freight, food, ba; , clothing, etc., cannot 
be safely removed from inf vessels until they have 
Seow exposed to the prolonged continuance of extreme cold 
weather, 

Twelfth.—No vessel on which yellow fever has prevailed 
can safely be reinhabited until after such exposure. 

Thirteenth,—It is believed, but not entirely demonstrated, 
that permeation by dry, hot steam will destroy the germ of 
yellow fever. 

In conclusion, it is our belief that yellow fever is due to a 
specitic living germ, the vitality of which may be impaired 
or destroyed by extreme cold, and which rapidly propagates 
itself when deposited in a nidus of visible or invisible filth. 

The following is;a more? correct statement of an impor- 
= part of the proceedings of the association than has been 
given: 

The first proposition voted ‘on, namely: ‘ Yellow fever 
is a specific disease, not indigenous to or originating spon- 
taneously in the United States, and its appearance in this 
country is always due to a specific cause,” was not adopted 
by the association.

‘birty-three to eleven, This proposition was as follows: 

‘The yellow fever of 1878 was a specific disease, not indi- 
genous to or originating in the United States, and its ap- 
pearance in this country was due to a specific cause.” 
Among the minority were such well-known sanitarians as 
Bowditch, Snow, Bell and Folson, as well as the delc- 
gates, Doctor Ward, of Baltimore county, and Drs. Steuart, 
Howard ard Morris. A number of gentlemen declined to 
vote on the question, among them Dr. Steiner, of Maryland.

OUR NAVAL TRAINING SYSTEM. 


Tuis interesting testimony to the value of our system 
of training we or the Navy accompanies the report 
of the Chief of the Bureau of Equipment and Recruit- 
ing, published in the JourNaL cf Nov. 23: 

From Captain Luce, commanding the Minnesota : 
“ I have the hunor to state that the general character 
of the boys is excellent, and in the great mpjority of 
cases their aptitude for the naval service is all that 
could be desired. By reports received from vessels on 
foreign stations to which drafts of these boys have 
been sent it is found that they fulfil every reasonable 
expectation, and give promise of future usefulness to 
the Navy. It needs but the placiog of the training 
syste. on a permanent basis to insure, in a very few 
years, the manning of our ships by native born sea- 
men, and the benetits of the system to the naval marine 
cannot but react favorably on the mercantile marine,” 

Captain Greer, commanding the Osnstellation, saya: 
‘*I observed a spirit of pride to improve prevailed 
among them; they were instructed in steering and in 
a knowledge of the Jead and compass; also in knotting 
and eplicing. In sddition they had much experience 
aloft aud in assisting in the working of theship. A 
large propertion showed an aptitude fcr the service. 
It is with pride that I bear testimony to their promise 
of usefulness and of amply repaying the Government 
for the pains and expen3e incurred in preparing them 
for the Navy. I would prefer a detail of the enlisted 
boys to the landsmen and mapy of the ordinary sea- 
men as formerly allowed.” 

Captain Fitzhugh, commancicg the Monongahela, 
says: ‘* The conduct of the boys on board of this ves- 
sel will compare with that of the same number attend- 
iog the public schools in any community on shore, if 
not superior, considering the temptations that are 
throwa in their way and absence of parental control. 
Few if any of the offences committed by them are of a 
vicious nature, generally being such as would be ex- 
pected among boys of their age. Drunkenoess is un- 
usual; they are, as a general thing, equal to the average 
ordinary seaman. 

Commander Watson, of the Wyoming, seys: ‘* The 
general conduct of the boys on board the Wyoming, in 
training for the engineer force, has been most excel- 
lent, and their aptitude for the naval service good. 
They are intelligent, attentive to instructions, and are 
interested in their specialty.” 

Commander Evaus, commanding the Saratoga, says: 
‘*T consider the general character of the boys on board 
this vessel as excellent. in arriving at this conclusion 
{ compared them morally, mentally and physically 
with the ordinary seamen and landsmen on board other 
vessela on which I have served. As regards their 
aptitude for the service I am entirely satisfied that a 
very large percentage of them will be rated as seamen 
and ordinary seamen as soon as they have been long 
enough on the ships to which they are transterred to 
master their peculiarities of rig, etc. I am confident 
that if the system inaugurated in these training ships 
be faithfully followed in the service we will, in a few 
years, have an excellent set of able-bodied well-tiained 
American seamen.” 

Lieut. McRitchie, commandirg the Zallapoosa, says: 
‘* These boys have been brought to a high state of per- 
fection in their dulics in the fire and engine rooms. 
Their behavior is good, and in my opinion they are 
well adapted for the naval service. The placing of 
boys on this vessel, so constantly employed, and the 
fact of visiting so many navy-yards where they have 
the opportunity of seeing so many types of eogines 
will, lam sure, result in great good to them, and will 
be a benefit to the service in years to cume,”

Taz Nevapa Bavos.—Gen. George W. Wingate, General In- 
epector Rifle Practice 8. N. Y., to whom was referred the papers 
and testimony in relation to the protest made in the Nevada 
Badge contest against Co. A, 49th regiment, Moravia, and the 
S@ppeal taken against the decision of the division commander by 
Capt. Tuthill has reviewed the testimony and appeal at length, 
and in closing says: “If the facts disclosed the violation of any 
rule of the National Rifle Association for which the penalty of 
diequalification is imposed, I should feel myself compelled to 
allow the protest. But as they.only show non-compliance with 
provisions of the manual as to which the brigade inspector of 
rifle practice had a discretion, which he exercised in good faith 
and within reasonable bounds, I do not think that in the absence 
of any evidence even ‘tending to show that the ecore was not 
actually made as reported’ that his action ehould be overruled.

The formation into line by two 
movements were fairly performed, the fronts into line being re- 
markably good. ‘These movements were repeated by the Jeft, 
with the same general errors. Right of companies rear into 
colamn was well done, as was the furmation of divisions and 
the breaking into companies, the guides being prompt and as a 
rnle correct. By the left these movements were not so smooth.

The action of the court in dismissing the charges and speci- 
fications does not appear tu have been strictly rega'ar, for if the 
evidence adduced un behalf of the prosecution failed to sustain 
the charges and specifications, the accuse! was obviously eo- 
titled to a finding of not guilty upon each of them, and to an 
absolute acquittal; instead of which the action recorded is 
equivalent valy to a iinding of not proved, which manifestly 
does not entirely relieve the accused of the imputations con- 
tained inthe charges and specifications and which is for this 
reason deemed an objectionable one. Itis held that the po ver 
to dism!ss charges aud —. is not vested in a court to 
which they have been referred for trial, but that it is the plain 
duty of the court to arraign the accused, to tuke his pleas and 
the testimony, and to record its finding and sentence or acquittal. 
Notwithstanding these errors in the proceedings of the cuurt in 
this case, and to pravent delay and further cxpense, they are 
approved and confirmed. 

ln the case of First Lieut. Robert A. McLaren, Co. C, 71st 
Regt., Iufantry, tried on the same charges the court, hiv- 
ing maturely considered the case, did therefore, upon the 
accused’s plea of “ guilty ” to all the charges and specifi- 
cations, sentence him to be publicly reprimanded and to 
pay a fine of five dollars.

ILtiNo1s.—Adjutant-General Hilliard has just sabmitted hie 
biennial report tu Governor Callom, in anticipation of the meet- 
ing of the Legislature next month. From advance sheets kindly 
furnished ue, we glean the following: After reporting the 
present strength of the organization in detail, consisting 10 the 
aggregate of 7,765 enlisted men, armed with 3,450 breech-loading 
r fies and 3,600 Enfield and Harper’s Ferry rifles, and 484 officers, 
the general makes a complete and detailed report of the part 
taken by the I. N. G. in the labor and other troubles of 1877-78, 
from which we quote: ; 

** Before a single company had been mustered into the service 
of the State, and while the change was being mada from one 
s/8tem to another, a general strike of railroad and other employes 
was inaugurated, and in a very short time it had reached ana 
affected the vast railroad and mining interests of this State to 
sich a degree that on the 2ist of July, 1877, almost the entire 
jater-commerce of the country was suspended. 

“Tt becoming evident that this state of things could not longer 
exist withuut serious loss and detriment to the whole people, a 
furmsl proclamation was issued, calling upon all persons who 
were obatructing the courses of trade and commerce, and thereby 
violating the laws of the State, to disperse and return to their 
various avocations, and cease to interfere with the transit of 
mails and merchandise, and allow peaceably disposed persons to 
resume their accustomed business, 

“This prociamation failing to have the desired effect or- 
ders were immediately telegraphed to Maj -Gen. A.C. Dacat, 
commanding the Ist Division, aud to his subordinates, to hold 
themselves and their commauds in readiness to move at a mo- 
ment’s warning.” s 

Detailed revurts of the troubies at East St. Louis, Chicago, and 
B aidwood, and the part taken in quelling the same by the 
different commands are thus given, after which the report con- 
tinues: 

* By the prompt action of the Illinois National Guard during 
the progress of thie disturbance, aad until it was finally subdued, 
they wor the plaudits of the people of the State, and demon 
strated beyond qaestion the wisdom that gave t» Lilinois a Mili 
tary Code. To prevent a recurrence of such riote, and a cunse- 
quent disposition to lawless acts, this department bas urged 
jorward the organization of the State Guard, aod every precau 
tion has been taken to arrange and distribute the various 
companies, battalions aud regiments in such # manner as will 
enable the civil authorities when hard pressed in the future tu 
call for a military poese whose presence will at all times prove a 
check upon disorders. I believe it may be said of all troops who 
responded to your (the governor’s) orders, that theic behavior 
throughout the trying period, was such as to inspire the respect 
snd confidence of the peovle, and their zeal in the performance 
of every duty while uader arms called forth universal and 
hearty encomiums. — ; 

“During the period of the agitation the entire force of the 
State, theu only partially armed and equipped, were on duty; 
either 1n the field, en route, or at their armories awaiting o ders. 
Toe arrangements and precautiocs taken by officers and men 
justify me in eaying that for the short period of time allowed to 
complete their preparations or orgaaization. the rapidity of their 
movements and the thoroughnees evinced in the execation of 
orders, has seldom been exceiled by raw troops, and shows what 
may he done or expected when a thorough military education 
has been dissiminated amongst the men of the guard. 

* It has been found necessary at various times since the riots 
of Jaly, 1877, to aid and assist the civil power of the State, and 
at their call im protecting the lives and property of citizens bya 
cesort to a military posse. In each instance it has been fully 
demonstrated that the present organized military force of the 
tate has not only proved its usefulness, but iis necessity.” 

The report then proceeds to urge various tneasores for the 
improvement of the force, among others the furnishing by the 
State of fatigae uniforms including overcoats, as used by the 
§. A; the organization of a permanent quartermaster’s 
department supplied with necessary camp and garcison equlpage; 
a permaneaot commisaariat; and” medical staff thoroughly pre- 
pared to act promptly in emergencies. Tu prepare the State 
forces for active duty in the field they should be farnished with 
blankets, overcoats, haversacks and canieens, to erable them to 
carry at least two days’ rations, and be prepared for long 
marches in case railroad traneportation is cat off. He also re- 
commends that tents of the “ wall pattern” capable of accommo- 
dating at least 2500 men be procared. The troops in the fleld 
in July, 1877, suttered for the want of these articles, many of 
them becoming sick, and remaining so fora long time. In all 
these matters the general says ** legislation should lay the foun- 
dation and experience will suggest the rest.” ‘* Soldiere,” he 
gays, * cannot weil be asked to perform mere police functions, 
and to this end he suggests that the Legislature should define 
and prescribe the precise point where civil authority ceaves, and 
from which point the militia should be entirely within the pur 
view of the officers commissioned for the service.” He con- 
tinues: ‘* When theee different rights and duties are well defined 
by proper,legislation, the best citizens of the State will feel ita 
matter of both pride and duty to attach themselves to military 
organizations.” 

The estimate for carrying out his recommendations ona basis 
of tweuty regiments or battalions of infantry, two of cavalry, 
aad eight batteries of artillery, is placed at $150,000 a year, whicn 
can be ob ained by a tax of oue-seventh of a mill on a dollar of 
the taxable property of the State, which would enable the troops 
to encemp fr instruction in the duties of a soldier for at leas. a 
week in each year. That Illinois, the fourth State in the Union, 
ig still behind many of the Siates in this respect, he thinks is 
due to 8 apirit of false economy, not justified by recent events, 

He then recommends that an appropriation of $3,000 be made

Shaffner; third, Lieut. Obermeyer; and fourth, Capt. Brockhoff. 
The drill commenced with the manual of arms in close ranks, fairly 
executed, the colonel sharply reproving the men for bringing the 
pieces down so hard. Fours right, distances not preserved and 
marching very bad, but by persevering the colonel got them settled 
down to a step that was steady and uniform, and practiced them at 
it for sometime, with visible improvement to the entire battalion. 
Close column on first company left in front, the companies entered 
the column in tolerable condition, and the movement was fairly 
done. The deployment might have been better, the companies 
coming on to the line jammed against each other. Right of com- 
panies rear into column, first and third companies mistook it for 
fours right and marched straight along the prolongation of the 
line, evidently not having the faintest conception of what the col- 
onel intended. They were brought into their places with some 
confusion. Right into line wheel, right guides of companies did 
not stand fast, the colonel pointed out the error, and all profited by 
the correction except the right guide of the first company, who, 
during the entire drill, when this movement was repeated, failed 
to stand in his place unless he was held there by the captain or 
colonel. Right of companies rear into solumn, second, third, and 
fourth companies went too far to the rear and had to be moved 
back, and tne first and second companies supported arms. The 
colonel indicated this mistake and explained when arms should be 
brought to a support, and what successive movements were. Right 
forward fours right and fours left, the companies came to a halt, 
without the command being given. ‘The colonel noticed and cor- 
rected the mistake. During the march in column of companies, 
the distances were very bad. Left into line wheel third company 
broke in two during the wheel, and reached the line in a scattered 
condition, all the left guides forgot to stand fast. Left of com- 
panies rear into column, third and fourth companies went to pieces 
und wandered anywhere away from their place. Brought together 
finally and left into line wheel succeeded, with the companies 
packed close. Left of companies rear into column, could not have 
been done worse; was executed with apparently very little idea of 
what was required and in considerable confusion. Left into line 
wheel was very well, and showed the good result of the colonel’s 
persistence in repeating movements until they were performed with 
some degree of precision. Close column on first company right in 
front, wus a great improvement on previous efforts, as was the de- 
ployment on first company. Again, left of companies rear into 
column, first and third companies too far to the rear, battalion 
about, right into line wheel, right guide of first company as usual 
forgot wuat todo. Close column on fourth company left in front 
was fairly done, and the deployment on same company was marred 
by the slowness of the guides in getting out. The close column and 
deployment on first company were excellent, the march in line suc- 
ceeded the color sergeant not out in front after being specially in- 
structed by the colonel what todo. Centre forward fours left and 
right was well done, but in the formation into line by two move- 
ments the third company went into confusion, and on right of 
companies rear into column the same company went too far to the 
rear, acommon fault of this company during this maneuvre. Left 
into line wheel left guides forgot to stand fast. These movements 
were repeated several times by the right and left, with fair precis- 
ion and a» commendable show of improvement. 

Close column on first company, the second, third, and fourth 
companies did not enter the column far enough, and had to make a 
side step into their places. The deployment on first company was 
very good, The drill closed with a ‘‘dress on the centre” in 
which the guides displayed their ignorance of the simplest require- 
ments of their office, compelling the colonel to instruct them in 
what they should have learned from the book, 

The material of this regiment, in the ranks, is fine, but the 
ofticers, commissioned and non-commissioned, with few excep- 
tions, are wofully deficient in knowledge of their duties. Colonel 
Smedberg has taken upon himself a task of huge dimensions. It is 
not apparent that the officers who need it most ever study, and in 
this they fail to give the colonel the support to which he is entitled. 
He is painstaking and thorough; at each drill he carefully explains 
each movement before, and notes the blunders after it is executed. 
At the close of the drill the colonel rebuked the men for their in- 
attention during the evening; but it was hardly their fauit. He 
himself was to blame in the matter all through the exercises, and 
during his instructions he kept the men at a carry. It is expecting 
too much of the average militia man, that he will be attentive and 
interested in a lecture, however necessary and proper, while bis arm 
is aching from the weight of the gun. 

Cos: K, 1st Infantry, and F, 2d {nfantry, have determined to give 
to the Benner fund the sum of $300, being the balance of the re- 
ceipts of their exhibition drill at the Mechanics’ Pavilion for the 
benefit of the yellow fever sufferers. They have already sent three 
hundred dollars to the New Orleans Light Artillery, making alto- 
gether six hundred dollars, the total net proceeds of the entertain- 
ment. . 

The San Francisco Hussars at a meeting held Dec. 3, unani- 
mously re-elected Capt. C. C. Keene, promoted Otto Reinecke to 
1st lieutenant and Sergt. Chas. 8. Howard to 2d lieutenant. 

Several ex-members of the militia and Regular Army have or- 
ganized an artillery company here to be known as the “ San Fran- 
cisco Light Artillery.” The preliminary meeting was provided over 
by John B. Weller, who, a couple of weeks ago, resigned a lieuten- 
ancy in the “‘ California Guard Light Battery.’ There is no place 
for such an organization here, and we do not think it will succeed. 
The militia portion of it are malcontents. 

Co. F, 2d Infantry, at their last monthly meeting unanimously 
decided that no member of the company, except the commissioned 
ofticers in their official capacity, shall write any communication to 
the papers discussing military affairs; for the reason that such 
proceedings are subversive of discipline and good order.
